Boise, Idaho, Slay IS. — Prosecuting 
Attorney Koelsch today completed his 
investigation of tho circumstances 
under which Harry Orchard, the prin- 
cipal witness for tho state In tho 
Stounenberg murder case, was Inter- 
viewed and presented to the district 
court a report exonerating from the 
charge of improper motives all persons 
connected with the Incident. He 
found that tho only motive the news- 
paper men had in interviewing Orch- 
ard was to obtain news of him. In 
announcing the report, Judge ■ Wood 
said Ihnt it called for no action, and 
directed that It bo tiled. 

Progress toward the completion of a 
jury is being made by tho suspending 
of peremptory challenges allotted b" 
law. to the state and tho defence. If 
by no other means. Up to adjourn- 
ment this afternoon, the state had used 
five of Its ton cliallengcs, and the de- 
fense four of its ton, so that there re- 
main 'unexpended only eleven peremp- 
tory challenges loft. 

The special, venire of 100 talesmen 
thkV reported- In court last aionday was 
at the close of to-day's session reduced 
to 2G men, and It Is predicted that 
anotlker special venire must be called 
about Tuesday In order to comploto 
tho Jury. 

Today's proceedings showed a shap 
ening of the contest of opposing coun- 
sel. Dimcultlos will be fought out and

CHARGE OF POISONING 

Winnipeg, Man., "May IS.— A charge 
of murder has been laid against Alex. 
Chony, a Galiclan, living near East 
Poplar, 22 miles from Solklrlc. The 
accused has been nrrostcd on a charge 
of murdering Annie Horem, a child 
two and .a lialf years old. The pre- 
liminary hearing on the charge of 
murder will be held oh' Tuesday next 
at 2 p. -m. Accused Is in Jail at Sel- 
kirk. An inquest lias already been 
hold on . the deceased lohlld and a ver- 
dict of murder returned. 

Tho man Is charged with murder by 
putting strychnine in'sugar. The al- 
leged offence occurred last Sunday, 
and as a result of It one child Is dead 
»nd a number of others arc very Ul. 
The: accused man is a son of John 
Horern, and it l.s alleged that ho at- 
tempted to i)oison the whole lainlly, 
because of a (luarrel over some land. 
Chony Is .said to have secured poison 
from a slianty belonging to a man 
named McKay, a trapper, who Kept it 
for the purpose of noLsoning wolves. 

It is claimed that the .accused. man 
was seen in tho houso where :lho. pois- 
on was put in the sugar, and It Is also 
alleged that the children had been eat- 
ing sugar out of thb bowl without any 
111 effects, but aflor his departure tliey 
ate some more and became deadiv 
sick. Itu.stard wa.s administered to 
the children, and ill recovered but 
tho child Annie. The polico were no- 
tified and Chony was arrested, 
stated by Detectives HcKenzle and 
Parr. 

The amount of strychnine found in 
the sugar was considcinible, and an 
experiment was tried on a cat, with 
tho result that it. died in loss than 
ton minutes.

A committee repre.senting tlifs Berlin 
mercantile trades and manufacturor.V 
socletv olferoa a compromise, which 
both sides were di.«!)Osed to considor 
favorably, but it camo too late to 
check the lockout, which liad already 
been introduced. The proposal em- 
braces the maintenance of the nine 
hour day, but provides for increased 
wages upon a ten hour contract.

One Trainload to ,be Taken to 
Edmonton This Week andv 
Another in^ August 

Calgary, JVTay IS.-^Ai- "train load of 
tho buffaloes which the: Dominion gov- 
ernment have pui'chased In Montana, 
will pass through Calgary within the 
next week. There will be eighteen 
cars In tho train, and about two hun- 
dred head of the old prairie kings on 
board. Tho bulls will bo carried eight 
In a car, each Ip separate compart- 
ments, and younger stock will bo car- 
ried in open cars like range cattle. ■ 

Tho second train will leave some 
time I'n August. It will be loaded with 
the cows and young calves, and tliore 
Will, be more animals In this train than 
the one comlng.through .this week. It 
Is estimated that there are' nearly 500 
head In the entire herd, which is being 
hiiiped into Canada. 
Tho buffalo will bo shipped from 
Ravalli to Helena, thence through 
Great Falls, Sweet Grass, Lethbridge, 
MacLeod, Calgary, Edmontcn, and will 
be unloaded at /L.amont,, on .the Can- 
adian Northern, near which place their 
range will bo. On their old ra'nge they 
had no restrictions, no fences, no hind- 
rance at all. Tliey had located and 
remained where -Ihf y were. Up to a 
couple of years ago they were herded 
by Indian boys and corralled cvory 
night, but latterly they have only been 
rounded up occasionally. The range 
was near Flathead lake, and they stay- 
ed then; all the lijui-, rustling thro\igh 
the winter and getting fat through tho 
summer. „ No ha/' was ever cut for 
them. "They woro purely range nnl- 
mals; the only trouhle caused was 
when they were rounded Up, and that 
Wiis not much, as 'they are very quiet. 

Howard Douglas loaves tomorrow for 
tho south to take charge of the train 
In behalf o£ the government when tho 
buffalo, cross .-the line, and H. C. Mc- 
Mullon, livestock Inspector of t'"^ 
P. R., will accompany him to see that 
the train comes through with aa little 
delay as possible. 



Winnipeg, May 18. — It Is surmised 
from reports coming in from all over 
tho country that from S5 to 90 por 
cent, of the wheat will bo sown by to 
night, or practically all. 

A decrease of fr-om 10 to 15 per cent, 
of the amount sown last year is esti- 
mated, but It Is thought that tho do 
crease will not materially affect the 
farmers, aa It has been proven in 
former years that with good v/eather 
tho crops that were late sown turned 
out an average yield. 

IMany farmers woro througli seeding 
a couple of days ago, and though 
others have not boon as fortunate, the 
general opinion amongst them- Is that 
tho outlook is very satisfactory. 

Portage la Prairie, May IS. — Seeding 
has been completed on tho Portage 
plains, and tho acreage will bo the 
same as last year in^wheat,: while con- 
siderable more barley^^lU ho'sown.

Tho transformation has boon ef- 
fected through tho teaching of Christ- 
ianity, the principal teaclior being tlie 
Rov.

Both sections ot 
the .settlement have their own by-laws 
according to the Indian act, and dis- 
orderly persons arc hailed before the 
council to which they are subject, and 
fined. The fines aro generally paid, 
and if not the offender is taken by an 
Indian constable to Hazolton, 29 miles 
up_ the river, where tho government 
agent or tho magistrate gives him the 
•option of paying, tho penalty in ca.sh 
or prison serviture. If the fine Is paid 
the amount is returned to the council 
against whoso by-laws tho offence was 
committed.

Tho majority of tho old 
chiefs havo accepted Christianity, des- 
pite tho loss of distinction which the 
move co.sts.' 

At this time of the year the vlUiago 
Is almost deserted, It being tho prac- 
tice of the Inhabitants to move down 
to tho mouth .of . tlio river In the 
springtime to', f Ishifdr salmon.' 

Rev. Mr. Price accompanies the In- 
dians on these occasions,, and when 
ho leaves for the north a^galn next 
week he will Join his converts on the

Boston Dealer .Suggests That 
- Profitable' Business Might 
Be Secured 



Olaf Henderson, en routo from Los 
Angeles to his home in Boston, ar- 
rived in tho city yesterday uflornooii 
from Seattle and leaves this evening 
for Vancouver. 

Mr. Henderson has recently returned 
from" Australia, where ho has Ijcen 
spending the pn^st year In the Inter- 
ests of hi.^ firm, Vvfliicli is engaged in 
tho timber business In Now Kngland. 
Mr. Henderson, wlio, wliile in Vaneou- 
ver will look into conditions there, 
bolievos that a profitable trade might 
bo built up between British Columbia 
and Australia In the timber bualncs.s, 
this country importing logwood and 
othor hard timber-' and .exporting the 
softer wood's of this ■ country to the 
antipodes. 

"I notice that in these waters you 
suffer greatly from the termites whlcli 
destroy tlie jiiles and other timbers 
which you use for tho underpinning uf 
your wharves. It must cost a con- 
siderable sum to renew tliese from 
.year to year, not to mention the 
amount which Is .^l>ent in ereosoling 
them and In other methods of protect- 
ing tliem from" these . Insects. 

•'If the harder wood which grows 
abundantly in Australia and especially 
upon tho west coast,- were used here 
tho life of such structures would Ik- 
greatly increased, as termites do not 
affect them." 

Tho firm with which Mr. Henderson 
i.-i connected lias found It necessary 
to look abroad for Its future suiiplles 
of hard wood. 

"AVhilo we h.avo no fear of an\- 
shortage of li.'ird woods for the next 
few yv.arx, still the constant drain on 
the areas in the soutliern states, 
whence wo have drawn our supplv, 
cannot continue indefinitely," he re- 
marked.

STRIKE IN OMINECA. 

Strathcona, Alta., May 17.— Tho ro- 
ecnt report of a find ot gold in the 
Yeliowlicad Pass, which received a 
largo amount of credence in the cities 
of Edmonton and Strathcona, and 
which proved to be totally fallacious, 
has boon overshadowed by the excite- 
ment which has taken place with j-o- 
gard to gold said to exist in the neigh- 
borhood of tho Omineca valley. 

For ;nany years tho Chllcoten In-" 
dians have boon linding gold in this 
district, and have been maki'ng an- 
nual trips to Edmonton,^ where they 
have sold and bartered gold. It has 
been no frequent thing for theso In- 
dians to arrivQ in l^dmoiitnn witli necic- 
laccs made of nuggets. Although sev- 
eral parties of adventurers and pros- 
pectors havo made trips Into tho dis- 
trict, none of them havo over boon 
seen .igaln. Secure in mountain fast- 
iK'sses, the Indians are said to havo 
shot wliit(! men beforo they have had 
an ojiporttmity to discover where tho 
treasuro'was hidden. 

This year, however, some Edmonton 
people Intend to try thoIr fortu'nc',-^, 
and witldii a short time two or three 
ptirties will .'-■et out for (liiiiiieea river. 
Tlie district in wiilch the major jior- 
tlon of tho goi<l is located lies in the 
noighborhood of tiie liiaek Canyon, 
which Is situated between the fifly- 
flrst and ilfty-second meridian.

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PLANJ PESTS. 

Last winter's exceptionally cold 
weatlicr did a great deal of good to- 
wards 'reducing the number of > fruit 
and other pests, but " tliere is a good 
deal yet to bo done. The tent cater- 
plllar.s are in evidence, not (uiltc as 
strongly as they were a year ago, but 
.t^ : the .same time In altogether too 
' '^edt numbers, it Is the duty of-every 
one, upon whose premises tlie.so tent 
caterpillars are, to see tliat tlicy are 
destroyed. It' wc make a vigorous war 
upon all these pests this jjear. we will 
probably bo able to get rid of them, if 
not now, at least very soon. There 
are other pcsls. some of tliom being 
in the form of grubs. Gardeners ought 
' ,t(3tbe: on the watch for these and ex- 
;:,t^'rmlnate them in every way; and 
^•twhen.-wc say garcleners, wo mean every 
^.'ii^rion who lias a garden. A gruli may 
i':Beem a harmless sort of thing, but it 
; :ls::nat. ' It may look, as if :Us sphere 
"of movement was restricted, and so 
It Is while it is a grul), ljut most of 
tliesc creatures turn into something 
with wings and then thoy go every- 
where. AVo urge that tljp people of 
yictbria and vicinity^ wage relent- 
less war upon piant pests of every 
kind. If wo do so, wo can keep our 
trees and gardens comparatively clear 
Of them. 

CRICKET 

"We have "a letter from Rev. A. J. 
Stanley Ard in which lie speal<s of 
the desirability of encouraging boys 
■to play criclict. Mr. Ard is ready 
to take the InlUatlvo in working 
along tliat line, " and ' We hopb ho will 
receive tlic very hearty assistance of 
inany people. There is no finer game 
in tlie world than cricket. It is not 
so spectacular as baseball, but It is 
a better game: " it ' calls for skill, 
strength, agility and good temper, and 
perhaps the last is not the least valu- 
able of tlie qualities which it dcvcl- 
opes. • Cricltet is essentially a "gen- 
ileman's game," by which we do not 
mean that it is a game for people of 
leisure and social standing only, but 
one tliat bring.s out the latent gen- 
tlemanllness, which is In every boy's 
nature. If any boys read this article, 
we would like them to think over the 
word "gentlonianiiness." It is made 
up of manliness and the word, "gen- 
tle," Vwhlch does , not mean weakness 
by any means. Manliness ia devel- 
oped by cricket. A tellow goes out 
to his wicket deliberately and with- 
out any fuss or applause. lie stands 

i'there alone and plays the game. That 

' Is being a man. The worlc is not 
fast and furious; it is steady and self- 
controlled. There is no trickery, no 
taking of doubtful advantages, no at- 

-tempt to "rattle" a player; but good, 
straight, lionest worlc all tlio way 
'through. Tills is the sort of tiling 
tliat brings out the good tliat^ is in a 
fellow. -VhiKjst any one can stand 
up for a minute or two In a baseball 
game. Ho is nerved up to the liigli- 
est pitch. But in cricket it is differ- 
ent. It tal<es nerve and steadiness. 

"We liave some good cricketers in 
.■Victoria, and aome good cricket, but 
not nearly "enough of cither. Let us 
have more of both. Mr. Ard sug- 

. i'gOBta a boys' cricket league. Tliis 
.would be an excellent move. Ho also 
suggests that parts of the public parks 
■bo prepared for cricket and made 
available for the use of the boys. This 
Js also a good suggestion, add an- 
other, that the Park authorities might 
arrange so tliat tlio different clubs 
would have their own days to oc- 
cupy the grounds. A criclcct ground 
;ls ah. Inexpensive affair, anti there 
might well be two In both Beacon Hill 
Park and North Ward Park. 

W'e liojio lliat this matter will be 
taken up. Yesterday there were some 
Interestlrig athletic opmpetltldns In the 
Central School grounds. It was a 
great pleasure to see the young atli- 
letes at work. ' Let us have more 
of this sort of thing. Let us teach 
the boys the : Importance of having 
sound minds in sound bodies. Let 
us teach tliem that clean and manly 
lives are best. Tlicro is no way in 
which this can bn done liottor tlian 
on the cricket field. 



MONEY BY-LAWS 



Mayor Morley does not like tVie 
present system on money by-iaws. If 
ho did, he would stand alone, except 
for tlic company of those people who 
like It because It enables them to pro- 
vent anything progressive from being 
done. One tiling is always very cer- 
tain. Those people who do not want 
anything done tiiat will cost money 
arc alwa^-s but In force when a mone; 
hy-iuw iS pu*. before the ratepayers 
and tlie others usually treat the mat- 
ter with Indifference. Tliis oftoi 
proves an expensive piece of business 
For example, the Victoria "Wos' 
school house will cost about fifty pe 
cent more than It would If the by-' -- 
had been carried Vvhon It was first 

-submitted, and it would have carried 
If the rateiia.xers liad lunieu o.i^, .. 

'atead of leaving a few people- to at- 



tend to tlio matter, a sufficient' num- 
ber of whom wore opposed to the pro- 
ject to defeat it. 

"Wo never' couirt see the force of re- 
quiring .that a''mone3^||6^--layvr,ilshould 
receive a three-flfthsi":;Vo%;'in border to 
carry. A niajorlty \rvi]feBi;'Sn>dvery 
thing else, and It ■ou'i:ht' tb ;in' 'thls. 
Tlie Mayor thinks that there ought to 
be a majority of all the ratepayers 
against a by-law In order to defeat ft, 
but this seems to be going too far in 
the other direction, because there are 
a number of ratepayers In every com- 
munity, who are non-resident and 
unrepresented In the city. These 
people would, under tlio Mayor's pro- 
posal, be all counted in tlie affirma- 
tive;, that Is tile dissenting ciomcnt 
\vould have to .overcpmo^ithelr, numer- 
ical strengtli In order to defeat a by- 
law. This docs not seem to us to 
bo quite fair. All this is said on tlie 
supposition tiiat the only wise way to 
determine whether or, npt an expendi- 
ture ought to ■ bb made with borrowed 
money is to leave it to the decision 
of the ratepayer.s upon real estate. 
This is one of the tilings that remain 
to bo proved. There are cities In the 
world, where the ratepayer upon prop- 
erty lias no more to say upon sucli 
subjects tlian the poii-tax payor, and 
it cannot bo asserted witli trutli that 
in these places there Is any greater 
extravagance than In cities where 
tho ratepayers alone Iiavc a voice in 
such nnitters. "We arc not advocat- 
ing tlic -plan of leaving tiie decision of 
money by-laws to universal suffrage, 
Init we say without the slightest hesi- 
tation that wlierc this rulo prevails 
tliere is no more municipal extrava- 
gance tiian in tliose places wliere only 
real estate owners liavc a right to say 
what • shall ;be done. 

o 

CAREFUL FARMING 

In view of tho cost of clearing land 
on 'Vancouver Island, It Is of great Im* 
portance that as much as posslbio 
siiould 1)0 niado of It after it is clear- 
ed. Cleared land represents most of 
a farmer's capital stociv; if any of it 
lies idle, just so mucli of his capital is 
non-reinuner.ativo. Throughout .-Viii- 
erica we are cxtrenioiy prodigal of 
land. In tlie United States tho area 
devoted to tiiiage and pasture amounts 
to something like eight acres per head 
of the population; in Canada it is 
somewhat less. In France it is one aero 
per iiead. It may bo objected that 
tho United States and Canada arc large 
exporters of farm and live stock pro- 
duce, which is true enougii, but at the 
same time both couuntries are ^arge 
Importers of tlie same classes of 
goods, so that if a Ijaiance wore struck 
the difference would not lie as larpcly 
in favor of tiio exports as most of us 
would be inclined to . thjnk. Franco 
imports great quantities of farm pro- 
duce, but' siie also exports great quan- 
tities, so that her position is not aftei- 
all so very different from that of tl^e 
United States and Canada. The se- 
cret of the less per capita cultivated 
area lies in the fact tlial French farm- 
ers are exceedingly careful cultivators. 

By carciossness in tho use of land 
both space and time are lost, and labpr 
is often extended to poor purpose. The 
loss of area is mucii larger that is 
generally supposed. Fencing Is one 
source of los.s. In some places tlie 
practice >la; to fence the pastures, and 
not the tillage fields,' the fences being 
removed wiion tho pastures are 
ciianged. In sueli places, and this is 
specially evident in the Frencli ijor- 
tions of the Maritime Province, tiio 
land Is cultivated almost up to the 
wagon tracks in tho higiiway roads. 
This plan may not ])e. everywhere 
feasible, Ijut tiic use of wire fences is 
reducing the lost area to a minimum. 
It is also reducing tiio expense of 
maintaining fences. 

An American writer once estin-.atcd 
that the cost of building and maintain- 
ing farm fences, most of which are un- 
necessary, was greater every year 
tlian the nationdi debt of tlio United 
Sta.tes at tiie time v/lien the indeljtness 
of that country was at high water 
mark. The too common practice of 
failing to clear a field tliorougliiy is 
anotiier sources of loss. A few stumps 
whicii could bo easily rcuioved witli a 
little powder, will often take a very 
large percentage off the tillable area 
of a field, as well as render the work 
of cultivation more difficidt. The same 
is true, tliough to a smaller degree, 
of Isolated rocks. If you sjiend a hun- 
dred dollars In clearing an acre tliat 
cost you In the first place fifty dollars 
and by leaving a few stumps reduce 
your tiiiage ar(;a twenty per cent., your 
land has really cost you at the rate of 
1177.50. There is a great loss of 
area because of bushes, which are 
allowed to grow pu after . land 
has licon cleared. As one drives 
out Into the country around Victoria, 
It is a surprise to see liow mucli land, 
that was very costly to clear, has been 
allowed to grow up after ' land 

Time is lost, and tho results of much 
labor and oxpiaise also, in too many 
cases through lack of drainage. An 
impression prevails among some peo- 
ple that In a country, rWliere the sum- 
'mers are dry, drainage 'Is hot "only un- 
necessary, but may l)o injurious 
tlirougli malving tlie land too dry. Tliis 
Is 11 mistake. There is only a certain 
amount .of .water, that,, caij . bo drained 
out of tho soil, hambly that - which is 
lot retained by caiiiilary attraction. 
.Ml other water in the soil Is Avorse 
tiian useless, ami if it can bo got rid 
of BO mucli the better. If drains were 
out In tho land as closely as they could 
'.le together, they would not draw 
out one <lroi> of water that capillary 
attraction could retain, tliat is tlioy 
could not take away any that Is needed 
or tho devolopniont of i)lant life. In- 
itead of draining leading to drouth, as 
ve sometimes here It stated even now- 
idays, It is a safeguard against it, bo- 
ause It maltcs the land- warmer, and 
in consequence the roots of plants pen-

^^y tho proper use of little patches 
of ground tliat might otherwise lie 
idle, a farmer can very greatly improve 
ills dally living by adding sundry small 
items to His bill of fare, which people 
in cities have to pay for at ^pretty 
good prices. One of the. things, which 
assist in creating discontent among 
young peojjle on tho farm, la tho ab- 
sence of little delicacies. Of ^substan- 
tial foods there Is always enough and 
to spare, but of the extras, which make 
so much difference, there Is often a 
lack. Tliis ouglit not to be, and need 
not bo if due attention is paid to the 
utilization of small areas which yield 
nothing liut weeds. ,?! 

In brief, wliore land Is eJcpenslvo," It 
ought to be fully utilized. That is the 
only way to make farnihig pay. The 
time is coming wlien this will bo better 
appreciated on Vancouver Island that 
it is today. This will be a country of 
small wcil-tllled farms, rather than 
one of extensive ranches, with acres 
of waste land upon them.

Some years iigo it number of en- 
thusiastic local disciples of Izaac 
Walton Imported frOm tho oast a 
(luantlty of the try of the Black Bass 
whicii iiro found : in the' majority of 
the 'litkes of ctifitern Canada. They 
brought It here for tho purpose" of 
stocking Langforrt ' lake which,' al- 
though a large body of water, was 
known to be absolutely witiiout fish 
of any kind. By the exei-ciso of en 
terprlzo and Judgment tlioy were 
successful in landing tlio fry safely 
and placing it wltlunit misliap. 

Since that time notiilng lias been 
hoard of tho vonttiro. Tina'c liavo lieen 
Viigue rumors from time to time to 
tlie effect that the bhick l)ass wer 
thriving and tliat it would not bo Ion 
l)ef(U-e the llsliermen of Victoria and 
vicinity would be able to enjoy, the 
best of sport on Langford lake. Until 
recently, however, nothing dolinite 
was heard. 'Now comes t'le statement 
that some sportsmen have captured 
as many as twenty btiss from tliat 
water in one d;iy. 

In one sense this sttitement is 
gratifying to local Izaac AValtons. 
They Icnow that tlioir el'fort has been 
crowned witii siicciiss iind that. In ; 
comiiaratively ttliort time, tlie fisl 
will liavo become so iilentiCul tis tn 
make it perfectly logltimato sport. It 
is considered doubtful, however, wlu 
thor there has been a suflloiont lapse 
of time to render H proper to catcli 
the.se black bass. It is pointed out 
that there is ;i strong probability tluit 
they have not yet had an opportunity 
to iiicreiise their numbers to such an 
extent tliat their depletion by out- 
sidij inllueiiees would be witiiout ser- 
ious elfecl. Those wlie wish to i)c on 
tlie safe side, tlierefore, inellno to the 
liolief tliat it would be well for sports- 
men to permit them to n'lnain un- 
molested yet a little longer. , There- 
fore, while thoy do not lind fault with 
the gontleman who made the catch 
referred to, it Is tiielr desire to ro- 
iiue.sl those whfi appreciate tlio sport 
to allow Langford J.,ako to go un- 
touciieii for at least one or two yotirs. 
At the end of tliat perioil the time 
wlili'h l.s considered necessary for 
tlieir ticcllniatl/'.atlon and their jiropa- 
gation wlil hiive cxiiired and, tlieii, all 
devotees of the rod and line will be 
iiblo, '\. itiioui; unilergoiiig tlie Jiossl- 
blilty of ])erinanently Injuring the 
sport, to introduce some welcome \rar- 
ioty to their fun by catching a few of 
the renown'ed eastern Black Bass, in

Tho Union Steamship Company Is to 
place a steamer on the "West Coas^. 
louto, running from Victoria to Quit- 
elno via tho usual ports of call. An- 
nouncement to this effect was made 
j-Gstcrday by J, H. Wriglcy, a director 
of tlie Union Stcaniijliip Company, wlio 
recently nrrivcd from Ijlvcrpool, and, 
accompanied Ijy I1I3 wife. Is regiyteroa 
at tho Driard hotel. This route has 
- ;;been-^xeitts.lvrtyv seryea'.i)y^ this C.''1P.' N. 
i' ttnd then the C. P. R. ve'sseis,' and,, 
.-'although a local company was formed 
./ii'iBome time ago to purcimso a tjteamer 
for tho route notliiiig was accomplish- 
ed. When tho Union Steamship Com- 
pany places its stoamor on the run to 
the West Coast ports of Vancouver Isl- 
and it will be the first time that any 
opposition has been given to the C P. 
E. steamer In that service. 

Mr. AVrigloy said yesterday that the 
steamer Cariboo, tlio new twin screw 
steel passenger steamer being built at 
the Aiisa shipyards on the Clyde, is 
nearlng completion and, .;lf labor 
troubles dp;:;iiottpjeven£ earlj^^ 
will nrrlv'o horo li^ August to be placed 
on tho northern route. As soon as the 
Cariboo arrives one of tho company's 
steamers will bo placed on , tho Vic- 
toria- Ouatsino' and way ports route. 
That there Is a fielcj for] improved ser- 
vice cm the West Coast of Vancouver 
Island Is evidenV and with. tKe : con- 
tinuous growth of the- IndustHal de- 
velopment of tho Island coast that field 
Will grow rapidly. It has not been de- 
cided which of tho Union Steamship 
Company's steamers will be placed on 
■tliat route, and probably no decision 
will be reached until tho steamer Cari- 
boo Is In British Columbia waters ready 
for the service fai which she is to bo 
placed. 

. The steamer Cariboo will bo an im- 
proved Camosun, said JMr. Wrigloy. She 
is to be a steel twin screw passenger 
steamer— tho Camosun has a single 
screw — with watertight compartments, 
double bottom and of steel throughout, 
built according to the highest class at 
Lloyds. There will bo first class ac- 
commodation for 150 passengers ' and 
200 second class. Features of the 
steamer will bo a ladies' drawing room, 
and two smoking rooms, one of which 
Will be in effect an observation room. 
There will also bo ""a logger's room," 
fitted In the manner the woodsmen 
.1,: like, and also a room reserved for In- 
• ■ dian passengers. 

With the addition of the Cariboo the 
: -Union Stoamslilp Company's fleet will 
• Include tlie steamers Cariboo, Camo- 
sun, Cassiar, Coquitlam, CapUano, 
Comox and Coutli, .As at present, thfe 
majority will be maintained on tho 
northern run, on which business is con- 
stantly increasing. 

"Will the corapanj' rcvi-.o the inten- 
tion of operating between Victoria and 
Vancouver." 

"That I cannot saj*," said Mr. Wrlg- 
: ley, "I don't know what will be dnno 
In that regard, but the matter lias not 
been dropped." 

Tho Union Steamship Company is 
closely afllllatcd with some of tho 
larger steamship companies operating 
from tho -port of litverpool. Many of 
the dlriectors and shareholders are > In- 
terested in tho larger lines, and it is 
generally thought that before long tho 
Union Stoamslilp Company may b,;- 
come a foeder to other .steanisliii-, ser- 
vices operating upon tho PacUic ocean. 

Before Mr. Wrigley left Liverpool on 
board the C. P. R. steamer Empress of 
Britain, on which ho Journeyed to St. 
John, N. 33., (her-? v/as talk of Varlouy 
steamship entorprlsos. For Instancr, 
he «.ny.4 tliat while lie lia.-; no inr.H-inu- 
tion to tliat effect, ho regards it as a 
probability tliat the (Julf Transport 
Company, wliich operates a lino of 



steamers from iilverpool across tho At- 
lantic to Coatzacoalocs (rscontly re- 
chrlstened Puerto Mexico), may place 
a line of steamers en tho Pacific to 
connect with tho Atlantic lino.

WHALING AT KOBE. 

Norwegian Gunner Practised on Barrel 

in Harbor of Japanese Port. 

The Kobe Herald says: Tho whal- 
ing vessel recently pui-chased in Nor- 
way by the Imperial Produce Associa- 
tion (Tolkoku Suisan Kal) entered 
Kobe harbor from O^aka oh TufisBay 
evening. Tlie vessel was built in Nor- 
way in 1001, and has a gross .tonnage 
of 108 tons. Sho arrived at Kobe at 
the end of last month, but subsequent- 
ly went to tho Osaka Iron Works for 
repairs. Yesterday tho boat, which is 
of the latept type. and. has a three-ln.cli 
harpoon gun at .her bpsw;,/- catried^'out 
some Interesting trlals'ln' the liarbor. 
A largo tub was placed In tho sea, and 
tlie harpooner, a Norwegian named 
Christiansen, took aim at it at a dis- 
tance of sixty motors while the vessel 
was in motion. The target was suc- 
cessfully hit amid tho cheers of the on- 
lookers, an explosive attached to the 
harpoon exploding while the pseudo 
whale was .struck. The boat after- 
wards left for Futoji, KU province. 
Another Norwegian whaler which has 
been purchased by tho company Is now 
on her way to Kobe and a vessel of 
American type is being constructed at 
Osaka.

Slie Is cquiiiped with a 40 liorso power 
gasolene motor made by tho Standard 
Motor company, of Now .Tersey, and 
1h a slx-cyllndor onglne of tho latest

with simplicity and efficiency. It is 
necessary to place this In the after 
compartment to prevent Interference 
with the operation of tho olgino In the 
event of tho boat being swamped by 
heavy sens. 

Tho boat Is also equipped with ten 
oars and steering sweep, so that .che 
can bo handled by . tb.o crew without 
using either motor or sails if necessity 
arises. Ordinarily the boat is steered 
by a rack and pinion gear attached to 
the rudder and rarrled into the well 
of the boat, Inil. In the event of nncos- 
slty for handling her liesldes a wreek- 
In heavy sea.s the rudder can be triced 
up and 'She can he handled with the 
oars and steering sweep.

Pilot of St. Lawrence Tells of Ex- 
periences Off island 
Coast 



WlifiLES TOWEO THE STEWB 



Large Schools of Whales Covered 
Miles Off Entrance to Barkley 
Sound on Thursday 



Cupt. D. G. Mac.auley, pilot of the 
steam whaler Saint Lawrence, is In the 
city, having arrived by tho steaiiicr 
Toes, and he says that whaling as done 
off Barkley Sound Is an oxccedinglv 
interesting occupaUon. The whalers 
have been very successful; taking as 
many as the crew of the whaling sita,- 
tlon under Mr, Kermode wore able to 
hahdlo. Here could easily bo taken, 
in fact there is no limit to tho c.ucii 
possible. The crew at tho station, 
though, has been kept so busy, work- 
ing almost night and day, that, of ne- 
cessity, a limit had to be placed to the 
catches of the steamers. 

There is considerable rivalry be- 
tween :the Norwegian gunners of tho 
two whalers, both able men, and the 
business is more or less exciting. For 
in;naiice, about ton day.s ago when the 
Saint Lawrence had harpoo-ned a whale 
which did not die wlien the bomb ex- 
ploded, as Is usually the case,' the mate 
of the cetaclan was seen swimming 
ahead. The steamer was sent full 
speed ahead, arid this whale was also 
harpooned, with tho same result. Then 
ensued an exciting Incident. With two 
largo whales, each 75- feet long, towing 
tho steam whaler, dcfsplto' tho .fact that 
her engines wore reversed and going 
half speed astern, about seven knots 
an hour, tho Saint Lawrence was drag- 
god through the water at the rate of 
four or live milc.-j an hour. 

It was d most unusual sight; ian'd the 
experienced Norwegian 'gunner, who 
has spent years ghastng. .Whales, had 
never seen anything' like It. Finally 
the whales wore fatigued by the strain, 
the engines continually pulling astern, 
and one o£ tho whales was speared 
fatally. It did -not sink. With Its 
weight and mass against tho water the 
other whale continued to tow tho Saint 
Lawrence, -.until, ^;xliansted, it finished 
Us race, and Was aiso speared. 

Often the steamer has been towed 
by the whales, the bow with its gun 
dipping in tho cross seas. On one oc- 
casion a sulphur-bottom whale towed 
tho steamer, althoiigh her engines were 
going astern elghtknots an hour. Other 
days whales havoHSedti lsllledr<whlle the 
steamer had no'lcsi'lthan three already 
in tow. Four were Iclllcd one after tho 
other, and instead of being let go and 
buoyed after being pumped up they 
were kept In tow while tho steamer 
wont In search of others. Then at 
nightfall, she voyaged back to the sta- 
tion with four large whales in tow. 

Tho Norwegian gunners are paid not 
by salary, but according to the num- 
ber of whales killed, and as they get 
more for killing a sulphur-bottom than 
for taking a humpback they search out 
tlio former species, if possible. Falling 
to lind them, they satisfy themselves 
with humpback.s. l.'rom llie beginning 
of May tho steamer Orion took twenty- 
four whales. During that time the 
steamer was tied up for three days, and 
part of the tlmo was limited to a catch 
of two because-of the supply of whales 
at the station beftig as much as the 
crew could handle. 

There are no end of whales oft tho 
island coast. On Thursday the slghti 
was most Interesting. When tho 
steamer Saint Lawrence stood out from 
Barkley Sound— the hunting Is usually 
done about thirty miles from the sta- 
tion—there were whales In sight in 
sehools and .'-•chools as far as the eye 
could see. There was a great Held of 
.small feed, shrimps and small fish dis- 
coloring the, sea, fed the whales were 
spouting and rolling on every islde. 
Tliero were also thousands and thou- 
sand.s of birds sweeimig down now and 
tlien in clouds, and dolphins, black- 
fish and sharks wore tossing and 
Jurapl'ng in profusion. Among them, 
now and then spouting were hundreds 
of whales. 1

STAMPEDE TO QUARTZ CREEK. 

biacbveror of Klondike . VViil /^^ Al- 
lowed Compon&atlon Clairn. 

In antlclpallon of the Quartz Creek 
concossloa being thrown open in a 
short time, says a report from Daw- 
sou, the stanipeders are beginning to 
take in the hills of Quartz Creek. The 
concession l^oundaries extend along 
the right limit of the Quartz Creek 
watershed and down olnd; across the 
valley of tho crock to rtfiplbaset^of the 
hill on tho loft limli. 

All up the left -limit it has boon 
open, but now that the Quarts is to 
receive some; more attention by tho 
cohdesslon^op'enlhigj' "oth^ loose ground 
around thbro Is bjelng picked up. In- 
dian river ground, adjoining the mouth 
of the Quartx ana-iabpyo and below 
the junction, is , staked ;lfor miles in 
each dlreptlon. In fact, nearly all of 
Indian ' River valley is slaked. 

Quartz Creek pay Is found chiefly 
oil the liill claims on the right limit, 
below tlic mouth of Canyon and 
Little Blaiiclie. The Individual claims 
have been kept allvtj there for years. 

Application for compensation claims 
liavo been r6celvea at>-the.gpld,-«^^ 
of lato from a number of rrilners vrho 
are being allowed to select ground on 
tho tjuart-/. i.^roek eniieossion. Some 
compensation claims also may be 
granted to the .Herman concession. A 
number of the compon.sation (luestlons 
'now. being settled. .have been iianging 
Are forvyearbi-yince the early days of 
the Klondike. Among tho compensa- 
tion claims being granted in tho Quartz 
concession are several that Miller 
Creek miners- havQ been allowed as a 
result of trouble on Miller Creek. The 
Miller Creek people were notified some 
time ago that they were entitled to 
compensation and some' of ' tliiem are 
Just now getting around to make ap- 
plication. 

Bob Henderson, tlje discoverer of 
the Klondlice, has been allowed the 
right to Stake 2,000. fopt qf ground 
for compensation, but ho has made ho 
choice. It is uncertain where Bob 
prefers to stake. He la entitled to 
.'itnke a discover.y of 1,500 feat on any 
stream, so the Inducement of '^,000 
fi;rt an.^-wllere in the territory would 
not look worth so mucii to Bob unless 
lie could get It within the UtnUs of 
liomo concession or Inside reserve of 
some such nature, close to the old pay 
streaks.

To the thouerhtCul and unprejudiced 
observer, the question ".vlll often' re- 
cur: "Wliy is tho Anglo-Saxon face 
not in the artistic Kciit^c iiiu.slcal '.'" 

I .shall eiiilcavor in uh condensed 
form a.s po.s.sible to .suggest a few of 
tho rouKon.s, with some jio.sslble roni- 
edlos, oonsiderlng the question as evi- 
deuced In t.'anuda, liiul particularly in 
the city of .Mniitreal. There i.s In thi.s 
country an all-alisorbiiig coinmcrcial- 
Isni. Wealth i.s desirable, but K is able 
to bcconio, mctapliorleally, a giant 
octopii.s, griiuliiiK ruthlessly all ex- 
cept Its own kind. It Is tlic disdain 
of wealth Wliieli has given to us the 
greatest masterpieces of art.- So long 
a.s th6 rising eoheratlon - Is taught to 
regard material possessions as the 
'summiim bonufri of life, just so long 
\vlU all art Hlumber. Let uh then cul- 
tivate In tile lioino a liner atnio.sphorc. 
Let tho conversation at the tabic or 
by tho llre.side be that of the aesthe- 
tic. Let draw a line betwemi nia- 
lerialism and ideallsiii. Let us not 
bring our business into tlio .sacred 
precincts of tlie family circle. 

Art lias not yet won a reeognizcd 
pusitlon as an essential constituent 
ot our e(-)lli'R(! cunicul;i. It Is made 
the lUtli \\iiecl iu tlie wagjjon, wliilii 
it i.s admitted by all psychologists, 
philosophers, and other master minds, 
sucli as Herbert Spencer, Sciiojjen- 
hauer, Ru.skin, Dr. Martin Luther, etc. 
that music i.s ond of tho greatest lu- 
ll uenccs for rellnlng andj-devplbping 
the mind. Besides being an 'excellent 
iiiliid-liaining in lt.self, music I.s a 
reereatinn from the monotonous Iniin- 
di'uni of the conventional college 
course. It Is a .stimulus, an liisinra- 
tloii, a tonic — the most JJO^vcl■f^|| 
tea(dier of concentration. We should 
then insist tliat all our children .study 
music, which can take tho rough cor- 
ner,-, uff (lur boys and add an extra 
relinement to our girls. 

There is amongst our youth an un- 
restrained spirit of frivolity, whicli 
militulos against all aesllietics. TIiIh i.s 
iiouriehed ,by the exaggeiated freedom 
or 'rather'Ucense givm to tho .voung 
of both S0X08 by their parents. Friv- 
olity Indicates either a dormant brain 
or nono at all. Wo arc to.o often con- 
lenl If our daughters are conversant 
Willi the (itorcotypcd conventionali- 
ties, and tho thread-haro nothings of 
tin: social code. In attaining to .such 
prntleiency they have, wc tliliik, 
readied the climax of liitellectlial de- 
vcdoiunenl — they have 'llnisheil' tlieir 
(dueatlon fas if anyone could linish 
his oducation!) 

What, then, is the duty of parents 
lowards tlndr children In this uin- 
nieiitnus mailer of tli'dr education'.' 
It is, first of all, to search well iiefiire 
deciding to whom they may entrust 
the .clestlu'es of their son« or duiigh- 
tei-s;;iY!rtliptt,'|'.when ono such has been 
found,' lio' must bccoiuo both to parent 
and child, an as.'ilstnnt parent, one 
with whom they must co-operate. 
There must be no questioning of 



methods. In any dispute between 
teacher and pupil, the parent should 
deal directly with tlio teaeficr, not on 
any consideration through tho child. 
This applies not only to art but to 
every branch of education. Parent 
and teacher are mutually dependent 
for the welfare ot tho child. They 
must share the responsibility, and 
each teacli tho child bis duty to tho 
other. Parents havo a much grander 
part to, play in tho oducation of ,,tthelr 
children • than the majorlty¥{6f 'ivthom 
realize. ' They often display thel'r de- 
sire to supply their boys v.dth hockey- 
sticks and haseballrf, and boxing 
gloves, but will hositttlo before buy- 
ing thoni an elevating book, a work 
of art, or a violin. They will shower 
uiioii their girl.s tickets for the theatre 
the rink or tho dancing class, but will 
seldom evince tho same pleasure In 
providing them with a course in 
music or in some other branch of art. 
Tlio child . ls..the :fathor .,of . tho . man. 
In the -rlslnisrivgoherittloh-.S^lles i iatent 
tho future, Intollectually, artlstlcaliv 
and morally, of Canada. Lot us then 
see to It. that these three forces 
whlcli make for tlie greatness of a 
nation, be not permitted to sleep 
through any negligence of ours. 

There Ik another evil which milita- 
tes against tho true culture of music 
In this country. This I have noticed 
particularly in Montreal, tliough 1 
have reason to believe It Is not al- 
together iibsent from our other cities. 
I refer to the custom of regarding 
the appearance ot an artist, or a 
.number of artists, In.- tlio light i.of a 
social: event, ■ a-custom,';ItUnust' bo^-ad- 
mlttedi more prevalent among the 
fair sex than among tho malo clement 
'IMie writer does not see the necessity 
for elaborate display of apiiarel at art 
functions; aesthetic plainness would. 
In his opinion, be much more appro- 
jirlate. tloj-geous gowns .serve but to 
attract the attention of many who 
would 1)0 much more edilied by ils- 
tcning to tlie music. Another indica- 
tion of tho tibsenco of real love for. 
music obtains in the ;-:prac.tlco, only 
too prevalent, in our: .concert . halls;, of 
conversing during the performance. 
Besides being an evidence of absence 
or artistic temperament, it also indi- 
cates bad breeding. Then again, tlierc 
is the 'coming late' nuisance. At many 
of our concerts tho ojiiMiIng pieces are 
entirely spoiled for those who wd.sh to 
hear them by tho ostentatious audible 
remarks of the dellntiuents. This cus- 
tom can only be cured by adopting 
tho rigid measures taken in Europe, 
whero the donrs are closed as soon as 
tho conductor ascends the platform, 
and they may not bo opened till the 
end of tlio first act or overture, as 
tho caso^. might be. If we pretend any 
claim to being a musical community, 
wo must develop In our.selves and 
nurse in our children a real, deep af- 
fection for the art. Love is tho secret 
ot all work, all progress. Without it 
comes stagnation, then decay. We 
must take care that we love, and 
linvlng chosen love with all our heart 
There Is in Montreal particularly a 
ridiculous attempt . at.' testablishing 
various grades of social' status, .iwlth- 
out logical basis. , In . the? absence' of 
an heridltary aristocracy, thft only 
foundation upon which to base tho 
distinction 1.-? that of monetary pos- 
.sesslons. This condition is a serious 
oljstacle to the development of art, 
which Cfiualizcs all things, in whose 
temple all may worship upon coin- 
jilete. cfiuality. We must — In the in- 
terest of all that i.s artistic— all that 
is aesthetic — forget this burlesque 
caste system we have set up. Let us 
discontinue tho worship of a god 
made with hands; let us turn from 
this bx-azen calf, and aspire to that 
which Id made by a higher power 
than man — all that Is ot beautiful In 
this world of ours. Let us make tho 
attributes of tho mind ra'lier than 
thoso of tho body — tho sujiremo tQsi 
of social status. Thus It U in the 
grand old countries of Europe whence 
comes all that is noblest in art. Thus 
only shall we become worthy to climb 
Parnassus. 

Our clergy shoul'd possess a musi- 
cal education. l''lrst that they may 
be competent to control tho iiiu.sical 
part of the church services — too often 
left to -.'tho judgment of an Incompet- 
ent organist. Secondly; that they may 
influence their congregations to seek 
the best in music. Thirdly, that they 
may be able to give a competent 
opinion on debated mu.slcal questions 
outside their Immediate Pi«40chlal 
work. 

There Is too much conceit in tho 
majority of our aspirants for musical 
honors, born, perliaps, qf the robust 
self-esteem of a young country with 
great natural resources, and a rapidly 
growing commercial position. They 
do not like to play in 'ensemble.' such 
as chambt'i- music (home music, for 
three to nine Instruments) because 
tliey must thus divide the honors 
wltii others. They much prefer to 
play In solo, and- so; be the cynosure 
ot numerous admiring eyes. Yet 
chamber music Is the beginning of 
real music, which is completed in tiie 
orchestra. Only with a collection of 
these various instruments may we 
produce the light and shade which 
constitutes tho soul of the art. Wo 
must teach our children tn sink the 
ubiquitous 'ego' in their pursuit of 
.Jmowledge; to study art for art'.-s 
sake. Let them hear only tho beet 
music. We should feed their mind; 
as carefully as wo feed, their, bodies. 

There is in this country a deplorable 
dearth of encouragement to art in the 
part of tho press, which would do well 
to emulate thpT example of the Euro- 
pean Joufnala In this way. A\'e tue 
treated to whole pages chronicling how 
this liorse or tliia boat is now two feet 
ahead, now six inches behind Its rival. 
We are .given all the harrowing de- 
tails of how -S. administers a 'knock- 
out' blow to L; or liow a football was 
now two feet from liiis point, and 
carried across to that jioiiit. ^vllence 
it Willi taiicn by Y in another direc- 
tion altogether— interesting inl'orma- 
tlon no doubt, but hardly of vital Im- 
portance t(.i the advancenienl of tlie 
national mind. And in spite of all this 
111 most iiewsptipcrs one lias almost 
to supiilicatc for a quarter-column to 
b(! devoted to art. We know the 
lilausilile excuse "We must cater to our 
r 'adeis.' This is the cry of a paid 
mouthpiece. Surely the press has ii 
higher mission than this. Is it not 
to educate the mind of the people'.' 
Tho \ press could do a groat deal to 
raise the - standard of art by taking 
a i'earless stand as a critic (assiim- 
liig that it 1h coniiietent.) It might, 
at tho outset, bring Itself into disfavor 
wltil few jiseudd-artists, whose! 
houses arc built on tlie sand, liiit it 
inu.st eventually emerge unscatlicil and 
it will have established for llself a 
recogni'/ed position and authority on 
aestlietics. The jiiiirnal which can 
and dare do this will become for tlie 
public a bureau ot Information where 
they may at least learn tho truth. 

Our >()uth h.ive for the most part 
become" slaves to mere iihyslcal de- 
velopment and pleasiye, commonly 
called 'sport.' The moo): ruthless ma- 
terialist could- hardly extol . tho condi- 
tion of the public mind which ren- 
ders it possible for tho attendance at 
an exhibition of some masterpiece ot 
art to be fifty, wdillc that nt a Iiorso 
rneo will reach iivj thousand. 'Mens 
sana In corjiore sano' I.s an excellent 
motto, but it liiirdieH an e\-eM develoi)- 
nient of the 'men' and the 'corpus.' To 
make it applicable to a great number 
1)1 our ac'robatlc enthusiasts It should

works of art! We can only i)ray for 
better thliiRs, and endeavor to kee|) 
before our children the pure llRlit of 
true art. I'^inally, we must make oC 
music a real study — something to be 
carried- always and everywhere — a life 
partner. "Wo must not pack it away 
In summer with our fur coats. But 
let us love and reverence it as tho 
grandest of arts, the greatest highest 
inlluence for good In any nation — the 
universal medium through whleh the 
mind of the whole world may Iind ex- 
pression, the beautiful langnaRe of the 
suul. AVhen we havo aecnmiilislied all 
this, then, and only then, may we 
claim In any way to be a 'mu.sital 
race.'

SPECTACULAR RESCUE. 

Searchlight Aids in Saving Girl From

Lazarus reached tho girl 
llrst, and was nearly throttled by tho 
would-bo suicide, whose desire to dio 
had returned with the prospect of res- 
^::uo. His compajiilons' rcacltcrt them 
just In time tn .save tho pair from 
drowning, and the girl was borno 
ashore a'lid removed to a ho.spURl, She 
will recover. While the men wore In 
the water someone stolo LazaruB* coat 
and shoos, -which ho had cast off on, 
shore ,l^cforo:plunKlng into the wtiter.

Victoria, May IS, 1007. 

Dear Since my hi^l letter 

the announcement lias olllcially boon 
niado in London' oX the great Imperial 
project to bind the colonies closer by 
tlio inauguration u£ fast atcamsblp 
linos on tho Atlantic anil I'aclUc 
^.oceans. . You have, iOfv.course, read 
" ' jthey details, br the . plan, which havo 
been' quite fully cabled to Canada. 
Wo In Victoria arc particularly and 
.specially interested in tlio announce- 
ment, which, by the way, has been 
characterized by a London corres- 
IJondent as "tlie niost Important mat- 
ter which lias eiigagcil the attention 
of the Britlsli government in a liun- 
dred years." 

I think I am stating tho case accur- 
ately ..when I say that In no portlo.i 
of tho empire which is to be aJtected 
by:.'.tho - proposed arrangement, will 
there bo witnessed, as a result of the 
consummation of tho project, more 
lmi)ortaiit develoimieuts tlian on Van- 
couver i.-iUuid. .Juwl as there Is no dls- 
puthig that 2 and I! are .t^reatur llian 
and 2, no is It certain that the jiosl- 
lion of tills island on tho Pacillc sea- 
board Implies the necessity of the 
.great .transcontinental lines oC rall- 
iway seeking terinlnttl points on it, if 
;they .' are to attain tho maxirQum 
• 'amount of benefit to be derived from 
, ^the Inauguration of the improved ser- 
vice and carry out tho aim of tho 
promoters o£ tho scheme in respect to 
tho saving of all jjosslble time. 

I have not tlie slightest desire to 
say one single word In disparagement 
of Vancouver, which Is in many re- 
spects a wonderful city, peopled with 
enterprlzlng citizens who have dls- 
..played .(.marvelous energy and capa- 
;:clty;'',but''l: pei'aonally am firmly of 
the opinion that the position of the 
present metropolis of British Colum- 
bia Is distinctly Imperilled '! toy'-; tho 
trend of events in tho development of 
tho science of transportation. 

In justification for my conviction 
on this point, 1 cito these facts: The 
very life's blood of Vancouver Is the 
circumstance that It Ls the Pacilic 
terminus of the Canadian Pacilic 
Itallway. Without that lino entering 
Its doors It would drop at onco to the 
position of a small commercial com- 
munity, • serving perhaps tho devclo])- 
ed area Immediately adjacent to it. 
.No one .will, I think, dispute*' tliiit. In 
this I have stated the case accurately. 

In tho ne.xt place, tho approach 
from the ocean to Vancouver, whether 
it bo from tlio north, iiast the east 
coast of Vancouver "Island, or from 
tho aouth, by way of tho Straits of 
San Juan do Fuca, is, to vessels of 
large dimensions, of a perilous char- 
,,,_ac,t!5r— In the,. sense, that^ithp- courses 
! ;tb;: be f ollowedSr?!by^7a' 55iiaYlgfator are 
' {tortuous, ;subJocf to ' adverse tides, 
' and; at the aea.'jons when fogs prevail, 
■>ppsItlY:pJy,;.,dangerou.'3. Thi.s, .1 think,- 
Jwlll 'hot bo considered in any sense 
'an extravagant or illegltimato state- 
■•■.meht o£ tho conditions. 
'■A third fact, which, to my mind, 
has a direct bearing on the point 
which I liavc set out to establlsli, !s 
that the course followed by tho (... P. 
railway in its progros.s eastward 
to the Rockj' mountains is one wlilcli 
events over which the C. P. R. has no 
control may havo to bo altered. If 
,'you..wlll.. glance at a map of British 
' '<Goltiriibia' ' and ' note thO; -route of ' the 
C. P; R. from the Paclfid seaboard, 
you will find that after leaving Van- 
couver the line !s constantly veering 
northward until Aslicroft is reached, 
when it takes a dip southward and 
proceeds eastward In a stralghter 
lino for a considerable distance. But 
its course further eastward has no 
bearing on tho point just now involv- 
ed. 

You will at once agree with mo, I 
tUlnk, that, assuming no difficulties 
presented, themselves In the way of 
gradients, etc., the shortest and most 
advantageous route for tho C. P. R. 
to follow In reaching tho Pacific sea- 
board would be to go duo west from 
AshcrofC to Bute inlet. And right 
hero let It bo recalled that the Bute 
Inlet route, not necessarily imply- 
ing a connection with Ashcroft, was 
the one chosen by tlie pioneer corps 
of surveyors who located the line of 
railway across Canada. 
. My deductions, therefore, from my 
coneeptiori of the situation respecting 
Vancouver, and the facts bearing uii- 
on it, are that tho city on the main- 
land Is not naturally the point which 
nught lo liave l)i'en clioscn as the 
terinimis of llie Canadian Pacific; rail- 
way. Tliat is to .-ay. In ri'sneci tn ac- 
C'sslhility from the sea. il is serbiusly 
liandlcapiied; and in respect to loca- 
tion as llu.' tar;,'et wliirli tlie line iif 
railway would striko if It followed the 
lino of least resistance. It is occupy- 
ing an Illegitimate position, and one 
which Is gravely Jeopardized by the 
trend of dovelopmcnts In the science 
of transportation. 

I fancy I hear you say: "Pshaw! 
^'ancouv..■r i.'^ lixi'il as the torniiniis of 
tlie C. P. U. Hi.T position Is too (irm- 
ly oslalillslied for there; to be any 
doubt about il now. 'I'lio men v.lio 
have invested their money In the up- 
.. building of that city are too shrewd 
not to know what they are about. The 
thing Is absurd." 

Don't you bo too sure about It. Take 
;.the case' of < Tacoma. Tacoma was a 
"city when Seattle was a village. And 
look at the two places today! Seattle 
Is double the population of Tacoma. 
And why haii this situation resulted? 
'['here Is nn[y one answer— because 
Kralllo oci;ui>ii.'d tile superior position 
ill re.-;pi-rL tn tin- solution of the prob- 
lems of I I'a nsportat inn. 

"Uut '.rticoiiia. is a thriving and 
promising city," you sa\-. Certain- 
ly; and I do not wish for a inoment 
to be understood as harboring ,.any 
suchir delusion as that sVanooiiver ..is 
destined to collapse as a commercial 
centre. Not ;it nil — I simply say that 
the liand writing on tho wall declares 
thtit there sliail ho bnilt on the British 
I'acilic scalinard a great city when.', 
t he Iranscont Inent.-il railway "systems 
in Canada, and tho great sli'am 
lines will maiic lii.'ir lei-r.iini, .and 
that nature has i>l;iceil a bar in lin' 
way of Vancouver lieing tlie iioint 
chosen as the site of tliat gretU city. 
If it bo chosen, nati^re will have beoii, 
Ignored, the prlnblplo'.df . following the 
line of least resistance' will have been 
■Shattered and artificial methods pur- 
;Bu6d..-in maintaining a structure, 
'■which, by all tho rules of logic, ought 
never to havo been I'cared.

What Victoria Offers, in ^the Way 
of Special Attractions"

Wliat is the chief aim of a vaca- 
tion? Is it not to enjoy a rest from 
business activity and worry? To fit 
ono for another year's work? To tone 
up one's system by recreation, change 
of air ;ind scene? 

How offen a person returns home 
conscious that in all Its es.^entlal fea- 
tures the vacation, ao long looked for- 
ward to, has been a failure, that no 
real and lasting benelit has beh re- 
ceived, and that the time and .money 
devoted to.' the so-called holiday- have 
boon thrown away. To all who have 
had such experiences, and to those 
wlio do not care to risk having them, 
let me tell you a little about Victoria 
and its environs, "tlio Evergreen ( ll\ 
of Canada," and tho most important 
city on Vancouver Island. 

For years Victoria haa been tho re- 
sort for health and pleasure of the 
people of the Pacific Northwest, wiiose 
object was to get real suiistantlal on- 
joyment frr.in their outing, but it is 
only with'.;.\ the last f,.'W years that 
tho city has been "discovered" by the 
continental tourist and tho pleasure 
seeker from afar.

It is not !X Jlonte Carlo. It is not a 
Coney Island. It Is not a resort fre- 
.quented ,by the rabble, and where you 
will And the army of criiiples and 
mendlctots' '80 often seen at popular 
seaside- resorts. •' In fact. It Is a con- 
servative and live business and 'com- 
merclal city, where tho tourist Is an 
accessory and not a necessity, and, 
yet, to the searclier after a perfect 
holiday, It Is witliout a rival in its 
power to give real pleasure and con- 
tent. 

Tiiere is no place In the world 
where one can get so close to nature 
and have all tho comforts of a city life 
as in Vfctoria. Almost entirely -sur- 
rounded by tho sea, with about fifteen 
mllas of a frontage on salt water- its 
coast lino broken with innumoralih^ 
bays, with sandy and shingle beaches, 
the delight of the children, rocky 
promontories and high bluffs, com- 
manding magnifleent and uninterrupt- 
ed vistas of the Fuca, with the sub- 
lime range of the mighty snow-capped 
Olympian mountains In the distance. 
Its situation is without ""equal in any 
countr.v. 

Victoria's chief advantage, however, 
over all other cities as a place of resi- 
dence and a resort for a summer holi- 
day i.s in its uuiriui' climate. The 
value of tills climate Is not yet fully 
realized by Victorians, and Us invig- 
orating cliaracter, at a tlnn; of year 
when almost tho whole of this ccnitln- 
ent is surfcrlng from excessive heat, Is 
aimo.'it unknown to till rier cent of tlie 
general public. Kor very many ,\'ears 
the thermometer has rarely rcgi.sterod 
above 80 degrees, and every evening is 
so delightfully cool that tho «ame 
amount of bedclothes is used In the 
summer as, In the winder. Those of my 
readers who know what a temperature 
of from !),'') to 110 Is. will, if they stop 
to thinic, retilix.o what this means.'- It 
means that tho full measure of enjoy- 
iiK'tit can ho talvori out of ;ill outdoor 
ri.'croatl.jns and excursions without the 
dan.yvr uf i-.\i)eriencing tiiat f.'eling nf 
exli.'iiistion so cominon at the usual re- 
sorts, and that a iiorson is always as- 
sured of a night's .sleoii iind repose. 

A^ctoria's winter cllniiito is almost 
as rcmarlcabie as lliat of summer. 'i'!ii:j 
tlierniomeli r rarclj- n-gisters Ixiow :M 
degrees above zero, wliilo It.'j average 
iin'.'i'st point touched in 24 hours for 
the wiioie of the winter Is 40 degrees 
alun'o z*-'ro. 

All erroneous Imiiressioii si'i-ms to 
lo'cvaii in otiier parts of tlie world th;it 
\'lctorla has an enormous rainfall, and 
tliat, in wliat they term tlie rainy sea-i 
son, tlii'i'e Is an aliiuist continiious i 
downpour. Tiiis idea is Immediately i 
proved absurd, when the avi.'i-agc rain- j 
fall for tho year is stated to be only 
Inches, and that of hist year to he I 
rtill less, namely, as Inchqs. -. This Is 
less thrtn"manlsc',of the best . known re- 
sorts and residential citle/s" In 'England, 
it is true that- the cltlds'tfn the maln- 
laiui couat are not qiilto'fio^fortiinate 
as \nctorla In this regard, but It slm- 
jily emphasi'/;es (he fact that Victoria 
Is pro-enilmntly the residential city of 
the coasi. 

Victoria and A'ancouver Island will. 
In the course of a, \ery few years, 
probably not mor.i tliaii live, be tin- 
centre' of the greatest summer tourist 
business in iho West. 

Tliere Is no part of tho Nortli .Vm- 
ericaii continent richer in natural re- 
sources than Vancoii\'er Island. It has 
a weallli of forest, of mineral deposits 
— including copper, gold, silver, load. 
Iron, and coal~of fisheries, and of ag- 
riculture that cannot bo surpatfoed by 



any section of the okl or new v.'orlds, 
and which, acme day, will be tho 
means of giving empioj'ment to a largo 
population. Yet, acknowledging all 
this, the tourist Industry, If It may 
bo termed such, will bring more pros- 
perity to the country than any other 
slnglo industry, because it has , every 
concelvablo qualification and -.natural 
location, and bocauso the possibilities 
of such an industry on this continent 
are so enormous. Tho advantages of 
climate antl scenery necessary to at- 
tract and hold visitors have alrendv 
been referred t.), but they are only 
conditions so to .speak, under which ail 
the other delightful attractions of Vic- 
toria and tho rest of this groat I.-^^laiid 
can bo enjoyed, and wlilch, when oiioe 
known to tho ninety millions of people 
upon this continent, to sav iiotlilng of 
Europe, tho Orient and tlio rest of the 
world, will bring a travel and a cash 
revenue that very few . people now 
realize the magnitude Of. These ad- 
vantages aro Just as much undevelop- 
ed as nrc tlie otlier natural resources 
of tho Island, and it will only be when 
tho tourists commence to come In 
greater numbers tliat capitalists and 
tho people will) mako a s|)cci;ilty of 
catering to tourists will become In- 
terested in providing hotels, liydro- 
pathic establishments, iiath houses, 
summer gtirdens, etc., in the almost 
Innumerable beauty spots, hunting and 
(Ishing resorts that aljoiind ail over 
Vancouver f.'ilnnd, and particularly ■ in 
tho neighborhood of Victoria, 

It is impossible in so sliort an arti- 
cle to even mention all the advantages 
tiiero are lor tourists in Victoria now.

Thoro radiates from the city a series 
of country roads that cannot be equal- 
ed In America, These roads aro mac- 
adamized,;' ana are lii eq^Iendid condi- 
tion for driving or motoring, and pass 
through a variety of natural scenery 
leading to charming country resorts 
that afford the greatest possible pleas- 
ure to all who onjoy getting a fresh 
drive for two weeks and in a different 
direction each day. 

I wl.sb my readers in other and per- 
haps less favored jiarts of this great 
country could have been witii mo to- 
day, as we "Irove along tiie foreslioro 
with tile blue sparkling waters of tho 
straits and tiieir background of snow- 
capped mountains on our right, and 
the rusidences i-if our business men on 
(Jill' left. 'I'hen, tlirimgh tile i)Ulilic 
jiark w'- wont, tlircuding our way un- 
der the old oaks and majestic elms, 
around .and ampngst the beautiful 
flower beds, past the miniature lakes 
adorne(i With graceful swans, and 
Ground Beacon Hill, crowned wltli its 
mass of golden yellow Scotch broom.

Taken all In all it looks' 
as it this resort was likely to become 
oven moro popular than in former 
years. I cannot leave the discussion 
of this Huljjoct ^without rrtentloning 
that complaints havo boon made from 
vi3ltor.s that a bull Is allowed to run 
at largo on tho road about half way 
between tho lako and Duncans._ Even 
if ho Is not savage no ono likes to 
meet a creature of that sort. 

Speaking, of flsh, Francis Kermode, 
curator of tho museum, Is making a 
plaster cast, of the curious- specimen 
caught a few days ago in Flndley, 
Durham, and Brodle's salmon trap. It 
belongs to one of the species of rib- 
bon flsh but just which one has not yet j 
boon decided. Those ribbon flsh are.;' 
denizens of the deep waters and can-'-" 
not live at or near the surface. So 
rare is it that oven so great an auth- 
ority as Ashdown Green was unable 
to place It. The fish nionsures 6 feet 
.S Inches in length, its width varies 
from lO'/i inches to nothing, while Its 
thickness Is in no place more than 2 
inches. Tlio dorsal fin extending from 
end to end is almost as wide as tho 
fish but the other fins are very minute. 
The Immense eyes measure three inch- 
es across, but one had been torn out, 
the gills eaten away, and the fin very 
much injured. It -Is Impossible to 
learn how tho creature camo to leave 
his native homo. Probably ho had 
an encounter with some other creature 
in those' regions and was the loser In 
the fray. 

A very Interesting evidence of tho 
adaptability of tho ways of the wild 
things to our modern civilization was 
shown in the fact that a -white 
crowned sparrow clioso for its nesting 
site an old tomato can that had been':, 
thrown on to an empty lot on Canio- 
sun street. Here the little lady built 
a pretty nest of ' graiSs, and hair. ' and 
laid four brown-spotted eggs:, with 
perfect faith In her ability ' to "'hateh 
them, and In the rest of the' World-: to 
leave hor unmolested. Alas' for "such 
fond hopes! The boys found the odd 
little homo. They were not bad boys 
and did not mean any harm, but four 
of thoni needed just ono ogg each for 
tlieir colei^tioii. Now tho can is empty 
and Mistres.s Wh.lte Crown Is ]irob- 
ably a sadder ;ind wiser bird. This 
while crown siiarrow is one of the 
eomiiion(\st of our small birds. It is 
sometimes known as Gambol's sparrow 
and Is so named In the ^museum. 
Others call It Nuttall's sparrow. The 
distinction between these so-called 
species Is so small as not to amount 
to a real difference. The name white- 
crowned Is an appropriate one and 
should be generally/ adopted. 

Almost all of 'tlie'; small birds are 
nesting now. . Even within the city 
limits they are; very plentiful. A week 
ago, I took- photographs of no less than ' 
five nests within a radius of two 
hundred yards. Four spocics i.vero re-- 
lires.'iited and all the m^Hts wcra on 
the ground. Kad to relate though, none, 
of (hi- eggs aro thoro today. All have 
b(>eii taicon by Children who. do not 
appreciate the trustfulness of the little

Aiiotiier oxamplo of this came forcl- 
bl.v to m.\' notice this week. I had 
found a chiiiiiing s|iarrnw'H nest with 
four little blue eggs .slightly spotted 
at tho largo end. The llttlo mother 
was sitting on them and allowed mo 
to approach so near that I obtained 
a pliotograph of her In her maternal 
caiiacity. She was so friendly that 
she would return to her nest.' even 
though I was standing with' the '.'cam- 
era only a few feet away. ' Thlhkliig '. 
I might get even better resviUa I wenti^- 
agaln to see hor a few days later. T^yo /Si 
of the eggs had been taken and chlpipy' f 
was now so wild that she would not 
let me get near her. She felt' unsafe 
at the approach of a human monster.

genesis was in this wise: la the 
• autumn of 1905, it fell to my lot to 
review A. O. AVhccicr's valuable book, 
"The Selkirk Range," and, if I re- 
niember, 1 inserted an appeal tor or- 
ganized mnunlaluecrlng in Canada. 
At all event.-;, Mr. AVheoler wrote mo 
. saying that lie had such a movement 
in his mind, if not already on foot. 
Ho was outUnlng,arranBement.Sj .soon 
to niaterialIze,V;by';,\Vhich-.;'.a-- Canad an 
branch of th'e'^^AmoHcan Alpine club 
would be organized' r before another 
year. Would i;aena-i« hand V I replied 
at once, saying how glad 1 should bo 
to help, but only on an independent 
•Canadian basis. Mr. Wheeler, who had 
for years been trying to interest Can- 
'adlans In their own mountains, just 
as his fellow townsman and moun- 
taineer, Rov. Dr. llerdman, had been 
trying to do, replied that ho was 
, weary of preacliing Canadian moun- 
talneoring to Canadians. A sulliciont 
number would not respond to make an 
independent Alpine club go- 

I then went to the editor of the 
Free Press and asked for help "/n 
^vllat was a matter o£ Canadian self- 
respect. Mr. Dafoo was very phleg- 
matic regarding the strenuous joys of 
actual mountain climbing. Mountain- 
eering for ^the furi of It or the ethics 
of It touched no responsive chord In 
his heart, at. that moment. The na- 
tional aspect It was that touched 
home. If organized mountaineering 
was bound to go sometime, as go it 
would, no doubt, he fjtoort for an or- 
ganization on a purely Canadian basis. 
Would he open his editorial columns 
to the movement? Certainly. Would 
the Dominion government give any 
help. Ho did not think so. Would ho 
ask them? No. Would he give mo 
introductions as a responsible person, 
if I did the nsldng myself? Very 
gladly, but ho did not tliink it would 
bo any use. Thus armed, I wrote to 
tho Premier, to, the Minister of the 
Interior. Sir Wilfrid Laurler ,., wrote, 
giving tho movement his benediction 
if nothing more. The Hon. Mr. Oliver 
.• replied with a brevity that was the 
^ Bour of aiscoiiragethent, that he had 
. ' no tltiie to think of It. 
•J ' ^ 'Arid so, with tho moral support of 
■Sthe' 'Freo Press in Winnipeg, and the 
' ' persistent privately organized efforts 
of Mr. Wheeler in Calgary, the movo- 
mcnt went forward on Canadian lines. 
From the very llrst Mr. Wheeler was 
' tho backbone of the propaganda. 
.- Wlien lip found that the Canadian 
,'ldea would appeal, ho declared for a 
national club. Prof. Fay, president of 
the American club, regretted the op- 
position to Canadian afilliation with 
his club, and wrote offering to change 
Its name from the American Alpine 
club to the Alpine Club of North Am- 
erica. And this was a very generous 
■ concession, meeting an objection to 
tho term "American," long since lost 
to its original geographical signifi- 
cance. I then wrote Mr. Wheeler say- 
.ing tliat If the American club would 
also abolish the outspread eagle hov- 
'erJngcabove the glacier mountain on 
Its c6iat-of-arras, I should wori^ for a 
•Canadian branch: But by this time 
.'Mr. Wheeler had received unexpected 
encouragement from every quarter to 
push the mountaineering movement 
on Canadian lines. Since the Strath- 
rona Horse, nothing had so appealed 
to the feeling of empire, warm in the 
blood. In his circular addressed to 
/persons proper tn tho scheme every- 
where, the nue.-;llon was put: "Are 
you in favor of forming a Canadian 
section of the American Al|)ine club? 
If so, will you become a member with 
that object in view? If not, will you 
take an active part in a purely Can- 
adian organization?" To a man the 
answer was for a national club. Prof. 
Fay, wlio was made an- honorary 
member of the Canadian club, after- 
wards acknowledged, In a rousing 
speech before fully a hundred- mem- 
bers of the club, that he had been 
mistaken. We. were right In our ad- 
herence to a Canadian basis. Ever 
may you live ^and Hpurlsh, a Canadian 
TAlpInfe club."' he exclaimed to the 
eager mountaineers around the huge 
■camp fire up on. the Yoho pass. 
Canadian Rookies 
Prof. Fav and his compatriots have 
rendered splendid .-service to tho Can- 
adian Rockies, in climbing virgin 
peaks and exploring glaciers and val- 
leys:-and one of them has built tiiem 
a memorial In a charming volume, 
sumptuously Illustrated. These Ani- 
'erlcan 'climbers belong, almost ex- 
clusively, to cultured educational cir- 
cles; and no Canadian of us all loveth 
the regions of tho Rockies and Kel- 
kirlis witli protoundor affection, and 
tho passion for the hcighl.-i is a sub- 
tle bond; a movmtaineer is blond- 
brother to every mountaineer. We 
count our dozen or so American mem- 
bers among our host. 

Once the niovoment began moving, 
Mr. Wheeler ymshod It to a tangible 
Issue, and by the mO. nf March. lOOC, 
the "Alijine Chib of Canada" was or- 
ganized in Winnipi'g, lor aollve, ag- 
groFsive, scientlllc and popular moun- 
taineering. By courtesy ol' the (!au- 
adian Paolfic Railway company, that 
great corporation without which tho 
present; West had not been, delegates" 
.were present .from the most distant 
points in • Canada and tho charter 
. 'members numbered seventy-nine. 

As a matter of fact, Canadians have 
always been strikingly Indifrerent to 
their own mountains. In 18S:i, Major 
Rogers, of engineering fame, known 
affectionately to early C. P. R. build- 
ers as "the swearing major," had de- 
clared it his highest ambition to plant 
the TTnlon .lack upon the topmost imnk 
nf Sir Donald. Yet that mountain 
stood imvannidshed, even uninvaded. 
until 1890, and then the three con- 
rpiei-ors were two Swiss gentlemen. 
who naftirally and pardonably cried 
unon Itri summit: "Three cheers for 
SwItzorlandrV,' and "Hurrah for the 
Swiss Alpiho-vGlub!'.', And there they 
. wnro on Canajdi^ti. territory with fully 
sixty Sw'itzerlandis -'-lying ail about 
theih. ' 

For years following the Canadian 
Alps were the playgrounds of Alpin- 
ists from the old lamTs and tho land 
to tho south of the 49th parallel, to 
the exclusion of Canadians, save a few 
choice spirits who climbed and climb- 
ed iipain, telling and retelling to apa- 
tliellc ears the tale of wonder. I have 
al\'.-a>-s regretteil that the late Sir 
Li^sllo Stei)hen, Itnown as tlm mii.-;t 
charming of ninuntalneers and au- 
thor of that delightful book, "The 
Plavpround of Kurope," never knew 
at ' nrst hand the vast playgrounii 
awaiting British climbers on Brltlsli 
soil. 

All Professions Represented 

Since the advent of tho Alpino Club 
of Canada, the reproach of apathy and 



end of the second llscal year, the 
membcr.-ihlp will be beyond 200. All 
professions are reiJi'esented: Clergy- 
men, physicians, lawyers, university 
professors, teachers, w'riters, and men 
of coniniorcc, mostly constitute tho 
personnel of tho club. There aro five 
grades of membership. Honorary 
members aro those whom tho club 
wishes to honor as pre-eminent In 
mountaineering, exploration, or re- 
search. Active members are: (a) 
Those who have made an ascent not 
lo.'is than 30,000 feet aljovc sea, in a 
recognized Aliiine rcKUin; (b) those 
who for eight years iirlor tn the date 
of organization, liavo annuall.v visited 
tho Rocky mountains of Canada and 
have contributed to Canadian Alpine 
literature by means of sclentHlc or 
artistic publications. Tho annual foe 
is $r>, and a life membership is $50. 
Graduating members are those .. not 
yet ciualilicd for active niembership. 
Thoy arc given two years to , do so, 
but this probation is not renewable 
under tho club's auspices. The fee is 
$2.50. Subscribing members are those 
who, by paying |2 a year, may -re- 
ceive publications, and thus keep In 
touch with the club. Thoy have no 
vote. 

A.ssnciato members are those unable 
to tiualify, yet who generously con- 
tribute $2') annually: and although we 
are but a. year old, there, are ten mem- 
bers of this grade. 'J'.hey aro benefi- 
cent and public-spirited persons who 
believe tho club has patriotic reasons 
for its existence, reasons which are 
enumerated as follows: (1) The pro- 
motion of scientlllc study and tho ex- 
ploration of Canadian Alpine and gla- 
cial regions; (:;) the cultivation of art 
in relation to mountain scenery;. (3) 
the education of Canadians to an' ap- 
preciation of^tholr mountain heritage; 
(4) the encouragement of mountain- 
craft, and the opening up of new re- 
gions as a national playgr6und; (5) 
tho preservation of the natural beau- 
ties of tho mountain-places and of tlie 
fauna and flora in their habitat; (G) 
and tho interchange of ideas with 
other AInino organizations. From tlic 
very Inception of the movement. Sir 
Sandford Fleming, K.C.M.G., and Wil- 
liam \Vhyte, second vice-president of 
the C. P. R., have been our warm 
friends. Indeed, every man and cor- 
poration appealed to, liave helped the 
cause, and that far beyond our expec- 
tations. They aro wise to comprehend 
tho educational and ethical, and there- 
fore national aspects of mountaineer- 
ing in a land whoso Aljiine regions 
extend 600 by 1.000 miles. .,1 %Yonder 
how manv dwellers in citles/andfcoun- 
try places throughout Canada know 
that the Columbia Ice-fleld covers, 200 
square miles atWa mean elevation of 
10,000 feet above sea level? 

To Meet In Paradise Valley 
A word about the Yoho camp, and 
another about tho meet In July Jn 
Paradise Valley. To encourage the 
mountain craft among young Can- 
adians, tho constitution provides for 
a summer school of mountaineering in 
some strategic posltloni^where gradu- 
ating members may qualify" for active 
membership, and active; members may 
foregather' for climbing , and mountain 
study. The initial' summer ae»slon 
was held in July last on the .summit 
of the Yoho pass, seventeen miles in 
the wilderness, with an attendance 
during the week of 100 members, bo- 
sides a corps of mountain outlltters, 
two Swiss guides and a dozen experi- 
enced climbers. Seven lofty moun- 
tains, one a virgin jieak, were climbed 
by successive parties during the weeic 
tho session la:ited; and every day a 
party left camn for the two days' ex- 
cursion to AVa])la glacier at tho head 
of tho Y'oho valley. Homo scientlllc 
work was done on this wonderful 
glacier, which is 250 feet thick at Its 
.snout, is five miles long, and Is fed 
by a snnwileld thirty miles long. Some 
botanical work was done and a'good 
deal of photographing. Forty-four 
graduated to active , niemborship, of 
whom fifteen were ladies;. In climbing, 
very heavy Worlc' was achieved by 
these neophytes of the plains, not 
even a^ delfctito slip of a girl falling 
of tho'difHcult summit over 10,000 fnet 
above the sea. Tho oldest cllmbr'r.-;. 
weather-beaten veterans of the upper 
glaciers, were overjoyed at the re- 
sults. Miss Canada had the stuff in 
her. The Swiss guideii. too, those 
stoical creatiircs, unhappy below the 
snow line, were especially denionstr.'i- 
tlve (that is, for a guide) over the 
agility, sure-l'nolet'.upss and (■nurage 
of some of the ladies in rock cliuiblng. 

Every morning, ere tho dawn was 
rosy, they tiled away, in full climb- 
ing canonicals on tho forest trail, each 
climbei- with his alpenstock <>r ice- 
axe, and two monntalneers with ropes. 
ICvery afternoon by 5 o'clock they re- 
appeared tlirough the trees, weary, 
very wear>-, but Iriumplianl. Then I'm- 
five minutes every tree of tlic forest 
joined in the exulting cheer, and the 
nearer mountains echoed answer, "Yo- 
ho! Yoho!! Yoho!!!" which Is the 
club'.-? welkin ring. , ^ 

Every evening after dinnor-^nd if 
you think wo did not dine a' la mode 
on that mountain pass,- you aro .very 
nuich mlstiiken— rthere .Vyere song, and 
story and speech around the' camp 
lire. Tho assoclaito mcmbnrs from 
South Africa told about tho Boors and 
tho war; Frank Leigh gave a humor- 
ous lecture; Dr. A. M. Campbell, most 
dillldcnt of good singer.s, sang because 
he could not help it; Dr. Merdnian 
and J. D. Pjilterson, the active-associ- 
ate members from W'nodstnck, wei-e 
(?verywliere doing things, and Mr. 
Wlieeler, uniler whose generalship 
each day's wvu'k progressed with mil- 
itary precision, saw that everybody 
was hap])\-. One evening there was 
the unlqui^ expcrlenc and fun of an 
.-mctirm up ihwr, li.ooo feci, above, 

the sea, when Mr. Solouian of (Jajie- 



lyle, "is the basis of u-orship." The 
praise of worship in tliat high sanctu- 
ary of tho wilderness would scarcely 
die away, ore the wliolo encampment 
was asleep on fragrant bods of (bal- 
sam. 

For Vagabonds Born 
Yidio pass is a lodging l)lace for 
such as are va.gabonds born, those 
who love the trail and the saddle and 
sweet-scented night and a strip of 
starry sky abovo the black fringe of 
pines, and chatter of snuill, game.,,... It 
is a bivouac to remember. .*The""close 
woods of aromatlc pines and, flr- and 
balsam open , on - a lovely ; alpine 
meadow carpeted vvvith; white arid:pur- 
plo heath; and manifold Varieties of 
gaily-colored and rare exotic flowers 
abound. Here and there on the mead- 
ow trees arc grouped in park-liko ef- 
fect. Uiuier the shadow of Mount 
'\\'apta, which stands guard over the 
pass to the east. Its smnnilt grey 
against the bluest of skies ;ind in the 
very heart of this balmy forest, lies a 
tarn of jmrest emerald green, fed by 
a myriad of tiiiv crystal springs be- 
neath its .^hallow bed. No glacial 
stream sullies its limpid wntiM-s. It 
ought to bo called Emerald lake, rath- 
cr^ than tho somewhat turbid glacial 
lalso of tiiat name lying two thousand 
feet below, whoso color is nearer ttir- 
quolso. Wh*i "Summit. •Lake."; (as it 
IS called) is calmyin early morning, it 
is a sight to see these firiONbubbles 
welling to the surface, as, rif nature 
had inverted her law and do\%;rflrpP'3 
were rising instead of failing. But 
when once tho sun is over the heights 
and the daily breeze ruffles it.s surface, 
tho little lake flaslios like ,an emerald 
of purest water. Near Us margin tho 
Alpine chib dwelt In tents for a week, 
and some lingered longer ere tho.v 
mounted tho jihilosophic bronco anil 
took trail for the lower altitude. There 
were adventures of flood and fell 
worth recording, going and coming-— 
but my .space i.-,- nearly up. 

'The next camp will be liold earlv 
in July at tho upper end of Paradi.se 
valley right under flie sliadow of some 
splendid glacier mountains, such as 
Jlounts Temple, Lefroy, Victoria, 
Aberdeen and Hungabee. . The flag 
staff, from which tho Union Jack will 
float every day, and around which the 
white village of a week will cluster, 
will be erected at the foot of Hunga- 
bee, whoso Immense glacier comes 
down to tho edge of the meadow. 
There aro genuine Alpine excursions 
to be made from this rendezvous — 
notably one over tho snow pass, 9,000 
feet above the sea to Lake O'Hara, on 
the south side of Mount Victoria. 
There will be excursions by pass also 
to Wenchemna valley and Consolation 
valley. Paradise valley Is nine miles 
by trail from Lake Louise. By reason 
of magnldcent contributions towards 
tho upkeep of the camp, expenses dur- 
ing the weelc will scarcely excfed one 
dollar per day. Transportation of all 
personal impedimenta, which includes 
bedding, \ylll. be extra. No nonsense 
will bo tolerated., at Is a school -of 
mountain^erlng.^-f AB/ttme ■ "goes ■ 'd 
standard of membership /wlll be raised 
and not lowered. The club has work to 
do. Apart from making this'noblest of 
all sports a popular and— perhaps na- 
tional sport — there is very much to be 
done In its scientific section. Then if 
sets Its face like a Hint agaln.it van- 
dalism and commercialism, like tho 
enormity to be perpetrated on tho 
Matterhorn. Never shall a cog rallwav 
deface a Canadian mountain If the 
Alpino club can jirevcnt It Huts are 
to he built in remote places ;ind per- 
sona put in charge for the- niountnin- 
oering season. When possible, trails 
will bo blazed and watchful eve kept 
over flora and famia. We ouglit to be 
grateful that the. Canadian Pacific 
authorities have been mindful of the 
natural beauty of that vast wilderness, 
and wo trust they will resist any pres- 
sure to ruin the wild beauty of the 
magnificent region of lakes and catar- 
acts and^ forests,- - of mountain and 
eternal snow, flrst discovered' to us by 



their enterprise.

The Krall Yard School. 
There Is still another great man with 
wliom Dr. AVatson n.N?ht be comparcti 
— Thackeray. Roth were past middle 
life -when they wrote tlielr famous 
books.

contact. Stevenson and Watson were 
born In tho same year, and wero class- 
mates in Edinburgh University, where 
the one was noted for his velvet coat 
and long hair and the other for his 
studious disposition. Uarrio and Crock- 
ett were "discovered" by a man who 
also introduced "Ian- Maclarei)" to the 
reading world. Crockett ' also was a 
minister, so that the "Kail yard school" 
Is more, clo.sely connected than even 
the similarity In style of its members 
would indicate.' 

"Discovering" a Genius. 
To Dr. Robertson NIcoll, editor of tho 
British Weekly and the Hookuian, he- 
longs the overlasllng honor of forcing 
his first reluctantly written story out 
of Dr. Watson. Without NIcoll tho 
chance is we would never have heard 
of "Ian Maclaren." In 1893 Rev. John 
Watson was a successful clcrgynian, 
occupyhig the Seftnn Parle Presby- 
terian Church, in Liverpool. Ho was a 
popular preacher, famed for his de- 
iightful humor and his fund ojt Scotch 
stories. Still, he had hever Svrittcn 
anything in his life but sermons, not 
oven a theological treatise. Pr. Nicoll 
know him as an amateur story teller, 
and tried to get him to write something 
for the British "Weekly, but witlioul 
success. At the time Dr. Watson was 
engaged on an analy.'jis of tho char- 
acter of the" Jobusitcs, and paid no at- 
tention to Nicoll's requests. The edi- 
tor persevrod, and linaly wrol<i ti letter 
or sent a telegram every day. 

The First Story. 
Finally, the pestered clecgyman laid 
aside his Jebuslto researches long 
enough to dash .:off a sketch. To his 
di.sniay, it same prompfiy back, with a 
lelter of criticism and Instructions. 
Many another would have thrown up 
the commission with indignation, hut 
the check only served to rouse tho clog- 
ged Scotch blood, and Dr. Watson 
tackled the story once more. Tho re- 
sult was- the first of the "Bonnie Briar 
Bush" stories. It made an instant 
success, and had a popularity far c.x- 
cedlng that of cither "The Little Min- 
ister' or "Tho Stfrkit Jlinlster.", It was 
followed by "Tho Days of Auirt Lang 
Syne," which was nu'te up to the tlrst 
book. "Kato'Jp'Ca.i'negle" ^camo next, 
and was no^'finite so popular, because 
it was in a different style. In his first 
two books Dr. AVatson produced liter- 
ature that will preserve the nanic of 
"Ian Maclaren" with that of Sir Wal- 
ter Scott. Laughter and tears ho has 
blended in a fashion that not a score of 
men who over wi-ote ha'^e'succeedcd In 
doing; and, whll,ef. the^^fashilon oMaugh- 
ing and crying remains, so long will his 
work ^ndure.-^Tpronto Mali and Em- 
pire.

Copra arid Opiiuri 
.Snndy McLean - says he -(vas. born In 
Nova Scotia arid that he Is ofl, Scotch 
parentage. Ho was brought 'Up on tlio 
deck of a fishing smack and. the salt of 
the sea was tho savor of his youth. 

When ho'left tho North Atlantic and 
began to mako tho PacHie his familiar 
working ground is not known. .Sandy 
himself docs not say, but It Is a matter 
of record that about fifteen years ago 
this big man with the tremendous 
moustache and the muscles of a Sc-Jtch 
heaver of the stano began to r isli in and 
nut of San l''rancisco la -.vli it f.c 'aed 
to be legitimate business. The lece.'va- 
tlon in this statement Is ma le n- cts- 
sary by the fact that It Is not known 
when McLean began to Indulge In btisl- 
noss which the laws of this c'.untry and 
of tho nations have condemned as il- 
legitimate 

.\bout ten years ago the customs of- 
flccrB In .San l''ranelseo began to find 
tins of opium buried in sacks of coprn. 
Tho copra, was shipped from Samoa, 
where at that time there was only 
duty of 2 per cent upon opium from 
China. .Sometimes tho customs Inspec- 
tors found $5,000 worth of opium in one 
consignment of copra. . 

Sandy McLean was then running be- 
tween San Francisco, and Samoa and 
the islands of the sea, carrying a gen- 
eral, cargo. After tho customs omcers 
had begun to mako an investigation 
Into tho matter of the smuggled opium 
Sandy. McLean gavo up the . South sea 
regular, run and went In for adventure, 
aoia Brick for McLean.

Sliortly after McLean had built tho 
boat Customs Inspector ]''ostor of 
Francisco sent a letter to tiie Araerl- 
c.-in consul-general at .\pia, Sainors, 
warning lilm that a notorious skipper 
by the name of Mcfjean was about to 
ieiive Kan I'raneisco for the Kouth sous 
together with a party of sixteen lands- 
men, and that waterfront rumor bad 
It that bis schooner, the Sojdila Suth- 
erland, li.id arms concealed aboard her. 
The expedition was ostensibly bound ofr 
an island In the wcKtern I.'aci!lc tn hunt 
for gnid, wrote the customs af,'ent. 

'.I'hls was In ;be spring of ISOS. AVIirn 
the customs agent's letter reached Apia 
tlie American consul-general went to soo 
the ]';ngllsh and fierm;in consuls. Ho 
found that the German consul had re- 
ceived the same warning as ho from the 
German consul in San Francisco., It 
was decided by tho throe ai(onts th.at 
tho American consul-general should be 
loft to liaiidio the shady affairs of his 
nationals.

Ill due time the Sophia Sutlierluiid 
appeiirod at Apia and the ,.rVmerleiui 
r<'pre.seulatlve got out his boat and 
went out lo the selinoiier's side. IMc- 
Leiin met liiiii; McL.eaii, the big. bliilf, 
good iiatnred fellow, who could bo a 
gentleman when he put on his high hat 
to go ashore. 

RpsldeM McLean there wero sl.xtpoii 
healthy luecbanlcs and small traders on 
board. They all Impressed tho con- 
sul as respectable citliicns who had 
embarki^d Innocently op a treasure, hunt 
for the pure love, 'bf,' adventure.' !. In 
sliort, Sandy MoLeari^s boat; oould have 
fiown tho orossed^ palm , flag 'of-; the 
London Missionary ' sdelety's 'sehdonor, 
and not bo\mit of oharaotor. ' : 

Tlie. consul blandly told McLean that 
ho. must look below for arms. The 
bluff captain heartily assented to the 
search. The skin of the Sophia Suth- 
erland's bold was taken up In several 
places and not a rllh^ nor a round of 
amniunltlon was fenind. 

MoT, can said that there were throe 
revolvers on the tioat, and that was 
all tlii-y bad in the iir.itter of weapoii.s 
nf defense. The consul Invited Jle- 
lyoaii up to Ills house for iliniier and 
the skipper put on his fioeU coat and 
silk hat of ceremony with great good 
humor. 

Over tho kava MJLoan told the con- 
sul what his schemes were. dVi the 
waterilront, In' San' Francisco, he snh' 
ho had mot a Dane liy .tho naiiio or 



that a stock treasure limiting company 
had been formed by the Dane and lilin- 
self for the purpose of seeking out the 
gold. Sandy's contribution to the en- 
terprise was tho Sophia Sutherland and 
Ills services as slclpper. 

The consul gave full credence to the 
skipper's story. He had seen Sorenseu 
oil tho occasion of libs lirst visit to the 
schooner arid there was somothing 
about tlio^Dane's face that was familiar. 

, For- several days ho went over In bis 
nilrid tho . voyages that ^le had made 
through the south and west Pacific, and 
the men ho had met in str,iinge islands, 
trying to assoclato tho bland -face of 
Sorenson with some past »' e'i'eriK ' ■ He" 
compared notes with an- old south sea 
skipper one day after McLean had been 
In port about a week. The skipper sup- 
plied the missing link in Sorensen's 
Identity. f 

Ho was a man. so It was agreed, who 
hai! once taken a Frenchman from 
>lelboiirne off on n, pearl hunting ex- 
pedition, in the New Ifelirldes banks on 
Just sucli a story of secret treasure as 
that whleli iMcLean was following. 
Sorenseu directed the expedition, -Which 
was llnanceil by the Frenchman, to 
Viite, a cannllial Island. 

There, on some pretext be got the 
Frenchman and all the whiles on hoard 
ashore. Then with the aid of the na- 
natives among tho crew he sailed off 
with the boat, gathered lii a herd of 
blackbirds, or natives, from anotlior Is- 
land, and set off for Cookstown to sell 
his .huritan' cargo. ; . .

Lean said, had tried to play his game 
on tliQ .Sophia SutherU rl's crew afte-.' 
making a fruitless bluff at finding the 
mythical treasure Island. So while the 
schooner was touching at a little bay 
of the almost uninhabited Island of 
Bougainville of the Solomon group tho 
treasure liunter.s had taken Sorcnsen 
ashore, tied him up to a palm, beat- 
en him inio insensibility and then sailed 
away. 

'i'hls was McLean's last treasure hunt. 
After he had returned to San Fran- 
cisco he wcnt^ in for the Alaskan busi- 
ness.

'/ Call on a ' Sjonelj* ' Oarrlson. ' 
The story of the South; sea., treasure 
hunt is from the lips of th'e;vriiaj»'.-who 
was the American consul-^gerieral fig- 
uring In tho tale. Miles Reilly, one time 
captain of the Spreckles tramp M'on- 
tara. Is authority fcir two more. 

Reilly bad tho misfortune to be cap- 
tured by a Japanese cruiser wliilo tr.v- 
ing to run a cargo of goods Into Petro- 
Iiaulovsky on tho Kamchatka coast in 
tho summer of 1005. While ho -ivas 
awaiting the action of the Japanese 
prize court in Yokohama he told the 
writer of bow he bad twice struck close 
to tho trail of Sandy McLean on the 
blockade running trip to tlie Okhotsk. 

Reilly snld that In avoiding the ,Tap- 
anese lleet that -ivas cruising .■tbout the 
Kurlle islands In search of men like 
himself he put Into the one. little in- 
liablted settlement on Copper Island, .a 
Russian possession off the southeast 
coast of Kam.schatka. ...

Reilly : said . that -.wheri ''hoVarrlved lie 
found only <;teni soldiers'; uridor: the 'com- 
mnnd of a sergeant,',- tno . ■rest having 
been removed in the gefteraV panic that 
seized the Russians ;ri;h'en-'the island of 
Sagliallen was , threatened -^With ; inva- 
sion.

Tho Russian rev'enuo boat took tho 
Acapulco under\ convoy to tlie nearest 



port of tho Kommandorfsky group, 
whore McLean was to be tried and sen- 
tence passed upon lilni. AVhen tho lit- 
tle harbor was reached the Russians 
uncoupled the auxiliary engine of JIc- 
Leiin's boat and tr.ok some of the parts 
on board tbeir own boat, to prevent 
the escape of tho Acapulco. 

Two days jMcLoan and his crew ro- 
malued on tho schooner, anchored a 
short distance away from the Russian 
boat. The American captain seemed 
ready to take his medicine quietly. 

Tho third night a heavy fog settled 
over the bay Just at sundown. The 
commander of the revenuo>,outter was 
preparing to send a guard .pri'/briard tho 
Acapulco at 9 o'clock. . He ;hoard tho 
sound of hammering coming through 
the fog from tlie direction, of the oaR-- 
turod schooner and decided t(r' hasten 
the sending, of .the guard, ' when , sud- 
denly there',;,. ^' was a...;heavy ' 'eaqjlosiori 
Just under the" overhang' of tlje ;cutter, 
followed by the splash of oars. )' 

Then the Russians heard the rattlo 
of a wliuilass and the excited coughing 
of an engine. Orders wero given to got 
the cutter under way and Investlgato 
the state of tho Acapulco. At tho first 
turn of tho engines the revenue cutter's 
tall uliaft spun wildly and the machin- 
ery raced. 

The propeller and part of tho rud- 
der bad been blown away by tho ex- 
plosion of a bomb and the revenue cut- 
ter was helpless as a log. While tho 
Russians stamped and swore they 
could hear tho pufilng of McLean's en- 
gines as the Acapulco felt Its way in 
the fog out to sea. 

McLean must have had o.xtra parts 
for tho engine concealed Bomewhoro in 
tho hold of his;, bpat(:;for,,,; Usp In just 
such an-emcrgency.;v..'ii'e;,liad?,coo^led up 
In the fog and 'then rb, we'd ".river in a 
boat and set oft a bonib : under tho 
Russian's stern. 

After this exploit Capt. McLean fell 
foul of the" United States in transac-' 
tlons that wero various and produc- 
.tive of worrimont to four executive de- 
IKirtment.s at Washington. Tho sus- 
picion that the captain bad been gulltyj 
of poaching on the American herd of 
seals up around the Aleutians bad long 
been In the minds of tho revenue cut- 
ter men on tho Pacific coast, but thoy 
had not been able to get any evlde.'jce. 
Foiled Vnola Siun. 
Early In 1904 McLean took out the 
schooner Carmenpita from San Fran- 
cisco and started north. Complaint 
'.vas then made against him to tho de- 
partment of commerce. , 

The^ Case was submitted to tho de^' 
partmcnt of justice, and- on cvldonoo' 
submitted by tho secret service McLean 
was Indicted in San I'rancisco. Then 
began a merry chase all over the Behr- 
Ing Sea and north Pacific. Two rov- 
eniio cutters were Instructed to . bring 
IMcLcan back to San Francisco dead or 
alive. 

JIcLoan had evidently got wind of the 
search that Vt-ns being made for hlni, 
for following bis old tactics, ho had 
put Into the Mexican port of Maaatlau 
after leaving San Francisco, and iiad 
again registered his boat under Mexi- 
can law^s, changed hor namo back to 
tho Acapulco and hoisted the Mexican 
flag. So, when after a year's dodging 
and doubling In the northern seas Mo- 
Loan put Into "Victoria with 250 skins 
aboard,, in September, 1905,' the appeal, 
that liad been sent to the British Co- 
lumbia authorities to arrest him could 
not avail. 

His registry and flag were Mexi- 
can; tho American government, could 
not arrest a man under the Mexican 
flag for iielagic sealing, without spe-. 
cial arrangements with Mexico. Strong'- 
effort was made by tho agents of the 
state department " to get rid of tho 
stumbling liloelc tho craft.v Sandy had 
thrown In the path of American lus- 
tice ,but the diplomatic snarl could not 
bo unravelleil and tho captain of the 
Acapulco went free. 

Oiaoial Tribute to 'Virtue. 
Tho last'- chapter in the romance of 
Sandy McLean docs not lack the spico 
of Irony. Ho was lauded as a patri- 
otic American by counsel for tho' 
United States in the joint commission 
of tills country and Canada, called to 
settle claims made against the United 
States through tho -enforcement of the 
pelagic sealing regulations. 

This encomium, passed upon him by 
Dom M. Dickinson, tho counsel, did not 
appear until the Judiciary committee of 
the house, in Jtarch, JDOli, passed favor- 
ably upon a bill providing for an ex- 
amination by tho ninth circuit court 
Into tho rights of American sealers un- 
der the I'arls arbitration. Tho judici- 
ary committee reported that nt the 
time of tile dispute between this go\-- 
cnimont aiul the government of Can- 
ada over the rights of Canadian and 
American sealers the American sealers 
organized theinselve.s Into a cominitteo 
of investigation, with a view to reduc- 
ing the claims of tho Canadians beforo 
the commission. 

Kvidenco - offered by them carried 
weight, and the~Canadlan - claims -.wero 
cut from '1,289,008 to $163,464i;,V,'Iri!4oom- 
mcntlng upon tl(ls act, Courisel Dickin- 
son said: ' , . 

"Conspicuous among tho Arnorlcans 
was Alexander JIcLeUn. Ho owned a 
half interest In two ships seized by the^ 
United States, for which Great Brftaln; 
demanded indemnity. . : ■ 

"Ills co-worker, a British subject,' 
had sworn before the I'arls tribunal 
tlnat ho wa.y the sole owner. The reg- 
istry of the ships did not dlscloKn rnnt, 
Mcl,ean'.s interest. 

"Under the stipulations, nothing 
could bo awarded to bim, an Ameri- 
can. Hut a full award to tho two ships 
would have bonollted lilm to tho ex- 
tent of his equltle.s In Iheni. 

"Under tho circumstances, this bravo ■- 
and honest jj^ian made aalli beforo the-' 
coninilsslon to Ills part ownership, 
when by silent' nssont to the perflUy ot ' 
his partner ho- would have benefited 
himself. ' 

"Not only did Capt, McLean lose hy 
his; truthfulnoss, but by bis activity on 
behalf' of tho United States subjected, 
him. to many unpleasant expcrlonocsj4 
and personal risk at the hands of tho'-| 
Rrltlsh claimants, imd their friends, in 
Victoria. Surely such a man-^and his 
countrymen, the American sealers who ' 
Joined, defended and sustained hta— 
not only deserves the consideration Oi' 
bis govornnient, but has earned tho 
pralso of tlio Psalmist given to "him 
who Hweareth to his own hurt, 'and 
changcth not' "' 

Thus In tho records of congress ro. 
mains this tributo to, tho virtues or 
Sandy McLean, treasure hunter and

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THE LAW AND THE RIGHTEOUS, 

In one of his epistles, Paul says 
sometlilns to the effect that the, law 
Is not for the righteous but for a num- 
ber of characters, whom he speclfles. 
Perhaps there Is no one thi'ng In the 
Bible, which Is the source of as much 
iiilsclilof as thla expression, which Is 
distorted from Its plain meaning by 
people, who want some sort of- an ex- 
»-.;;,cuse /^or j.actlng- wrongly. There used 
v'''tb'-be''a,''resldent of Victoria — lie left 
Hero a year or two ago, who was ac- 
customed to quote this text with a 
great deal of satisfaction. He used 
\|i>;ala6/ to argue after this faishloruiv A 
' plan of salvation has 'boon ffovlseil; I 
have accepted It; I am righteous for 
that roaiion, and therefore Iticro is no 
law for me; 1 can do tlilngs with Im- 
punity, which another man' could not 
do without sinning, beca.i]SO there is a 
r. cqntraqt :,bet\yeeii" i»ie and my Maker. 
' This was' Ills lino of reasoning, and to 
do him justice. It must he admitted 
tliat lie lived up to it. Ho rccog'nized 
no laws e.xcei)t those, the transgres- 
sion of which would send him to gaol. 
There are other people who take a 
similar view. They claim to have at- 
tained to a state of perfection, in which 
they say tlioy arc above all law and 
cannot sin, no matter what they may 
do. It is an exaggeration of this idea 
which enables . . such people as the 
"Holy Rollers" and the like to excuse 
to themselves all manner oC debauch- 
erics and horrible orgies. But it is not 
of the vagaries of such people that we 
propose to speak this morning, but of 
another class, which Is eminently res 
pectable, and also ostensibly eminently 
devout. , 

Every man, who Is at all familiar 
With the general conduct of mankind 
must have remarked frequently that 
the fact of any particular individual 
being a professtng Christian docs not 
, . a^ that .from such person 

' •we are surd ' tO' receive those evidences 
of righteousness, which Iqgically ought 
to be the outcome of a mind Inlluonced 
only by a dcsiro to fulfll the law of 
love. It is a somewhat' sad oommen t 
upon . the fruits of rellgldri' in every- 
day Uti, that mpn ao not feel * any 
Wafer In a business transactlcn when 
they are dealing with a man '.who is 
avowedly pious, than w'lcn they have 
to do with one who Is avowedly worldly 
In his thoughts. There are some peo- 
ple, who think they are serving God 
by going to church and .saying their 
prayers daily. These things make 
thorn righteous in their own eyes, and 
as for the righteous there Is tio law, 
they feel at liberty to live mean,' yar- 
row arid selfish, lives. .. There is an am- 
ount of good' done in every-day life, by 
5nen who make no pretension to being 
good, that surpa.sses by far the utter- 
most conceptions of people, who ex- 
pect some great blessing from the Al- 
mighty simply because they are half- 
way decent.- The man above referred 
to, who relied upon his contract, only 
stated in rather startling terms an idea 
that hundreds upon himdrcds oC 
church-going people believe down in 
the'^ottom of their hearts, if one may 
Judge from the way in which they act. 
It is an obsolutc fact that, If a hun- 
dred people bo taken, whn arc a\ow- 
edly rightcou.«, a'lid 



they grow ,'5eirish In proportion as tholrj 
conception of their own piety increases. 
There Is no need of going' Into further 
particulars. Every one who reads this 
win know what wo mean. Such peo- 
ple think there Is no law for them 
because they are righteous. They take 
up the list of pooploHp whom Paul says 
tlio law applies, and Checking It off, do 
not find themselves therein. The re- 
sult is that very frequently with xhc 
profession of religion wo find mean 
lives, whore wc ought to look for 
brightness, beauty a'nd fragrance. 

Yet, what. , Paul^ wrote was true 
cnougfi. Laws are hot made for the 
righteous. Righteous people do not re- 
quire any law; because law Is meant to 
bring about" righteousness. If there 
was one 

thing.for which Paul was dlsr 
tlngulshcd more than anything else, it 
was his sound common sense. It is not 
necessary to get a microscope to find 
out what ho meant. He said what he 
meant, and .said it .so plainly sometimes 
that his language is rather, shocking, 
Sonietltflfes he allowed his mind to 
wander Into the domain of metaphysi- 
cal dhscusslon, wllon perhaps ho was 
not always as clear as ho might bo, al- 
tliougli the fault may lie with the 
traiiserlbors and tra-nslators an^l not 
with hini. But when ho talked about 
the practical things of every-day life, 
he ijront straight to the point without 
any circumlocution .about it. \\'hat hn 
had to hay to the ThcH.salonlans, for 
example, he said to them; possibly if 
ho were writing to the Victorians, ho 
might express himself differently. 
When, he was telling some of the peo- 
ple that the law was 'iiot meant for the 
righteous, he did not mean that peo- 
ple who thought themselves rlghtoo.us 
were at liberty to disregard the law. 
biit_slmply that compliance with the 
positive laws against wrongful acts 
was not enough. It is no credit to a 
man that he keeps the Ten Command- 
ments. A man may do all that and yet 
be a poor sort of creature; ; . But It 'ho 
will .fulfill the Law of Love; while'' he 
may not merit any reward for so do- 
ing, ho Win receive It. and this, not 
because It Is promised, but because 
I.ove is the fuiniling of Law, and .lt 
must bring about Its blessings. The 
laws of the spiritual worl^,.; are Just 
a.s immutabio as those of - fho Vhatorla! 
world. No man can eyer.;hbp?;ito p;ct 
beyond their 6peraAloti.}'i. ■ ' ■ ^fi^-[ ■. 
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who make no claim upon the point at 
all, and their every-day life is analyz- 
ed, quite as many of the fruljs of 
rigliteousness will be found among the 
latter as among the former. We 
recall a caae wlmrc a wealthy man in 
• an eastern province was appealed to 
by a widow for $1,100 to save her home, 
which otherwise would be taken from 
her under a mortgage. He absolutely 
refused to give her the money; ho said 
that he had already supported- her and 
lier family during hor husbaiid'.s long 
illness; that ho did not owe them a 
dollar and never did; that they were an 
'tihgrateful lot and so on. Ho swore 
roundly that he would never give them 
another dollar, and after his Kui)pllant 
went out in tears, he walked his library 
lloor for half an hour dc-lan-ilng -up- 
on the improvidence and ungrateful- 
ness of mankind in general and this 
nyldow and her family in particular, 
nnd there Is not a grain of doubt that 
■what ho said aboxit hor and her fam 
ilv was quite within the truth. Then 
lie sat dow-'n to Ills desk and niado out 
a check for $1,100 and sent It to 'Aw. 
f Wldow. This Is a sample of the kind 
of' things that are being done every 
day by people, who would make no 
claim whatever to being righteous. 
They do kind acts, but do not expect 
the Lord to rpward .xhemi They never 
think about reward; they would laugh 
^ at the suggestion that they should be 
' rewarded. They do what is decent and 
right simply because it is decent and 
right. Thoy make no pretensions of 
being righteous; In fact they kno.w that 
j^yitheyi/are'. not. • .They know that thoy 
aire "struggilng througb life and that 
others are doing the same. The strug- 
gle may not be obvious to the outside 
observer, but It is going on just the 
Bfiine— if not In money matters, per- 
haps in something else much hardjv 
to bear, and whon thoy see a chaiu o 
to do good turn to their neighbor they 
dp It as a matter of course. Now It Ih 
a fact, regret It as much as wo may, 
that many persons, "who profess and 
call theresolvos Clirlstians" arc not on 
the alert to do good to their neighbors;

An eternity passed, during which a 
lly was sure to get on the end of your 
nose, or you; had \any8PpalllnB.. desire 
to sneeze, o'r^Vthe 'tearrTbVled' 
vour cheeks, or something else ngon- 
i^^ed you— and the' sacritico was over. 
Sometime In. the Indennlto future, you 
were glvenj a,^;plcture.;. of yourself, 
which exaggerated-'lirybur defects 
and diminished all your S'inA points, 

and then your Aunt Elizabeth com- 

'anothor hundred, I farted you with the as.surance that ii. 



looked just like you, only it reminded 
her of your great-grandfather, who 

had been dead some seventy-live 
yeara, and when she saw him must 
have been about eighty years old. The 
taking of the daguerreotype was not 
only an event. It 'was ' an epoch. 
Things dated from it, as they did 
from the circu.", and next day you 
met the remainder of mankind with a 
feeling of superiority, which nothing 
In after life ever equalled.' The . sol- 
emnity of the occasion made a deep 
impression upon you, and you n;- 
.solved down in the innermost depths 
of your soul that you would try and 
live up to that picture. Fortunately 
for yourself and your friends, you 
didn't. 

It never could have entered your 
niind In those days that tho time 
would come when- some one would 
snaprshot you and exhibit you to the 
world In the act of walking with your 
toes elevated at an angle of seventy- 
nvQ degrees, which aeoma to be hov( 
wo all walk, although none of us 
ever knew it until tho photograph told 
us. In those days the n-ian with the 
camera was a mysterious being. We 
never Imagined that the time would 
come when a girl In a shocking bad 
liat and a short skirt, would .sit on 
the steps of the Parliament Build- 
ings, Willi a ten-cent lunch and a ko- 
dak, whiltng away tho time .until tlie 
.steamer left, and Incldentaily snnp- 
Kliottlng His JIaJcsty's llogo subjects, 
for tho purpose of showing her friends 
in INII.ssourl what "a real genuine Brit- 
isher look.-! like." But tho times have 
changed in the taking of pictures as 
well as in othW things, and i)erhaps 
It may not bo' uninteresting if for a 
few inlnutos we say somotlilng about 
tho wonderful art of light-writing, 
which is what photography means. 

The original photographic camera 
wag tho camera olj.scura, invented by 
an Italian away back In tho Sl.xtecnth 
Ccntvu-,\'. Any one can make a cam 
era obscura, .'tnd tlic experiment is in 
terostlng and so easily tried that 
every rIght-thliiUIng boy ought to 
make one. All yon need Is a room that 
can be darkened In such a way that a 
small hole can bo left In tho Window 



huttor, though which a, small pencil 
of light can enter. The landscape will 
be reflected upon the wall opposite the 
hole, and if you bring a sheet of white 
paper within a short distance of the 
hole, you will llnd the landscape re- 
produced upon It, but In both cases it 
will be inverted. If you are skilful 
enough about arranging your paper, 
and have a steady hand, you can draw 
the picture upon the paper, although 
there will be a good deal of difficulty, 
because of the likelihood of getting In 
your own light. In tho modern ciim- 
cra obscura, tho light is allowed to 
pass thfpugh,a lens and the picture is 
deflected by a mirror, so that it falls 
perpendicularly upon a table. This 
apparatus of course does not repro- 
duce tho picture permanently. Nearly 
two hundred years ■< ago, a German 
mixed some chalk and riltratd of sil- 
ver and spread the n upon a flat sur- 
face. Then he rat (iown on it a piece 
of paper upon which ho had written 
Komo words, an'l es.posed tho arrange- 
ment to tho sunlight: Tho light 
blackenoO the ;>llvpr comp"""'' evory- 
whorc except whore covered by the 
writing, ar.d thus the modern photo- 
graph was born. After this expori- 
mcnts were frequent, but It was not 
until 1S3'2 that Dtniguorro discovered 
the process whiLli bears his name, 
and was aftorwards improved so as to 
be applicable to portraiture. Dagvcrro 
bad to expose his first plates for twen- 
ty minutes, and afterivards treat them 
with tho vapor of mercury, and then 
give them a bath In chloride of so- 
dium, -a process which, when com- 
riarcd with 'you press the button and 
we do tho rest," shows what prepress 
has been made in the art. The lirst 
portrait of a human face made in this 
way was thft of Borothy Draper, and 
tile picture was taken at tho Now 
York University In 1840. After this 
Improvements came thick and fast, 
and with tho improvement of the 
process results have been attained , of 
which Its Inventors never dreamed. 

The effects of photography are hard 
to estimate. Apart altogether from 
the social side of the art, which l.s a 
source of such Infinite pleasure, it is 
of tho greatest possible value in'' an 
educational sense. By It we arc made 
familiar with parts of the world that 
most of us never could hope to reach. 
The . nrian -,wltW. the camera goes every- 
where'. - The art of illustration has 
been vastly simplilled and improved. 
By means of moving pictures, we arc 
at last enabled to sec ourselves as 
others see us, and muoh':.ino*'0, besides. ] 
By photography the microscopist ,1s 
able to reproduce minute organisms, 
whicli he can enlarge and study at his 
bv'sure. and tho astronomer can llnd 
.«td;-.s which- are beyond the^ reach of 
the eye, oven when aided by the itio.st 
powerful telescope. The .sensitive pa- 
per when exposed for a sufliciont 
period gatliers up the small Invisible 
threads of . Jlght, whjch como " from 
.somo star In the I'lifinlto recesses of 
space, and with mysterious art adds 
them together until they make a point 
on paper. This is an instance of wlial 
can bo done, by long -ospoaure. In 
taking moving pictures the expo.sure 
need not be for a longer period than 
ono two hundred and liftloth part of a 
second. Compare this with Daguerre's 
twenty minutes of exposure. Doubtless 
the beginning of usefulness pfltlils art 
has only ,been made. Some ..success 
ha.T been attained in taking^-'photo- 
graphri over wires, and wo supjiose 
I that the lime is measura.bly near, 
when photographs wdll be taken by 
some yet undiscovered wireless pro- 
cess. Instead of going home, putting 
on your best clothes, and brushing 
ynur hair \intil it shines, as wo used to 
do in the days long gone by, when 
you want- to send; a picture of yniu-- 
solf to', the' girl - you left behind you, 
you will call her up by wlreles.s tele- 
phone and she will snap-shot you by 
V\lreless process. This suggests such 
awful possibilities, as for example, 
that she might be able to snap-.shot 
you when you did not know it, that 
we curb imaginallon at this point, and 
let you, like the kodak man, do the 
rest. 



CATHERINE 11. 



Portraits of Catherine II. of Russia, 
usually referred to as Catherine the 
Great, show a woman with a full, 
smiling and rather benevolent coun- 
tenance, which some people might call 
handsome, and certainly Is fine-look- 
ing. Hor hair is abunflant; her eye- 
brows beautifully arched; her nose 
delicate and her cheeks plump. She 
has a BufegOBtlon of a dpublo obln. Hor 
mouth Is a study, the 'arfftt, whether 
unintentionally or by design, has given 
lier Hps which s:eem to tell of a dis- 
position In which tho gentler passions 
have had Uttlo scope. Tho_^ mouth con- 
tradicts the eyes, which are singular- 
ly pleasant. The face on the whole is 
one of nitlier a motlierly woman, able 
to exert a great influence than 
that of one. Whoso, -life;. >yas_.' on 
constant activity aiong "lines fclGnt- 
lessly followed to a desired end. Al- 
though In some respects tho groatost 
of n\isslan monarchs, and tho only 
ono of them whomever rlvaUed,! 
tonsi; patrlolism" tfiaf'gfealdst of the 
(•zar, Peter, Catherine had not a 
drop of Husslan blood In hor veins, 
being by birth a Prussian. Her father 
was a Saxon, her mother a' Gorman. 
Her original name" wns Sophia Au- 
gusta; she took the name of Catherine 
upon Joining the Greek church. Tho 
Empress 1311zabeth having aolected her 
nephew as heir to the' Russian thrdhe, 
Frederick- of Prussia was rcquiested to 



provide him with a wife. At that time 
the morals of the court of Rnssla 
were almost inconceivably had, and 
the general customs semi-barbaroti3/ 
Frederick hesitated .to select as a wife 
for the future Czar a member of his 
own liousehold, and' offered tho honor 
to Sophia, then a girl of fifteen. Noth- 
ing exhibits her character more 
strongly than tlie fact that she ac- 
cepted the offer, and prer-'ired herself 
for her future by going to Hussia with 
her mother, where she studied the 
tenets of the Greek ;oliurch for a few 
months. Her husband was only a few 
month.'i older than ' herself. He was 
not much removed from idiocy, and 
wns an habitual . drunkard. His life 
even at that ago was' grossly to 
Catherine was not slow 'to' recognize 
her opportunity. She developed Into 
a very handsome and attractive wo- 
man, and set herself out to /fvln the 
affection of licr. people. : Shp studiijpl 
diligently and became proficient in tho 
Russian language. She kept herself 
closely in touch with everything pro- 
gressive In German thought and pol- 
icy, and especially familiarized her- 
self with French literature. Unfortun- 
ately she was unable to wdthstnnd tho 
vices witli which she wa.-^ siirrouiided, 
iind even at a tii-ne wlion she was la- 
boring to perfect herself in the 
refinement of tho day. she had a whole 
series of lovers. Her hnsbaiid came 
to the throne when .slio was thirty- 
three years of age, and for a time she 
acted as tl)ough resolved to permit 
him to be nohilnall'y the ruler of the 
country, wliile .she actually held the 
reins of power; but his avowed de- 
termination to rid himself of her and 
marry one of .thq most notorious wo- 
men of his most abandoned court, de- 
termined her to dethrone him, which 
slio did with the usslslance of one of 
the Counts OrlofC, who was at tiiat 
time her -devoted., lov^r. By her di- 
rections, Orloff removed the Czar to a 
place which she described as being 
"not too far away nor yet too near." 
and in that place, wherever it may 
have bqen, ho died not aoi^grafter. Re- 
ferring to his 'death, Voltaire, who 
was a great adn-ilrer of the Empress's 
talents, .saltl that it was u Utile fam- 
ily matter, into which it was not 
necessary 'to 'Inqulro too ,'part.lGUlarl^'. 
Tlierc Is' scarcely ^any doubt' that he 
was strangled by Count Orloff by di- 
rection of Callicrinc. The I':inpross 
was- not allowed, to reign unmolested, 
for Ivan.- a gmpj^son; of v' Peter the 
Great, raised a. revolt, wlilch she sup- 
pressed after some very vigorous 
tiglitlng. 

Secure upon the . throne, Catherine 
gave Her- attentwn to; . extendi nig the 
boundafl'es 'of her realiii. Whatever 
may have been the case with other 
great women In posllion.s of sovereign- 
ty, there never was any question 
raised as to who jWas responsible for 
Catherine's policy! Of* favorites she 
had many; they followed each other 
as the whim selxcd her, but none of 
them was her equal la any respect. 
When Gregory Qrlofl sought tO' Induce 
licr to marry him. he was ignominl- 
ously driven from her presence, .and 
tho same fato befell C.regory Potem- 
kln, who succeeded Orloff In hor .if- 
fectlons, after several others had en- 
joyed them in the Interim. These 
were tjie only two .strong men, to 
whom she attached herself, but tholr 
influence upor\her policy was not great, 
although Potemklii was always, con- 
sulted by her. It" was she who made 
European Russia what It Is today, Tho 
partition of Poland was chiefly due to 
her efforts. Slic extended tho borders 
of her empire to the Black Sea. She 
planned the expulsion of the' Turks 
from ICurope. She conquered the 
Duchy of CourlaiKl, which nuule Rus- 
sia suiH-eine In the Ualtio Sea. In 
short,' she gained . for her adopted 
country a piaco among tho great pow- 
ers. AVhen she died in 1706 it was said 
of her that she -was the only ruler 
of Russia that ever was able to gra-^p 
and carry oat the .j)lan8 formed by 
Peter the Great. 5'hat Czar found 
Russia a barbarous stiite, conllned to 
the central jiart of tho plains of east- 
ern Europe, with certain not very well 
dciined claims to territory In Asia. 
Its only se'aport was on the White 
Sea, and this was h-nr.on up for six 
months in ho yar, He built. St. 
Petersburg, but left it a. city of hov- 
els. Catherine converted it Into a 
city of palaces. . 

. As ah administrator of domestic af- 
fairs, Catherine was quite successful, 
although her attempt to Introduce a 
code of laws was u fiillnrc. This was 
not her fault, for It was n task be- 
yond human skill; It has not yet been 
accomplished. She promoted educa- 
tion, tho establishment of Industries 
and conunerce. If Russian society had 
been less corrupt, or if she herself 
-Itad.not been. so grossly humoral, she 
would' have^ accompllslied nunc than 
sne did In tho way of roforni. Towards 
the end of her rolfrn she grew very 
cruel. Tho French Revolution dis- 
couraged her from all attempts at pro- 
gres.-<. Whether her powei^s failed her 
towards the closo of her career, or she 
liecanio satisliod that the task of es- 
tabllshing the Russian nation uiion 
any other foundation than those of 
absolutisni was "h6p%less, cannot bo 
said with certainly; biil It is known 
that she abandoned many nf the Ideas 
which earlier In hor life she liad cher- 
ished. She died of apoplc-xy in her 
sixly-aovonth year. 

Catherine wan undoubtedly the 
greatest woman which the olghtcciitli 
century produced. The contemporary 
of some of the :StrongeBt men who 
have over, played' a part In European 



liistory, she proved herself tho equal 
of 'the' greatest and the .superior of 
most. She iios.sesscd in an extraor- 
dinary* degree the qualltiea requisite 
for lilgh office, but their ' usefulness 
wag impaired by her extraordinary 
vices. The latler did Hot affect her 
Influence abroad, but they did under- 
mine ^It at home, for tlicy prevented 
her from "obtaining honest service 
from those whom she entrusted with 
carrying out her domestic reforms. 
Naturally she seems not to have 
been either cruel or vindlctLve. , She 
was better than her times In some re- 
spects, that is for Russia, although 
her life would have been a terrible 
scandal In Germany, or oven in 
Prince; ..jyhere Immorality may have 
ljoVn'':a8-great, but was certainly not 
as > conspicuous. She was kindly. A 
dismissed'; Jo v^"- wmh never forgotten. 
Sho always loaded him with wealth 
and treitedihlra in the most friendly 
manner. Even .Count Potemkin, whom 
she banished from hor presence for 
I)rcsun-iing to aspire to her hand In 
marriage, was created .somethinB vo- 
acmbllng a deputy governor in south- 
ern Russia, and the greatest .friend- 
ship existed beUveon liim and hi.-? roy- 
al mi.stress for sixteen years after he 
hud been compelled to leave court. AVo 
cannot Judge of Catherine by the 
standards of tho Twentieth Century. 
She was the product of an age, and 
yet in many wa.\-.s was bettor than the 
ago whicl-i produced licr.

11 
sentiment or , the, desire to have a line 
liomi, aro ,aUOWed,vtov,waip -tlio Judg- 
nioiit or leaa., to' the assumption oE ob- 
ligation, out of proportion to the in- 
eome^'ot: the buyers, the result is like- 
ly to be unsatisfactory. 

It Is an incontrovertible fact that 
• 'property wlileh Is a good investment 
for tile owner, would bo an equally 
good invcstnioiil for the renter. The 
renter pays the taxes, the insurance, 
tlio repairs, and a reasonable rate of 
interest on tlie money invested in tlio 
property, all of wlileli are sumincd uj) 
In tlio mimthly rent.-U. lie would have 
to pay no more were the property his 
own, ;ind tlio owner's net prolit lie 
could just count as saved. 

Viewed in tlii.i liglit, owning a homo 
is prolitable, a.side from the great sat- 
isfaction It affords, and the security is 
better than any life insurance policy. 
. Yet there arc .those who own homes 
and , who declaro^ . that tt.^ Is more 
economical to pay rent; that a homo 
is a luxury a poor man cannot afford. 
Go Too Deeply in Debt 

It win doubtless be found that at 
least 50 per cent of those who have 
found owning their homes unsatisfac- 
tory have either assumed too great a 
... debt in making the purchase, or have 
' ■'■bought homos Avhich thcjr could not 
Ueep up properly 'without a greater 
'expenditure than they -can afCord. 
/ These, .homo owners are paying an un- 

■ hebessary prico^or tlie" satisfaction of 
homo owning, and are making it a 
burden. 

. Tako the man who has ?1,000 or less 
and is not nialclng more than ?125 a 
month. Should he buy a homo cost- 
ing $3,000, ho must assume the bur- 
den of interest on $2,000, which would 
amount to $120, or perhaps more. Ho 
would probably have to pay as much 
as ?30 a month on the principal, be- 
sides which the taxes, insurance and 
repairs would amount to perhaps an- 
other $125 a year,\making a total of 
S5fi5 a >'ear which he would have to 
pay, a sum out of proportion to his 
income. He would soon doubtless feel 
that he was better off linanclally when 
he was paying rent at $30 per month. 
Then, by the time the place was 
. paid for ho would find that instead of 
'.having $3,000 invested In it, an addi- 
tional $1,000 had been put into the 
property in the shape ot \ Interest, 
taxes,?. Insurance, >ah'd repairs, .malting 
the total 'cost to him ij,t' least $t,OQO. 
^..v,- Wless 'the .ldt Jiad InbreaseiJ consld- 
g;j9rably in; value, he niight be unable to 
>;:.^.<9P.C'sery,pC..(,the,v,pcoportjr.i; for :thls. 
amount, and the Interest ho could get 
on the $4,ff00 if it were free, would 
amount to as much as rent would cost 
in the same class of building, leaving 
him Ills taxes and insurance to charge 
up against the satisfaction of owning 
a home. This sort of a homo-buyer 
is sure to find owning a home; a- fall 
lire, and to preach the doctrine that 
it i.s cheaper to pay rent. 

Smaller Rurehase Better 
On the other hand.'suppose the buy- 
er had made a more con.servativc pur- 
chase, and avoided going so deeply in 
<lebl. He could have seourort a good 
lot in a new subdivision where prop- 
erty would advance more rapidly in 
value, for porliaps $2.10. On this ho 
could hnvG built a comfortable and 
cosy cottage for, say, Jl.liSn, leaving 
unpaid only JoOO, or just enough to 
give him an Incentive to save. ■ This 
would have made no burden of inter- 
est, the taxes, insurance and repairs 

■ would be much less than on the liighor 

■ priced property, heating and ligliting 
would-be considerably reduced, and he 
would have the satisfaction of owning 
a home. that was unencumbered. 

"With this accomplishment he would 
feel Justified Jn dlspo.^ing of his prop- 
erty at_pcrhaps a fair profit, owing to 
the Increase in value, and buying a 
more cxiienslvo home, He might 
reasonably sell for $1,7.^1), one-third of 
which he could invest In a lot, putting 
the rest into n. house and perhaps as- 
suming a debt of $r,00. In two years 
or thereabouts be could likewise have 
thi.s property clear without having 
been Inconvenienced, and could proh- 
.'Lbly dispo.'je of it for $2.10 advance 
over what I: cost, provided he had 
selected the right neigliborhood. 

If the man then aK])ircd to o\\'nlng 
a $3,000 lionio, lie would be in a po.si- 
tion to do so, witliout assuming tlie 
lieavy liurduu of interest, and wlieu 
lie had the lionic paid for it would 
represent an investment of little more 
than the original cost, hesidps the ef- 
i.fort of acquiring It would not entail a 
burden, nor tako at any ono time an 
undue proportion ot his income. :\iost 
of what he had put In the different 
properties ho .would othorwisc liavo 
paid out in rent, having nothing in the 
end to show for It, while the owner- 
ship stimulated a pride and gave a 
deep satisfaction, and supplied a con- 
stant Incentive for 'paving. 

Buying Without {Money 

But. tliero Is a larger clas.s wliirli 
has hot the 51.000 with wliicli to hn- 
gln. These have been renters ;ill their 
lives, or are new beginners in the 
.'Struggle for a competence, either hav- 
ing- not had opportunity to save, or 
feeling the lack of rosponslblUty char- 
acteristic of the renter, and have Spent 
ilieir incomes as fast aa received. Is 
this class to conlinue to rent and to 
niuko an effort In get enough ahead 
to buy a boon.., or would it bo wiser 
to buy even if only $:iOO or $300 wore 
a\ allal)lo and assume the task of pay- 
ing out? 

Obviously the same principle will 
apply to the man who has loss than 
enough to pay all for- his home. The 
renter who has never saved needs a 
necessity to stimulate him to prac- 
tlco economy. ],ot him bny the 
smallest iiossiblo Immo in which he 
can Idc comforfahle and pro\-|(h' ;imi)le 
room, make It as cos>- as ])(>ssll)le and 
avoid Ihc idea tliat it is belli'r or more 
r(^•^peclal1le to li\-e in a .$,'!. Odd l;(nis(^ 
that sonieiino else owns than In a 
$ 1,000 house that ho owns lilmMeir. 
>'alsi- r'ride, ahovo uU things, .slicmld 
not be alloivcd to enter into Ikimio 
buying. By the time the spondthrift 
renter has paid for a small home, on 
which- ho! assumed ft small burden of 
Interest, ..he ' win j have acquired' the 
habit ofiVavIng, and ho i* then ctuall- 
fled to undertake a little larger task. 



It Is tlio renter who never had a dollar 
In the bank and who suddenly decides 
to buy a $3,000 or $5,000 home, going 
in debt for the whole amount, who 
makes a failure of homo buying. 
The Kind That Succeeds 

There are a good many llrms of real 
estate dealers In town Who have been 
selling cheap lots to railroad and 
street car men, mechanics, and so 
fortli, who have built small houses 
upon thorn.. The builders- rarely made 
as much as $100 a month, .many of 
tliem having salaries of $50:,to $75. It 
is safe to stiy - that there Is' seldom a 
case wlioro these people are sold up 
on account of inability to meet their 
l>ayinents. In tlio north and west ends 
of the city arc to be seen hundreds of 
lots having suuill houses on the rear 
with the front u.sed as a garden 
jiateh, These supply a good propor- 
tion of table supi)lics fo,r at least three 
months in the year. And year liy 
year, the outward and visible sign of 
the owners ha\'ing cleared their i)rop- 
erty Is the erection here ami there ot 
larger houses on the front of the lots, 
the original house being used as a 
leanto, kitclien or outbuilding. I'luis 
without .stinting themselves or sinking 
deeply into debt, these small wage- 
earners gradually become owners of 
attractive homes, unencumbered, and 
increasing In value as the surrounding 
buildings are likewise improved. 

But there is still another class of 
renters which is more diflicult to con- 
vert to the home owncrslilp idea — the 
class that lives in ;ui apartment house 
or the family hotel, and who have an 
inconu) ranging from Jl.'iO tn $i;riO a 
month. This family puts perhaiis one- 
fourth of its income into rent, and 
finds the residue much too small to 
meet the requirements. Tlie bahlt of 
saving has been less aTul less nl)served 
as the income of tlie family increased 
until the expenditures arc always an- 
ticipating the income. There is no 
Class which flnds saving such, a hard- 



AVhatovcr a home owner says about 
the luxury of owning his dwellingj ho 
is never willing to become a reenter 
again. 

Tiierc is bound to be some sacrifice 
in paying for a homo, as everything 
worth while entails sacrifice. But if 
nothing else could bo said in Us fa 
vor, leaving sentiment and satlsfac 
tion out of the (luestion, this sa<;rllico 
is about the only thing that will 
counteract tlie natural profligate spir- 
it of expenditure, characteristic oC the 
average renter, who feels no respon- 
sibility, and luis no definite purpose 
for which to save. 

An argument that is used in favor 
of buying -higher priced property than 
one's income would justify is that the 
increase , in value would soon enable 
the purchaseifrtb; sqll at an advancie,' 
which 'would reap him a large profit.' 
This course has been followed in 
Winnipeg to a large extent, but it is 
not one.tliat can be recommended. The 
risk is inereasiugly greater every 
year, and ;iny one of a dozm causes 
nniy force the purcjiaser to the wall 
while he is waiting for a chance to 
rcali;'.e on his investment, while at the 
s;ime time he Is pinching himself by 
meeting heavier payments than he can 
afford. .\t tile same lime, there is n 
doubt that the man who bu.vs in ; 
sullici(uitly small way to avoid oni 
harassment is fully justiliod in leav- 
ing tile ranlvi of the renters, notwitli- 
slaudiug tl;r! high price of property 
and huildintr.

Miiiiv vahialilc pliotii),'raiili.s have been 
lust or ilwtrovi'il liccausi; of earclcys 
Inuidlhu;, or the sollhi;; and hrenkiiif; of 
the mount 'ironi tlic pa^Jiagc of time. 
Then, too, tli" lihootos nuule tmliiy lU'e 
niounted on larfc'o cards unlit to be plac- 
ed in the family album. In this way 
tUcy become soiled with handliug or 
specked with Insects In tlie sumuict. ■ The 
face of nlmoat every jdioto muy be 
easily cleaned with ii little care. 
, -There arc two kinds of ciiiulfilon coat- 
ing, n collodion surface and a Rclatlue 
.surface. The (-ollodion surface may he 
told In this way: wci the top of your 
linger ami apply it to a corner of the 
ludiil: If it (Iocs not stick, your 'print Is 
a lollodioii .surface, and may be,caBlIy 
washed. Wet a soft dotU, . and gently 
w,-ish the face of the print, being careful 
nut lo wi-t the card, as net all carda will 
vtaiiil being wet. This will remove all 
dU'-t or llv spcck.s, ami yon will lie sur- 
iii-lsed at 'the bri,'.,-litucss of the rosiilt. 

If the .s-urfai'c of the photograph feels 
.sticky to touch it won't do to clean it 
with water, but get some pure alcohol. 
Wet: a cloth with It and gently rub ac: 
ros3 the face of tliu iirint; It removes 
all foreign sul liiauces. Don't ruli as. yon 
would in acruhlilii^' tlic porch, liut don't, 
be afraid to riih biiskly. There Is u 
liappy iiu'diuni. 

It vou have n idclure with the mount 
liadly" soiled aud ■ hrokcn, the best tiling 
to do i« to rcniouut It. -Uet a pan of 
clear water; a 'large gronlte ,pau .|s,s.bcst, 
and one entirely free frotri grease,' tho 
water nuisf be'eolii; Tliri)W yOur photo- 
graiihs In here face down, ami let them 
sojik; It won't hurt them; It i.s just 
what vour plioto^jrajihcr would do. After 
a leugili ot time, depending on thickness 
ot mount ami kind of paide used, the 
iplclnre will separate from the mount. 

N<iw take a clean piecl^ of ^lass, an 
old window glass or a clean mirror will 
do; see that It Is well cleani''d. Lay 
vour prints face a,'4ainst the glass and 
Vover the haUks wUli llhrary paste 
while they arc still wet. Lift from tiie 
glass and place on new mount. l!uh 
gently down wilh soft cloth. Uon't put 
on too much paste, tis It will press out 
on 'the mount, - but' rub In well what is 
put .on. Place tJie remounted phot oh 
whore thoy will dry without being mo 
Warm, nnd be carcfnl not to let auythlug 
come in contact with face while drylUK, 
If the mount is heavy the print will 
not curl when dry, luil If the picture 
ilocr^n't drc sirnlgliL It will be lu'ccssary 
to place It uiiiler u lii'nvy weislil when 
perfcctiv ilrv. li will take from an 
hiiiir to half a day to tlioroiv.,'hly dry the 
pictures Homeslead.

I admit the 
diiUciitty :ea,used. by ,ttho^ attitude of the 
Liberal party, but we 'cannot doubt the 
dcsiro of the present government to go 
as far as tlioy can to meet the wislies 
of the colonics. As Lord Mllner has 
pointed out, tlio government are in no 
way committed to oppose a reduction 
of existing taxation in favor of tho 
colonies. They 'might, th'us give a pref- 
erence to all the colonies except Can- 
ada, and a restoration of tho registra- 
tion duly on corn, the preferential ad- 
mi.sslon of which would of cour.se bring 
Canada and-, India :}nto'^the .'scheme,, 
would' In' no way conflict with tho' prin- 
ciples o'f free"'trado as Peel, Gladstone, 
and members of the present government 
liavo understood and approved of them. 
Nor would the Interests of the con- 
sumer bo prejudiced, for It Is a curious 
fact that the price of wheat was great-

the United Kingdom and of the whole 
Empire, to appreciate the •undlminish" 
ed vigor with which the flgliit is still, 
being waged and the steady advance 
that has been made. 

In 1892 the second congress of Cham- 
bers of Commerce of the Empire re- 
jected by a large majority p,fter two 
days' debate the preferential resolu- 
tion which I had the privilege of mov- 
ing, and which Sir Donald A. Smith 
(now Lord Strathcona) seconded. It 
called for "a slight (iiffcrentlal duty by 
tho Imperial and Colonial governments 
in favor of the home productions 
against the imported foreign article." 
Two years later, In lSO-1, the Colonial 
Conference held at Ottawa, with Lord 
Jersey as the representatiye.'-pf ' .the 
Imperial government, pronounced in 
favor of mutual prefnrentlal trndn be- 
tween the United Kingdom and tlie col- 
onies. Again in 1S96, when I was 
prime minister of GanadBf the, question 
was made one of the most Important 
issues In my appeal to the electors. 

Tlie sequel Is instructive and suggest- 
ive. Mr. Laurier (now the Klght Hon, 
Sir 'Wilfrid Laurier), the. leader of the 
opposition, publicly declared himself to 
be as strongly in favor of mutual pref- 
erential trade as I was, and from lliat 
time It ceased to be an Issue in Canada, 
where all parties are united i« its sup- 
port. Few as the remaining years of 
my life must bo, I hope to see the day 
wlien the same may be said of tho 
United Kingdom. 

The enacln.i. nt of the Canadian pref- 
erence followed, ;uk1 the abrogation of 
tlie Belgian and German treaties 
brought tho question within the im- 
perial arena. By his budget of 1901 Sir 
Michael Hicks-Beach restored the reg- 
istration duty of one sliilling per liun- 
dredweight on imported corn, and 
thereby enriched the ^Itlsh treasury 
by nn Increased revenue of 2% millions 
sterling without a Kiiggostlon of Incon 
veniencc to the Brilisli roiisumer. The 
Canadian offer of ltt02 followed. At 
the Colonial Conference of that year 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier and :\lr. Fielding, 
the finance minister, offered to increase 
tho preference of 33 1-3 per . cent ac- 
corded to the United Kingdom if Can- 
ada were exempted from the rogistni- 
tlcn duties and any similar fnlui-e du- 
ties, and stated that if this modicum of 
response to Canada's, preference were 
refused, Canada would feel at liberty 
, to review the whole question. "U^e linow 
i liow, in till.' absence of .Mr. Clianibcrlaiii 
in South Africa, Mr. Ritchie, as chnn- 
cellor of the exchequer, Induced tho 
British Cabinet' to "neglect Canada's of- 
fer .and repeal the duties. 

Then It w.-is tlmt Mr. C'hamliorlni-ii 
In his historic speech at Birmingham 
on the 16th of May, 1902, committed 
himself Irrevocably to tho policy of 
preference and resigned Ills high.ofllce 
in tlie ministry, tlial ho might mp're; 
effectively advocate wliiil ho kne\V 'to 
be essential to tho unity ol>tho empire. 
Severe Illness, the result of his Hercu- 



the revenue would enable the govern- 
ment to meet the demand o.f Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier quite consistently with their 
principles. : ; ■' • ~ 

Moreover, ' dlsdrfmiriatlo^ 'between 
"foreign" and "colonial" Is not new in 
the fiscal relations of Colony and Moth- 
er Country. I do not now refer to tho 
tariff preferences of Corn. Law day.s, 
but to tlio acceptance of the principle 
by both Llbej'al and Unionist chancel- 
lors of tiie exoiiequer bi bur own time. 
When Sir ■ Michael Hicks-Bcach, as 
chancellor of the exchequer, brought in 
;i bill to increase from 2s. Gd. to lO.s. 
the tax on securities, we, the represen- 
tatives of the self-goverhlng-colonioH, 
waited upon him ahd pointed out tliai 
tlie loans wore used to develop jiortions 
of tho empire, and he .amended the bill 
by exempting the colonies from that 
additional taxation — thus establishing 
discrimination In favor of the colonies, 
and In doing so removing the stigma 
froni tho act vv^hlch characterized col- 
onists as foreigners. Again when Sir 
'^VIIIi^m Ilari'ourt brouftht in his mess- 
ago Increasing tlie succes.sirni duties, 
the representatives of tho colonies, after 
two lengthy interviews, succeeded in 
Inducing him to amend the bill in re- 
spect to colonists domiciled in Great 
llrltain providing that only tlie bal- 
•ance after deducting tho colonial duty 
sliould bo claimed. It was moreover 
declared that no writ for the collection 
of tliese taxes should run in a British 
colony. 

It lias been suggested in authoritative 
quarters that the admission of tho 
principle of preference 'would be the 
thin edge of the wedge. I have shown 
that the principle has alrearly been ad- 
mitted by both Liberal and Conserva- 
tive statesme'ii, and Is nov,- a part of 
the law of Jilngland. May I also urge, 
as others have urged, that there is an- 
other wedge with a thtn end— a wedge 
that Is calculated to drivo the colonies 
further from the United Kin.gdom in a 
commercial sense, and nearer to tlie 
foreigner, whose natural aim it Is to 
displace more and more the British 
manufacturer aTid artisan? ' It'is need- 
less to do more than quote the fornuU 
announcement made In the Canadian 
senate 'so recently as tho 11th of April 
last' by :iir Tllcli.'ird Cartwrlglit, acting 
l>rinic minister in tho absence of Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier. Ho then declared that 
"after thg Imperial' Conference, Can- 
adian ministers would take tho oppor- 
tunity to niii)roaeli several Eiiroi>eaii 
coantrles in an endeavor lo imiji-ove 
trade relations. Tills would be tho lirst 
use of the recently passed Intermediate 
tariff." Tho effect of the Intermediate 
tariff enactment Is twofold. It permits 
Cii'iiadian ministers to negotiate and 
conclude reciprocity with foreign mi- 
tiouH without recourse to the agency 
of tho Imperial government, and oven 
vvlthput ;referenfi6 'to tl^e|r. own parlia- 
'iM6tjt£l;atid|^|;::^^ admits 
'thec'e-.fo.relkn'" nation's^ part , of tho 
preference >n Canadian markets, now 
enjoyed- by the United : Kingdom. 



Moreover, It Is more, thfin inconceivable 
that in theicfjtir^jfof^ with 
the astut« " irihustdai' ■■'rivals of ■ tho 
United Kingdom, Canada may be led so 
lo tlx and limit the iiiarglii of BrltLsli 
preference us lo bur the way to any 
further , arrangement of- mutual pref- 
erono'e' 'vvlthln tho empire. 

Need more bo said to prove the 
danger of the policy of drlj't'.' Is it 
conceivable that, with thcnu; ijcrfectly 
natural dovolopuionta (^f Colonial com- 
mercial policy staring her in the face, 
tho Mother Country will iiorslsl in lier 
refusal of reciprocity',' In tlie words 
of Brofesor Fuchs, "U must be soon or 
It will bo for over too late." 

Passing to luiother of lln; main sub- 
.lects of imperial il i.senssion, iiamidy, 
the constitulloii and pm'petuallon of 
tho Imperial Conference, 1 llud myself 

Ui .SLlu.ii..lil.iai .i,.;ii;i:iiiulll. IVRil \\ i.'al 1 
conceive to b^i iiio view:) <jf Canadian 
Mlnlstcr.s. Tho term "ijunncil" is 
liable to niisconslriicticin as apijlied to 
a body which does no more than con- 
fer, and has no ca'ciitlvu functions, 
and 1 cannot see wlij' anyone slionld 
ob,|ect to the word "( 'i.-.uference." It is 
essentially an Imperial Conference in- 
asmucli as the Colonies are invited liy 
the Imperial Govornnient to confer 
with them. Nor can 1 sop any valid 
objection to. Sir Wilfrid Laurlor's claim 
th^t other members of. his Gbvornment 
should, take part in tho conference 
with the full status of membership. 
The object of tho conference, is ob- 
obvlously a discussion ■ t>etween the 
Imperial and Colonial governraonts in 
onler to arrive at results on Important 
questions botwoon them. I'ho presence, 
therefore, of important members oi 
his government would enable the 
Prime Minister of each Colony to act 
with more conlldenco and arrive nt re- 
sults which would otherwise liavc to be 
postponed. They arc all sworn mem- 
bers of government, and their presence 
as raeiniiers of the conference can only 
bo lienoliclal. I canot indeed see why 
all the members of tho Imperial gov- 
ernment and all the members of the 
Colonial governments sliouid not be 
nieiiibor.s of the Imperial Conference. 
The question of voting does not arise, 
and If and when It does arise it can be 
settled by tlio conference itself. 

I am also in agreement witli Sir 
Wilfrid L:uirier in the attitude of op- 
position lie la as.sumcd to talie up re- 
Jjjiccting tho active agitation carried 
on for some time in favor, ostensibly, 
of effecting the continuity of tho con- 
ference, during tho intervals between 
it$'*'frt^etings.~ >The appointment of a 
poTihtiherit commission in London ha.s 
been advocated for "the following rea- 
sons; :r 

"After a' few crowded weeks of ac- 
'tlvlty Its members'' (I.e. 'the members 
of tho conference) separate and tho 
organisation remains In" ''abeyanco for 
several years. During these years Im- 
perial auestions which may bo delicate 
and even critical may arise from time 
to time, and no speci.'U and adequate 
machinery set up for discussing them 
or even enquiring' into tliem can be 
resorted to... But no- guarantee exists 
for tho full and, regular exchange' of 
opinion on any question by the di- 
vision of tho Empli'eMnterosted therein 
There is no such thing as a depart- 
ment of tho Empire la which English 
and Colonial knowledge, experience and 
thinking power can meet to e>?amine 
Imperial problemst'ahd" c6-opera.te to 
solve them." 

Those and many more or loss similar 
fallacies have been constantly reiter- 
ated. If they were not fallacies the 
condition of communication between 
tho Imperial and Colonial governments 
has been and is deplorable indeed. 

I propose to state, briefly some of. the 
facts, within my own knowledge which' 
show -the- inaccuracy, of these sta'tb- 
m^pt^?' ,,Tfeie selfrsoverning I Colonies 
haye 'for .many, years j>past .beont repre- 
sented In'' London ,by Agents-General 
or High ..Commissioners who^ with a 
staff of able men under them have 
maintained communication between 
t!ie imperial and Colonial goveru- 
nients, 

I liad tho honor of representin.g 
Ctmaela as High Commissioner, for 
thirteen years. lJuring lliat time tliore 
were si^voral change's of government 
here, and I am bound to sa.v that 
wlilchcver gevei'iiaient was in 
power tlio repn!seiitatlv<\s of the 
Colonl.al governments received the 
prompt and attentive consideration 
from not only the Colonial Jlinlster of 
the day but all the otln-r ministers 
Inchnllng tlio Friine :\Iinlster. when- 
ever tlie occasion rcfpiired us to com- 
munioate with them. If it wore a mat- 
ter affecting one Colony, it was dealt 
witli by the reiiresentatix'o of tliat 
C'olony, but If It v.-ere .a question affect- 
ing tlic other coInnii'S us well, all tlie 
cnlotil.'il representatives met at tlie 
Canadian oirjce and liaving agreed on 
the lino to bo taken we wont in a 
body to the Secretary of State for tin.' 
Colonies, or where tlie (luestion affect- 
ed another department an Interview 
would be arranged for us there. 

It Is of vital importance at this mo- 
ment of suggested, changes to bear 
these pertinent facts in mind. Tlie 
purpose In view in tho formation of 
a new and permanent Commission has 
for many years been practically ac- 
complished thi'ough existing channels 
witll a signal alisence of friction and a 
signal nie:isuri> of success. Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier and otliin- cDlonial ministers 
have pointed to one Instance and an- 
other in British diplomacy In which 
Colonial Interests have not been sulli- 
clently safeguarded. U woulrl need 
more space than I lirn'e at command 
to luialyse ea(di of these cases, i,„i n 
may be stated as .a. gmieral i)roj)o.si- 
tlon tiiat in not a few of them otlier 
Influences and in some of them Colon- 
ial influences •■iiid the .aetion of C'olon- 
ial niinlstiTs tinniselves nnist liear 
their sliare rif tho responsibility of 
subseiiuent .failure. It is doubtful if 
an.s' i)ermanent council or commission 
slttln.g In fjonilon would have bettered 
the result, lint It Is I'erlalii that the 
result woidd in e.acli of tho matters oC 
Cidoni.al eoniiilaiiit have been most 
ni.ateriiUly and beneficially affected had 
full and free uso been made of ilio ex- 
isting means of direct and conlldon- 
tlal relations between the Imperial and 
Colonlali'Govornments. ■ • ■• 

I wlllvglve:;'ia,' few;'bf the: illustrations 
that have come under my Immediate 
observation. 

W'lien my predecessor, tlie late Sir 
.'\. T. Gait, was high commissioner, 
tho government of Canada ajiplied to 
tho Imperial governinent to arningi! 
for bis presence at negotiations with 
foreign govornmeiits relating to Can- 
adian trade '.I'he reiiuest was refused. 
Upon my succi'sslon to the high com- 
mlBslonershlp, I took the question up 
with tho - governpient hero, with tho 
result that I was appointed by her 



Majesty to negotiate In conjunction 
with .Sir Chire Ford, a treaty between 
Sjialn niid Canada, and Lord Salis- 
bury's instructions wore that the neg- 
otiations sliould 1)0 coiulucted by the 
CaiKidlaii liigli conimissloner with all 
the aid that the Britisii Ambassador 
could give Tho right to negotiate 
commercial treaties by the autono- 
mous Colonies was thus established. 

Lord Hosebory as Foreign Minister, 
save similar' Instructions when Lord 
Dufferln and I were appointed plenip- 
otentiaries 1 by ,;he'r,,r]Vl!lJesty •■ to negoti- 
ate the Prancb.rCanadlitn; Treaty which 
was Hubsoquenlly'ratinedby the French 
cliambers and the ' Canadian parlia- 
ment. 

As far back as 1890— that Is, seven 
years Ixiforo the Canadian preference — 
the representatives of all tho colonics 
urged upon tho Iiuperial government 
the abrogation of the Uelgian and 
German treaties, and were assured 
that tiioy woukl be modiaod on tlio 
lirst opportunity that offered. At the 
Colonial Conforonco of 1S97 and at tho 
instance of Mr. Chamberlain all the 
colonies united in a resolution, and, 
as wo know, the treaties- were subse- 
quently abrogated. Agiiln' the demand 
of the colonial representatives that the 
law preventing mutual trade arrange- 
ments' between " the AU8tralla,n gov- 
ernments should be repealed was com- 
plied with. , , 1 

At the International conference held 
at Paris for the protection of submar- 
ine cables. In whlcli twenty-live Bow- 
ers took part, 1 was appointed to re- 
present (.;anada, and I was clothed 
witll as independent an authority as 
the Ambass.'ulur who represeni<:d Ger- 
iiiuny. Indeed, on one inuiortant point 
I felt It my duty as the representative 
of Canada to vote with certain ot the 
foreign Powers against tho whole ot 
the British dolegation. Moreover all 
the representatives of tho colonies In 
London tool,-, part In the International 
Custi:)nis t-'onferenco hold at Brussels, 
and tho International Posta.1 and other 
conferences. Noi: is' it tp b.o forgotten 
that the position of the colonial rep- 
resentatives was recognized In most 
effective ■miilner 'at- the time of tiu; 
Colonial- 'tind Indian exhibition oi 
1886. The colonial representatives 
were made members of the Koyal 
Commission of whlcii his Majesty 
(then Prince of W'ales) was the ex- 
ecutive-president and was untiring in 
his personal devotion to the worl^ ot 
administration. The financial results 
of the exhibition were most gratifying; 
six millions ot peojjlc visited it, and 
it broiiglit a new revelation of Col- 
onial resources and ijotentialities. 

I have already referred to the ef- 
fective intervention of the colonial 
reiiresentatives with successive Chan- 
collurs of the Exchequer in regard. to 
the tax on securities and the Inci- 
dence of the succession duties. Many 
other lllustraUons might be given of 
the close contact between the Colonial 
and Imperial- -administrations wlUich 
is aaorded'nhro'ugh tho medium ot 
the colonial high commissioners and 
Agents-General. Tho subjects in res- 
pect of tho co-operation has been 
thus effected or promoted Include tho 
addition of colonial securities to., tne 
Trust fund list, tho Pacldc cable, Uio 
Imperial recognition of the Canadian 
mail routo to the Far East, and many 

'"lt'"is peculiar genius of tho . Brit- 
isii race to build upon what has gone 
before, lo broaden down f.l'om. prece- 
dent 10 precedent, and the .foregoing 
Illustrations of the usefulness of. tlie 
nuichincrv we already possess_^surely 
ctu-ry their own moral. In this.Revlew 
of February, 1SS5, that far-sighted 
statesman, Mr. W. E. Forster, said: 

"Lord Grey has repeated m the 1 au 
.Mail Gazette the suggestions^^ which 
ho made In this Review in IS, 9, viz 
the appointment of the agents ot ti e 
colonies as Privy Councillors and their 
constitution as a board of advice to 
assist the cabinet I'lid especially to 
'the colonial secretary in , tho manage- 
ment of colonial affairs; and Lord 
Lorno has deliiied this suggestion and 
given e:a'ellent arguments in support. 
It would bo diliicult to find any pro- 
po-^al supiiorted by so great a weight 
ef experience as tliis .-igreement be- 
tween the veteran minister.^ who hiis 
an unmatched experience ot the Col- 
onial Ullico, tind tlie man who has just 
returned from successful government 
of our largest colony." 

The late Lord Tliring, Who •■ spoko 
Willi peculiar authority, in ht?^)rochure 
on the "Consolidation of tho British 
liinipire," said, "The direct interven- 
tion of a colony may be secured by 
elevating the position ot an Agont- 
(ieneral to one more akin to that of a 
foreign State and giving him a laclllt.j; 
of access to the British government. 

Having during four years rejireseiil- 
ed Canada as high commissioner wlido 
I at the same time held a seat in the 
Canadian cabinet, I found in discuss- 
ing matters with tlie Imperial govern- 
ment tho additional weiglit to my rep- 
resentations from the fact that I was 
not only a representative of tho C:ui- 
adlan government but also a menibei 
of it. Would it not be to the obvious 
and great advanttige of all parties con- 
cerned if the olllces of tho high com- 
,„i<sloners .jf Canada, Australia, Now 
Zealand, and South Africa when con- 
lederated wcro made departments of 
their respective Colonial governments 
and held by members of their rcspe- 
Jtlvo cabinets?' I see that |li'^,f"f;P»- 
tlon is one that commends if to 
Lord Milner after his long and bi - 
llant career as a Proconsul. ]'oi o'^- 
vious reasons tho connexion of these 
great outlying portions ot tho Lm- 
pire with the Mother Country niusd 
he dhdomtitle and to be successlul of 
the most secret and conlidontinl char- 

'"^The conference composed of all the 
members of all the cabinets includ ng 
tlie high coinmissioners could employ 
anv experts they desired to collect 
or 'collate iiifnrmation on any .'fliecial 
suiiject, and looking at the suggestion 
;,s a whnlt., I fail to see In what way 
the continuity of the proceedings ot 
the conference could be.'moro- lOffec- 
tiveiv carried on. . 

There remains the„auestIon of de- 
fence It la Icrfbwn that from the out- 
set I have felt" tlie'' interests of (.an- 
ada and the true' Interests of the Em- 
pire ' to be ^opposed to the demand for 
cblonlar "contributions to the Imperial 
navy ■ ■ Those loudest in tliat demand 
admit that a voice in adnilnlstr.it ion 
by the colony contributing Itii essent ial 
and all tho naval experts concur In the 
opinion that any division of authority 
would bo fatal. 

But this is not for one moment to 
say that each colony should not ('on- 
tributo to the extent of Its ability to 
I lie defence of llni Empire I hold 
strongly that It should, and, I main- 
tain that Canada htis discharged that 
duty In the manner most conducl'Vo 
to imperial Interests. 

It Is essential to make quite clear 



what is a colon.N 's duty In this matter 
of Imperial ded'ence l.Tpoii tlKit point 
tltero is no greater authority than tlie 
Uukc of Devonshire, who, when tlie 
Imijerial government appointed a cul- 
onial defeiicd committee, was' placed 
at Its head. When the Duke delivered 
his Inaugural address as President of 
the British Empire League, lie laid 
down In tho most ex cathedra manner 
the relative duties of the Imperial and 
the Colonial governments In regard to 
tire defence , of the Empire. Hero are 
his words, 'and they are vital to the 
present discussion: 

"A body Is now In existence — has 
been for many years in existence — 
called tlio i:,"olonial Defcdice. Committee, 1 
composed of rojiresontatives of the ..\d-! 
n'.lralty. the War Ollico, ami the Col- 1 
oiiial Oflice; that body has nuuie a 
complete study of the uuestlon of col- | 
onial defence as it effects every colon.v| 
of tlie I.h-itisli linipiro. It has studieili 
the (piostion from tiie point of view 
of each colony; and every colony, 
whether, it .bo ,a Crown colony or a 
self-governlnir colony, is how in iioss- 
esslon of the-'VleWs 'of her Majesty's 
government as to the naturo of tho 
attack — the possible attack— to which 
any of them may be exposed, and as 
to the moans of defence which k is 
possible to oppofo to such attack. 
Every colonial government now knows 
what tho Imi'erial government is pre- 
pared to unilDiake in their d'.'renee, 
and v.'hat inus! be left to tiiemselves 
to uiidertaifj. Xow, although tlii; in- 
structions to tills coinmiLtee, and tue 
lilaiis which this coininitle'e has ore- 
pared, are, and niu.st )je, to a very 
great extent, of a contide'ntial charac- 
ter, yet 1 am permitted to make a 
public announcement of tho print iplcs 
upon viiicU. twOiio <>jau.-t ■a:.\ U.VdJd; so 
tnat not only the public at homo, luit 
every one" of , our i&olbnial fellowisub- 
jects, should kho>v how much it is that 
the igoyernment,are -prepared tp under- 
take: in tho defence, of the colonies, 
and 'the duties v/bich In their turn 'they 
think ouglit to Ijo undertaken by tlie 
colonies themselves. Those principles 
a.'^ a'i follows: Tito maintenance of 
sea supremacy has been assumed us 
in- basis of the system of lmin;:ial 
Defence against attack over the sea. 
Tills is the determining factor in sl.up- 
ing the wlndo deu-i sive pcjlley of the 
Kmi)ire, and is fidiv recogni^ied Ijy the 
Admir.'iltj', win l.ave accented tlie res- 
ponsibility of j.roiec ting ail Britisii 
teritory abroad against organized in- 
va.=;lon from t'le .sea." 

This speech was made in the Guild- 
hall on the ard of iJeceniber, ISOU, and 
provides llie foundation of Imperial 
Defence policy. On the 20tli ,of the 
following April, the Duke delivered an 
address tO;, the British^ Emplrp.JJeague 
at Bastbburne in whtch^!ba:iald:R' 

"We''have:,undertalieni' we)'ara under- 
taking,' a.iid -we- shall , -I, belie've, continue 
to undertake -.and-. mathtahi' our? navy 
so as to ' be of siifflclent -strpnsrth^ not 
only to defend our own Island, but all 
our possessions in every part of tho 
world. But wo cannot undertake to 
provide for tho land defences of our 
colonies, especially i when. '.they attain 
the dimonslons of the Australian col- 
onies." . - . 

Now I ask In what regaru lias Can- 
ada, failed to discharge tho duty al- 
lotted to her by the Colonial Defence 
Committee of tho British government, 
and witll tho president of that commit- 
tee stated he had been permitted to 
announce, to, the. W0"rld as the w.ell con- 
sidered ahi4;.iettlgd' .jpolicy bf the Im- 
perial gbve'rrimeht? ' 

Canada protects her flsherles by her 
own cruisers, and 'When the Imperial 
government expressed,, a v/lsh to bo 
relieved, of the. expense of maintain 
ing the s'tmtegib points at the bar 
bors of •. Halifax : and -Esqulmalt, the 
Canadian' government, at once- relieved 
them.*, "of A.that large expenditure 
amounting to £185,000 per annum, and 
assumed It themselves. The Empire 
can be best defended by strengthening 
Its weakest part. Vvliat did tlio Hon. 
Elihu Root, the secretary of State of 
tlie United Stales, say a few weeks 
ago at Ott.awa'.'' "It is fall fortj- years 
since I paid my first visit to Canada. 
During that time what wonderful 
things we liave seen. AVo hare seen 
feeble, ill-compacted, seiiarato depen- 
dent colonies growing into a great and 
vigorous nation." It is pertinent to 
ask by what means and whoso 
charge tliat great change has been 
brought about. 

Tho Canadian history of the past 
four decades is . full of reminders of 
tho difficulties which had to.be over- 
come In the pursuit of the policy from 
which Canada and the Empire at largo 
are now reaping such ample fruit. As 
recently as 1880 the Hon. Edward 
Blake, then leader of the Opposition to 
Sir .lohn Macdonald's government, 
moved a resolution in tlie Canadian 
House of Commons to compel tlie 
government to yuspend the construc- 
tion of the railway on the eastern side 
of the Kocky Mountains, and implored 
the House not. to ruin Canada for the 
sake of It), 000 wliite jieoplc in JSritish 
Columbia. He had the justilicalioii 
that the line of railway as then located 
did not 'iniersoct any community of 
100 whlto men from Ontario to the 
Pacific ocean. 'Yet .in six years .from 
that date Canada had an unbroken 
line of rail communication from Hall- 
fax on the Atlantic to "Vancouver or 
the Paclflc. "What was then a desert, 
the abode of Indians and wild animals, 
has become one of th'e world's grar 
firles and last yc:\v yielded a revenue 
to the Canadian P.'icilic Railwaj- com- 
pan.v of over sixty-one million dollars, 
'fwo other transcontiiienliU railways 
are now being vigorously prosecuted, 
while (Janada .a.s u wliole has today a 
larger mileage of railway per head .of 
Inn- ])Opula.tioii than the l.Tnlli.'d .States 
and litis year will add 7,000 miles more 
to that already constructed. 

l!larl Grey, the distinguished gover- 
nor-general, said at a banquet given 
to liiin in Winnipeg, "You have this 
year raised In ^Manitoba,. Saskatche- 
wan, and Alberta, ninety million bush- 
els of wheat, and ho would bo a bold 
man who'- wotildiyenture the statement 
that you have ribt ton acres of equally 
good land left for one that stipplled 
those ninety million bushels." Hun- 
dreds ot thousands of hiirdy settlers 
are annually pouring into that coun- 
try, which will soon ' become the 
world's greatest food reservoir; and it 
is no vain Iioast lo say that the child 
i is already born who will live to see 
|(','inada. furnisli happy Britisii homes 
1 for a.s large ii, population its Great 
i Britain now possesses. 
I So much has already been aeconi- 
jdislied in the cre-itioii of a virile and 
cDinpnet IBritisii eominunlty in .Can- 
.-ida, and tho worlc of national'. aiid.Im- 
perlal upbuilding still goes oh. ■ ' ' ' . , 

That accomplished BOldlcr, Lord 
Dundonald, doUvered an address at 
the Canadian club In Ottawa, a few 
years ago, In which he outlined a sys- 
tem "Of citizen soldiery In all Its de- 



(alLs; a system which, ho declared^ 
woidrl when completed enable Canada 
to defend, herself against even the 
United States. This policy is being 
steadily pursued by the . in-esent gov- 
ernment. Canaillans rejoice that the 
utnio.st good feeling exists between tho 
two nations who divide tho North' 
American' continent, and Iiopo that 
good feeling will ever continue, but 
thO' ability, to -defend Is the, first ._elo- 
ment^.of .hatlonar life. It ; fai^ia-'^iepvB.- 
nant to every free man — andj-Canada 
Is a land of free men— ^to be obliged to 
fee! that ho owes the security of his 
property, his liberty, and his life, to 
the good nature of a foreign country. 

In view of those facta am I not Jus- 
tilied in saying that In no portion of 
the British Emplro has more been 
done to strengthen Us weakest part' 
than in C.'inada'.' 

Need T further remind yoti that dur- ■ 
lug tlie unhappy Transvaal war, Can-- 
ada contributed 8,000 men to the sup- 
port of the British arms. Tho quarrel' 
was not of Canada's making; no part 
of any resultant material benefit could 
possibly bo hers; but the Motherland 
was Involved and the cause of BmiJIre: 
was iniperllled, and that -was - eriougb. 
In the course of. the year 1899 it was 
my good fortune to address fiftyt'six 
huge luoolings In Canada, ''ext'endilig 
from Sydney in the east to 'Victoria 
on the Pacific coast, and In every one 
there were clieers to the echo of the 
statement tliat when parliament met 
I would move that tho entire cost of 
tli.'it force should be paid by Canad'a. 
Only the action of the Prime Minister 
in laying on the table of the House 
evidence that the Imperial government ^ 
would not permit Canada to pay tho 
wliole cost prevented mo from red'oem- 
liig that pledge and doing what an/> 
overwhelming majority of the Cana- 
dian people would have desired.' .'When 
a motion was made in the House- ! of- 
Commons disapproving of the '• aid 
given by Canada In that struggle, after 
an eloquent speech by Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier only throe votes in a House' 
of 215 members could bo found In sup- ' 
port of tho motitfii. Such indeed was 
the national spirit tiiat a wealthy 
Canat'lan friend who will not alloW 
me to disclose his name enabled me 
to Insure tho lives and limbs of the 
first contingent of a thousand men to - 
the extent of a million dollars, and / 
forty thousand dollar.s were' subse-'j 
quently paid to the sufferers undfe'r;! 
that insurance. .Three hundred thous-.' 
and dollars , were subscribed and paid' 
In addition-' oiit.-'oC the Minto Fund-'tO" 
the other sufferers. " 

Remembering all this, who will ven- 
ture to say that Canada has failed in 
her duty to the Empire? And by the 
past tho future may bo confidently 
forecast. 

Mr. Balfour told a vast audlonoo in 
tho Albert liall last month that ho 
would have the British people think 
of tho self-governing communities of 
tho Em.plrc as a family, and the par- ■ 
allel is true. May I, as one who has 
spent a lifetime in the public service 
of tho senior ■ member of that family 
outside the United Kingdom, be.aUoW.- 
ed: to claim that in her own sphere- 
and In respect especially of irade .and-'; 
defence, Canada has.'^donp what In her ^ 
lies to realize theifamily;Mdeel?.-'Indoed 
did not , all the -Colohies, receive . the 
other day from the greatest- colonial 
administrator of modern times — I re-.' 
fer to Mr. Chamberlcttn — his testimony 
to the fact that If the union of the 
Britisii Empire is now brought -«vithli) 
tho range of practical politics "this 
great development we owe mora to 
the sister states than we do to our- 
selves. Thoy," he added, in his letter 
of tho 13th of April, 1907, "have seen 
further and more clearly than we have, 
how necessary it Is that wo should.; 
go forward If wo would not go back.'.! 

Mr, Chamberlain .in pj^nning v.,thati 
testlmbiiy miiiy iierhap'B'.i.tiave;; liai^ jijlii* 
mind , the undoubted ' fact. ? that :;' tlie' 
spontaneous ' support ,. glven-i-'.-to -,- the

Wc live In mov- 
ing times; the Issues of today are of 
the gra'\''est i^nport;, and If the -Col- 
onial Conf^rence.of ISOThasdoneiibth- 
Ing else 'it has, evinced"' the deep anxl-. 
ety of the. , men pf our.;. blood overseas 
who share with, the British people; 
what Lord Rosebery has called . the 
title-deeds of tho race that nothing 
shall now be done and nothing now 
be left undone to jeopardise for them 
and their children's children the right 
to share with Sir .Tnlin :\Iacdonald the

Thus, tlio women, clerks receive on an 
average from 450 .to 460 rubles, or 
about $230, while the ,vipmen attend- 
ing at the station are paid only 40 ru- 
bles, or about $19.50, a year, in addi- 
tion to free lodging and a few extras. 

The steai.ier Spoitanc, which sailed 
last week for San Francisco, had as 
passengers a party of tibout sixty 
Australians and Now Zealanders, who 
arrived here a few days ago on the 
.'itoamer ISIanuka, on their way to the 
California port, to look for work. 
Tlicre were li.'ilf a dozen women in tlic> 
party, which included among Its mem- 
bers carpenters, iilasterers and 
plumbers, though for tlio most part 
thoy were unskilled laborers.

As a result of ;a;.form ' of agreement 
submitted ' by 'the .employers ' and rati- 
fied by a reforondum.vote of the lith- 
ographers, the prolonged strike is at 
an end.

'I'lie now paiier will be the first 
and only labor organ in Washington

The movement for the provehtlon of 
consumption is being . accelerated in 
the East, particularly 1" N'ew York 
city, bv the committee .on the spread 
of tuberculosis of the Charily Organi- 
zation isoclety. This is accomplished 
by moans of short talks before the 
trade unions, man.v of them Illustrated 
by storeopticon views. Tlio sacrilico 
of over 10,000 lives in this preventiblc 
disease in New York city every year 
Is to be slopped, if possible, and the 
Unions Intend to hold up the hands 
of the public authorities In their at- 
tempt to stamp out consumption. 
There will be in the future .i more 
vigorous and determined demand for 
thorough-' factory, tenement 'house and 
board of health regultttliins. . 

« ' « * 

-\ most peculiar action has been 
taken by the joint g'Micral committee 
of the Order of Railway Conductors 
and the Brotherhood of Railroad 
trainmen, and- representing air ''emr' 
ployees on the railways- of the Can- 
adian West' from "Fort -William to the 
Pacillc coast. They have sent a 
strong resolution' to the Dominion 
government strenuously opposing the 
proposed legislation by that body hav- 
ing in view the enactment of a law 
making two cents a mile the maxi- 
nnuii rate for passcsnger travel ti\ 
Canada. They stat.^ the\- have in no. 
respect been prompted hy i\ny of the 
ofllclals of llie railways in taking tills 
action, and are apparently' afraid that 
if sueb loclslalion goes into effect they 
would not receive the same consider- 
ation as formerly as regards wages. 

The following Is a summary of the 
Salvation Army work in the Domin- 
ion during the past year. Eleven 
rescue homes are being operated in 
Canada at the present time. During 
the past year thoy received 731 girls 
and women, of whom 33,6 were placed 
In positions and 220 .returned -to their 
parents and . families. A tbtaf of 691 
children were cared for, there being 
an average of 20 In" the' Toronto shel- 
ter all the time. Prison work ha§ 
been carried on as u.sual, and 921 
persons were met on their discharge 
from the Institution In wdilch they 
had been incarcerated, and advised as 
to their future course. Of these 662 
liad been provided with temporary 
employment. Tlie labor bureau had 
also met wdlli success; 4,564 men hav- 
ing been secured temporary or per- 
manent employment through this 
agency, as well -.as '2,902 through the 
men's social ^ branch' of the Army's 
worlv. 



Unions Are Strong 



According to statistics compiled by 
the New I'^ork department of labor 
there are S, 119, 40(1 workers in the 
civilized world who belong to labor 
unions. Of these more than two mil 
lions are credited to the United States, 
which is tlio only country in wlilcli 
definite and authoritative figures can 
be obtained. Tho estimate In tlii.'- 
country Is baaed upon the known fact 
that < there are 1,494,300 member.s of 
the Amerlca.n. E^deratibh 'of Labor 
besides a quarter of a miUlon members 
of the different railway 'orga'nlzattlons 
and a number of other - important, or 
ganlzatlons which do not affiliate with 
the national body. 

Tlio Aiiiericaii i-"ederation of Labor 
embriices ll'J national and internation- 
al unions and 27,000 local unions, liav- 
ing reached this important position in 
the world of labor In about twenty 
six years, its first convention being 
hold in the fall of ISSl. 

Locals Embrace Minor Industries 

In the Chicago Federation of Labor 
alone there are about 440 local unions. 
These unions include not only all the 
principal industries of tlie city but 
such odd trades as chandelier makers, 
coffee roasters, egg inspectors, feather 
duster makers, gold beaters, hair spin 
ners, passementerie makers, tuck 
pointers and front cleaners, -wardrobe 
tenders, end well' drillers. 

Great Britain ranks second In tho 
labor world, and Germany third, tho 
figures for the different countries 
showing number of local unions and 
agregate membership, being shown In 
the following table:

U, S. Leads in -Membership 
In the United States the total num- 
ber of wage earners in the leading in- 
dustries Is given at 5,470,321, nearly 
half of whom belong to trade unions. 
The union members, however, do not 
embrace .more than '3 per cent, of tho 
populatldln, while;- .In Great Britain 
about 4% per cent, of all tho peoplo 
belong to some union or other. The 
per bent, of union moinbers to total 
population Is about the same In Gcr- 
mnny and .-Nustralia. In New /Jealand, 
popularly supposed to be the jiaradise 
of labor, the union membership is less 
In proportion to population than in 
England. 

One of the pioneer unions of this 
country is the journoynien Stonecut- 
ters of Newark, N.J.. which was or- 
ganized May 10, 1834. This union 
claims to be the first to obtain the 
eight hour day, the weekly i^ay s.\s- 
tem and tho nrst to control the laiior 
savinz machinery Introduced In tlieir 
craft, 

During the last' v° few years some 
strange unions have ' been organized. 
In San Francisco before tho earthquake 
there were organized a milkers' union, 
which received a cliarter from tlio fed- 
eration of" laboi-. The 350 mem- 
bers alisolutely controlled the milklnR 
Industry in San I'rancisco, and no 
man had a right to approach a cow 
unless he wore a union button. If the 
cow did not kicl;. the customer did, 
and the label on tiie can had to show 
that the man that did tlie milking was 
iL member of the union.

"Where, when you wanted a smoke, 
you used tho loliacco you had plucked 
from the ivlld ])lant.-i with not a 
tliought of the tobticco trust, and then 
wnipped it in a leaf of a native grass 
without wondering if any poisonous 
chemicals had been used to whiten 
your cigarette iiaper. 

Where you light your cigarette by 
concentrating the , sun's rays ' through 
a piece of brokeii" bottle;^ ^wlthoui 
thinking of tho hard and" unhealthy 
work and poor pdy of the employees 
of • the' mateli factories. 

Nearly' such are conditions In Ta- 
hiti, "the lazy man's paradise." 

W. S. Beattlc, of Portland, has just 
returned from a 40 days' stay on this 
wonderful island. He followed v the 
plan of Robert Louis Stevenson <n 
taking a walk around the Island, eat- 
ing und living with tho natives and 
taking part In their pastimes and 
sports, and so acquired a knowledge 
of their customs not to be obt.-ilned b\- 
years of 'residence In the European 
fashion' at the capital, Papeete. 

Mr. Beattle says the reports of con- 
ditions in Tallin have been in no way 
exaggerated, and iliat their labor is 
more for pastime than any practical 
purpose. 

Thougii this Island has been a 
French colony for 27 years, the Inhab- 
itants have escaped tho fate of most 
native races In-ouglit Into contact with 
the wliites liy ilie wise forethoiigl;t of 
their last king. He allowed the coun- 
tr.v- to be occupied peaceably by tho 
French only on condition that the 
land would always remain in llie pos- 
session of tho native population, ab- 
solutely without tax. This agreement 
the French governmenl has religious- 
ly lived- up to. So, though tho temper 
of the people has been somewhat .soft- 
ened by tho Introduction, of Chriatl- 
aiiity, their manners-, and customs are 
practically the same as before the Isl- 
and was discovered. 

"The Tahltians are a lino people," 
said Mr. Beattle for tho Telegram 
magazine. . "They ai-e large, tall and 
well shaped; Tlieir eyes' are not 
slanted like those; of most "-Polynesian 
and Asiatic races, • but resemble those 
of the Caucasian.- The - nose, though 
slightly flattened, Is not like the Ethi- 
opian's, and- the mouth is finely cut. 
Their ' hair Is coarse, black and 
straight, and as it Is allowed to grow 
long In both sexes, and receives little 
attention beyond being continually 
decked wltli llower.s It does not en- 
h.'ince tlieir beauty In the eyesi of the 
.\meric.'in or European. As shoes are 
almost unkii:iwn, the feet are large 
and tough. The natives usually walk 
over the coral road which nearly sur- 
rounds tho Island, and In many places 
resembles a macadam road before the 
roller has passed over the broken rock. 

Jilr. Beattle has .seen young women 
go 15 or 20 feet up a jialm tree after 
cocoanuts with a.- speed - which would 
put the .beat equipped «llnemati' tb 
shame. 

"As to dress, the p.arean, consisting 
of one and one-fiuartor yards ot large 
ligured calico, forms u, complete suit 
of ciotiies for eltiier sex," said Mr. 
Beattle. 

"Thougii they know nothing of the 
laws of hygiene, they are a remark- 
ably healthy race, elepliantis, called 
by tho natives fa fa, being practical- 
ly the" only disease. The chief symp- 
tom is a swelling up of the logs. 
Hero tho white man has come to the 
rescue, und the French doctors arc 
gradually stamping it out. 

"In spite of reports to the contrary, 
the use of alcoholic drinks Is not com- 
mon, and even In thb use of tobacco 
the Tahltians are temperate. '^hc\" 
make cigarettes by wrapping the leaf 
ot a certain native grass around the 
tobacco, not in the Amerlcah. fashion, 
but in a spiral. Though matches are 
introduced, the natives are", entirely 



idepcndont of them, having several 
other ways of producing lire. 

•"The nathcs have praollcally |io 
imported dishes, the shells of tho pearl 
and other oysters on the shore sufflc- 
ing for their simple wiints. They eat 
with their .fingers, having nothing 
that .takes the place ■ of knives and 
forks. 

"They are passionately fond of 
flowers and usually .have their hair* 
co\-cred with thorn, either separately 
or in wreathes. The women are very 
iklUful in making wicker work." Mr. 
Beattle relates that having obtained 
some fruit from, a • native, sho made 
hlni a basket with which to carry It 
away. 

'"i'iiey are also very fond of sing- 
ing," lio continued. "Native singing 
is called 'hcernany.'; 1 havo seen 30 
or 40 Utttivea sit on tho floor and sing 
for two'or three hours at a time, with- 
out music or words." .1 also saw sev- 
eral kinds of native dances,' with hone 
of which I wasr-famlllar. -One some- 
what resembled a- JWaltz/'but: was very 
much faster." ' ■ • ' • '■ 

Mr. Beattlo began his walk around 
the island March 12: He was accom- 
panied by another man, who gave up 
when ho had" completed about one- 
third of his journey, so the hirgest 
part was done alone. He started in 
the native fashion barefoot, but pru- 
dently carried his slices wltii him to 
imt c)n wiien lie found tlic coral too 
rough. He provided himself with a 
quantity of coin of the realm, but 
tounil little use for it, as feW' of , the' 
natives would accept it. 

A short distance from Papeete they 
came to rapids In a stream somewhat 
larger than usual, whore some natives 
wore , fishing. Their method w'as to 
dive under the • ^vater, reappearing 
wlth'.a' IJsh.'on tho'^^end .'pf." a . spear. 
While thcjf .wei'e"'watchirig.„the fisher- 
men ..five vinatlve... girls/ canve up .for. a 
awlm, leaving on an abbreviated bath- 
ing costume, however, in deference to 
tho wlilte men, and soon were at home 
Jn the water. Thoy beckoned Mr. 
Beattle and his companion to come In, 
which the.v did. but made a very brief 
staj', as a white man Is totally help- 
less in such a torrent. 

Later on thoy came to a hut witli 
bananas hanging In front. The.v tried 
to bu.v some, but the people gave them 
a basketful. Including the basket, and 
refused to take pay. 

Further on they came to a vill.ige 
and were gladly received. A native 
announced the news from house to 
house and soon they were surrounded 
by 30 or 40 people offering them food. 
The best consisted of flsh-;.wlth'. coaV 
coanut sauce. . Payees, a dish made'of 
baljed ; bananas .and bread fruit, was 
spread on palm leaves on tho 'floor of 
the front porch. - The'natives all stood 
around, apparently commenting on the 
strange manner ' In which the white 
men ato. 

When night came on they were in- 
vited to sleep In one of tho large 
houses, consisting of poles .<?et In the 
ground and covered with a kind of 
tliatch There was one bod, which was 
given to Mr. Beattle's companion, Mr. 
Boattio sleeping on llie ground with 
15 or 20 natives. Ho found It fairly 
comfortable, but did not get much 
sleep, as the natives "slept aloud." 

The next day they passed on and 
were repeatedly halted b.v people who 
wished tliem to stop and eat. That 
afternoon they reached the. home of 
Ta Tec, a remnant of the former' roy- 
al family, and salaried as -such by the 
French .^oviernmeht.., .' He're ,,th.ey. were 
entertained. foj:;!"ihreo ."days -.with' good 
beds .and. gopd'.'fbod;..", "' '■'■:' ; '-- V. 

Wanii- ralria arc common In* this IbI- 
aijd; iThe '.natives,: dressed In the sim- 
ple parean, 'pay little attention. At 
one time when a shower came up Mr. 
Beattle s;it under an orange tree and 
ate oranges until the shower wa.s 
over. On another occasion ho took off 
his clothes, and spreading them under 
his Panama hat, proceeded on his way. 

Arriving tit another village ho pro- 
duced a camera. Instantly the whole 
population came out to watch him 
Naked girls ditted from hut to hut 
apparently in great excitement., Pr 
entl.v liioy appeared in clean Mother 
H-.ibbard gowns to have their pictures 
t.aken. This explains whv most of the 
pictures received from Tahiti are mis- 
leading. Around their homes and on 
the roads the natives wear notiiing 
but the piroan, and ocoasionallv not 
c'l-on that, but before they will pose 
for a picture' .the'y insist In putting 
on their . "Sunday .clothes."- coni;lstlng 
of a pair of bv.eralls.or an undershirt 
or ,Bome other article obtained from 
the French- settlers' afr" Papeete.

First Associatioti in 1809 

Ono of the llrst labor organizations 
In this country was the society of 
journeymen cord- walners, of New 
York. The society did not call itself 
a union, Lnit Its rules wore strongly 
suggi'stive of jjresent day union meth- 
ods. 'J'he cordwainei's issued tlieir llrst 
wage scale in 1890 and enforced it 
for a short time with some success. 
They decreed for the "closed- shop" In 
the following language: '"No member 
of this society shall work for any em- 
ployer that has any Journeymen' cord - 
walner or his apprentice in any eni- 
ploynient tli.at does not belong to 
this soclctj-, unless the journeymen 
come In and join the same." Finos were 
levied on members of the society who 
failed to report violations of this rule. 

As a result of tliese demands on 
the part of tho cordwalners there came 
a strike, and tlie striking workmen 
were Indicated as enemies of society 
and conspirators. In tho legal pro- 
ceedlncs that followed tho emplo>ei-s 
were triumphant. Tlie men were found 
guilty, lectured by tho court, and 
permitted to go bitck to their benches 
on the payment of a nominal line of 
$1 each. Tho union was broken up, 
however, and no .further effort was 
made for many years ■ to enforce the 
closed shop rule by any labor organi- 
zation.

From the London Times 
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An artlclo upon tliis siibjcrt that 
was publlalied In The Times last aut- 
umn provoked some controversy, but 
it also elicited more expressions of 
agreement than the writer had expect- 
ed. It seems to be clear that the taste 
In flowers Is changing, that a great 
many gardeners are no longer content- 
ed merely with large, blossoms; that 
we are learning to look at a plant as 
a whole, and not to rhlnk of It only 
as a llower-produclng machine. A 
writer on one iiaper, dlsaEroolng 
violently with llio article in Question, 
Kaid tliat It was wurao than useless 
to sot ui) principles oC taste, since 
tliey wore sure to be wrong or else 
to bo misapplied. It did not apparent- 
ly occur to lUtii that all selection.; or 
improvement ol iiowers must bebased 
upon some princi])ic of taste or other. 
,JpthQrwlse it v.-ould bo duite random 
i.and- objectless. The Issue Is .not be- 
;-,;tween' one principle of taste and no 

■ principles, but between one principle 
;'firid another. Now, the development 

of a great"' many garden flowers has 
been controlled by the principle that 
a plant is a flower-producing machine 
and that every part of it except the 
flower is mere surplusage. The ideal 
of this development would bo reached 
In a Diant that came up like a mush- 
room, leafless, and with a little stalk, 
and a hUKO llower at tlie 
top of it, and wliicli continued 
do do this tlirougii all the 
flowering months of the year. This Ideal 
has alnio.st been reached in some 
double begonias and In the dwarfest 
snapdragons, and if you wish to have 
your garden all flowers these are the 
kind of plants you should grow. Now, 
there certainly are a good many people 

■ who wlshi to have their gardens ail 
flownrs; and tl>e Idea that a gai-den 
plant should be grown only for its 

vSowers Is very deRply-ro'oted. The 
ptesent' writer has heard of a rich 
man whoso orders to his gardener 
were that his beds and borders sliould 
never contain any plants not in 
flower. A vast army of plants in pots 
was kept in the background, and these 
were bedded out just as they were 
coming into blossom and removed as 
soon as tholr blossom was over. 

Now, it is obvious that this liind 
of gardenluK is very expensive, and, 
further, that it prevents the growijJg. 
of many beautiful-' plaiits- which' can-: 
not bo treated In this way, or which 
If treated, ini this.- way, never show 
their ■■ ^true ■heatity. ''But that is not 
. the point which wo wish to make for 
the moment. Very expensive garden- 
ing may bo beautiful, and there are 
plenty of line plants which can be 
turned out of pots when about to bloom 
without spoiling their beauty. Our 
point is that a garden all flowers is 
not so beautiful as one in which tliere 
is plenty of greenery to contrast with 
the flowers. Most people agree with 
this up to a point, but they do not 
carry the principle far enough. Even 
the gardener who likes his beds to 
bo ail flowers likes them to blaze 
against a foil of green turf. But., be 
does not understand that the contrast 
of greenery. Is. most beautiful, when .It 
is . most, cl99igly^-inter,.woyen ,\vith v.the 
flowers" themselves.,j:'-Both V by, ; means 
of the ihtermixtiire'bf flowering plants 
with plants out of flower, and also by 
means of the leafage of a plant that 
is in flower. For it Is only such a 
closely interwoven contrast that dis- 
plays the full beauty of individual 
flowers and also of Individual plants. 
In a bed of geraniums or begonias, 
grown for their blaze of color, it is 
the color alone that we see and think 
of. Tlio individual plants, the individ- 
ual llowers, are nothing. The beauty 
of the arrangement may bo consider- 
able — it is absurd to pretend that all 
bedding out is ugly — but it is a 
beauty only of masses of strong color, 
without form, and, above ail, without 
...c^^acter. Np>v ng beaijity Interests us 
''for -long unless' It lias character. We 
' cannot Ih - pictures 'produce .a beauty 
that satisfies by means ot mere ab- 
stractions. The purely; decorative 
picture, the picture thafcohsists mere- 
. }y . of an arrangement of forma and 
'•'Colors, as nt-arly alistract as the paint- 
•er can make them and put together to 
make an Jagreeablp pattern — a pic- 
ture of this kind pleases aW'the lirst 
glance very likely; but our interest in 
it is quickly exhausted, because there 
is no character in its coin;"'oncnt parts. 
So there is no character in the Indi- 
vidual plants of a ilowor-bed that is 
intended merely to produce a Ijlaze of 
color; and in the same way our in- 
terest in such a bed is exhausted after 
the lirst glance, A great ijicture .is 
full of splcnrlirt Imrnioiiu s and 
contrasts; but the objects harmonized 
and . contrasted are not mere abstrac- 
tions. They are people and things 
Which the ' painter has seen, ' and are 
. woven together Into a pattern, without 
losing their own Individuality, by 'the 
controlling 'emotion of the artist who 
uses them, not merely as pieces in a 
decorative game, but as a means of 
cxpre.s.sing that emotion. Now garden- 
ing is, no doubt, a trivial art compared 
with painting, but still it is an ar:, 
or may be made one; and the same 
principles apiily to it. The true art 
of gardening is haseil upon a pnjfound 
Interest and delight in plants, just as 
the art of tlio great ])aint(>r is based 
upon a profound interest and delight 
in the things which lie rcpre.scmts. The 
true garilenur Is coneeriu'd with thi: 
characti-r of liis i)lani;s as the great 
painter is concerned with the charac- 
ter of what lie paints; and it is l)y 
growing his plants so that they dis- 
play their character as freel.v and 
"completely as possible that the gar- 
dener makes the most beautiful and 
interesting kind of garden. 

Now it Is obvious that this cannot 
bo done by a gardener who regards 
a plant as a mere llower-produclng 
machine; for the llowers arc only part 
of the clmriicter of a plant, and they 
may be so dcveloi)od as to obscure 
the plant's natural character alto 
gother. I'Mower.s m;iy be, and in most 
garden iilants are, the most iiniiortant 
element of beauty; taut thflr beauty 
Is not independent of the i.lant, and 
cannot be considered ajiart from it 
until they arc picked. The gardener 
who grows his jilants only for tlieir 
flowers, thinks alu'ays of the (lowers 
as if they were picked, Diid of his beds 
and borders ad huge nose-gays; .'uul 
'the kind of, jgardonlng, which removes 
a plant as', soon' fair', It goes out ot 
" bloom la more like the arranging of 
flowers for the dinner table than like 
true gardening.' It Is ft purely decbra- 
tlve prt without the deep arid satisfy 
^ Ingv beauty of charaeler. This kind 
ii'! 'of; beauty is wliat clelighls us so much 
■''In nature' and what often si'ems to bo 
utterly bc./ond the gardener's attain- 
ment. Wild plants, we should rcnicm 
ber, do not grow for tln-lr llowers 
alone. They hnvo to liglit for their 
lives, and every part of the plant boar.M 
a part In the struggle. We are not 

■ suggesting that plants in a garden 
ought to fight for their lives. It is 
the gardener'.s fir.st duty to eliminate 
the struggle for e.\Istenco; but he must 



never forget that the character of 
plants has been produced by that 
struggle, .and> that their beauty is 
always dependent upon their charac- 
ter. He can often improve upon tliat 
beauty, because ho has eliminated the 
struggle for existence. Ho can often, 
to begin with, grow his plants much 
better than nature grows them. He 
can in many cases enlarge their flow- 
ers with advantage, and brighten their 
color. But while he docs this ho 
should always think of every plant as 
a whole, of its natural character, and 
of the right proportion between Us 

leaves and its flowers 

At once,, of course, thwB' arises the 
question how are we ito'.ii 4polde' upon 
the right proportion between^ leaves 
and flowers; and here; • comes '' Ih the 
question of principles of taste. It we 
are to grow plants for their flowers 
alone, the llowers should be as largo 
as we can make them and the leaves 
as small. If the leaves are not to be 
seen for the llowers so nsuch the bet- 
ter. But if wo are to consider the 
natural character of each individual 
plant, then we should take care that 
the llowers are not so large as to ob- 
scure that natural character and in 
particular to interfere with the plant's 
natural habit of growth. If a wild 
plant boars its flowers on strong up 



once learns to love this beauty gets 
a keener appreciation of the <pli"-'''>-*^- 
tor of all other points. Tie likes to 
see them growing as if they wore 
self-sown seedlings, and; ho ; is im- 
patient of any florist's development or 
of any system of culture which de- 
prives them of character.' Charaoter. 
in plants as In men,; ls<'produood .by 
struggle and by adaptation. In the 
garden botli the struggle and the need 
for adaptation^ are much lessened, the 
result of which is 'that astonishing 
changes can be 'workod upon many 
plants since they are relieved from 
the continuous even pressure of neces- 
sity. But 'If these plants are trans- 
formed so that they lo.so also the 
character stamped upon them by tlioir 
adaptation to natural circumstances, 
then they lose als'O the most signifi- 
cant part of their beauty, and look 
like manufactured rather than living 
things. There are some people, of 
course, who llko a ' flower to look 
manufactured, and In its artlflclnllty 
see a proof of their own power over 
nature. This desire to make a thing 
look dlfCeretit from what it Is, just for 
the sake of showing the maker's skill, 
Is the cause of much bad art of all 
klnd.s. It is the cause ot nearly all fcad 
art In the garden.

If a wild plant bears largo flowers 
and has a compact habit of growth, 
wo should not' dwarf it till It looks 
like a hunchback;. If the flowers nat- 
urally have great beauty of form, we 
should not double them so as to des- 
troy that beauty on the chance of 
obtaining anollier beauty of color. To 
object to all double Iiowers would be 
pedantic. There are many plants that 
depend for their lloworing beauty up- 
on a nuiss of blossom, and yet It 
may often be increased and prolonged 
by doubling, us in the case of the 
double Arabis, the double Genista 
tinctoria, and the double Sll- 
eno maratima. In other cases 
the beauty of the flower is In 
color rather than In form; and the 
color may often be intensified by 
doubling, as with the dahlia, the car- 
nation, many roses, and most chrysan- 
tliomuma. There are certain forms 
oi: flowers that are obviously unsulted 
to doubling; others that can often 
be improved by it. Thus bell-shaped 
llowers, such as those of most cam- 
panulas, or trumpet-shaped flowers, 
such as those of most lilies, aro pretty 
sure to be spoilt by doubling— and, 
indeed, doubling, in the case of these, 
seems to he against nature. There is 
no reason In the nature of things why 
the bell of Campanula persicifolia 
should be stuffed up with inner lay- 
ers of petals. On the other hand, the 
outer ring of florets of most compos- 
ite flowers is often increased when 
they grow wild In^ favorable' c&ndltlons, 
and such an increabe'Tdoes^'no Violence 
to the whole stracture o£ the plant 
So a good many , composite flowers 
have been doubled without spoiling 
tlieir. beauty. But, even In the case of 
composite llowers, the doubling has 
been carried too far. Thus double 
daisies have a pleasant, precise, old- 
fashioned kind of beauty; we have all) ^j.^, 
loved thfm in our childhood and there -'^^ij.ei.. jhirk ot

beautiful of all spring flowers, with 
largo white or pink or crimson florets 
arid -wlth'.a shining golden centre. Even 
then it- would not probably be more 
beautiful than the wild daisy, but it 
would be more conspicuous. 

Thus in the case of doubling, there 
are principles that could bo applied 
protfy easily in most cases. In some, 
of course, it would bo difficult to .say 
whether a plant would be the better 
or the wor,=;o for being doubled, 'Wher- 
ever there is a doubt it would be wise 
not to double it. There aro so many 
other ways in which plant? can be 
developed with a certainty of Im- 
Ijrovemont. They can usually bo made 
brighter and purer. In some cases 
their liabit is the better for being moro 
compact. Thu,s some of the hybrid 
larkspurs are llnor plants in all res- 
pects than any . of the species. The 
new garden varieties of PhtOK decus- 
sata are Infinitely superior In color to 
.■any of the older ones; somd of the 
hybrid Pentsemons hav« a beauty 
and variety of color and a vlgpur of 
ferowth far beyond any to bo found 
In the species from which they have 
been produced; and the tufted pansies, 
or Violas as they aro commonly called, 
have both combined and improved out 
of all knowledge all tlic good qualities 
of Viola tricolor and Vlol.a cormita, 
which wore their far distant v^illd an- 
cestors. But in ail those cases tlrore 
has been no attempt to prevent or to 
conceal the natural character of the 
plants. The llowers may have been 
cnl.argcd, but not so that their stalks 
cannot support them. The liabit may 
have been made more compact, but it 
has not, except, jierhaps, in a few 
phloxes, been dwarfed into dofonnity. 
Excepting In certain larkspurs, there 
has been no blind search for mero 
variety of color, but always a tenden- 
cy towards greater purity and bright- 
ness. 

The eye may be trained In its ap- 
preciation of flowers, as of most other 
beautiful things; but It must bo 
trained on a principle; and the only 
sure principle is that every plant be 
always considered as a whole, and 
that its natural charactef be always 
borne In mind. It is a signilicant fact 
that the monstrous 'iiowers have usual- 
ly been produced in those plants which 
are treated in gardens in the least 
natural way — that is to say. In bedding 
plants, especially begonias. On the 
other hand, in the ca.se of plants 
which are usually grown naturally 
devclopmont has in most cases meant 
imiirovoment. The florists li.ave pro- 
iluced more now varieties of the daf- 
fodil of lato years than of any other 
llower. But their changes have been 
nearly all improvements, and tho daf- 
fodil Is a plant that nearly every one 
grows In a natural way, except when 
it is fdrced ot in the case of very ex- 
pehsivb.'new varieties, ' Thus tho Im- 
pro'vers of daffodils usually have tho 
whole plant In tholr minds, whereas 
tho imi)rovers of begonias think only 
of their llowers. There can bo no 
doubt that tho practice of rock gar 
dening has Improved tho genoral taste 
in llowers, for tricks cannot bo jilayed 
upon Alpine plants; they have tu b 
grown p.s far as posslljle In their nat 
ural ('onditions, and their beauty Is 
peculiarly the beauty of character, a 
beatify iiroduccd by tho .strange con- 
ditions in which they maintain tholr 
struggle for life. Tho gardener who

Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel Sir Ed- 
ouurd Percy CranwiU Girouard, K,C, 
M:,G., r).S,0., Royal Engineers, as- 
sistant quartermaster-general, west- 
ern command, Chester, whose tem- 
porary appointment as high com- 
missioner and commander-in-chief of 
the protectorate; of V]^orthorn Nigeria, 
Is officially ' anhouricaa, is an oRlcor 
who has made his way In tho service 
by sheer merit. A Canadian by 
birth, he has had a remarkable suc- 
cessful military career, and it goes 
without saying that his feli.ow coun- 
trymen are vastly proud of him. He 
stands easily first In the annals of 
railway worlc in war, and tho value 
of his efforts in this direction In tho 
last two campaigns of the British 
army, namely, in tho Sudan and in 
South Africa, is evidenced by the fact 
that, although but Just forty years 
of age, and but a captain in tho 
Royal Engineers, ho has. been- made 
by an appreciative government a bre- 
vet lieutenant-colonel in - the army, 
and has received the' ' honor of 
knighthood. , ;• . . * 

Tho eldest surviving son. of Mr. 
Justice Girouard, of the supreme 
court, of Canada, the lineal' descend- 
ant of Antolno Girouard, secretary in 
French Canada to Governor de Rarae- 
zay In 1700, and a scion of an old 
family of Auvergne, ho was born at 
:Moiitreal on January 26, 1SG7, He 
\/L\s educated at tho Royal Jlllitary 
college of Canada, and although he 
passed highly in his classes, being 
lirst in lij,S5 and third in 18SG, and 
was offered a comnii.ssion In both 
years, !io did not enter tlie army un- 
til ISSS. I''or two y<'ai'.s previous to 
this date ho was employed by the 
Canadian Pacillc railway as engineer 
in construction of tho branch line 
through Alalnc, and lie there laid the 
foundation of tho kudwieilge of rail- 
way matters which li.-is served him 
so well since.- Having been gazetted 
a second lieutenant in the Royal En- 
giners on July 28, 1888, he was in 
1S90, specially appointed traffic man- 
ager of tho government railway in 
Woolwich arsenal. Ho greatly im- 
proved tho service, and by his de- 
vices saved consldorablo sums in tho 
cost of running engine,'^, some ,CGOO 
a year In coal alone being effected. 
■\VhiIo at "Woolwich he formulatcil his 
seln;ine for the defence of England by 
a coast railway and niounted guns 
on. trucks, which has been jiartially 
carried into elTect, since. He also 
proposed tho use of the road plough 
Cor entrenclilng in the tieid, instead 
of exposing the men for this purpose, 
urging that one man and a team of 
horses could in that way do the 
work of a regiment, and in less time, 
in 1896, ' on the Initiation of the 
movement for the' • reconquest of the 
Sudan, he was .sent to Egypt 
director of railways on. tho start" 
gaged with the Dongola expedition- 
ary force. General Kitchener, with 
that great grasp of administrative 
detail peculiarly his own, had .decid- 
ed that ■ tho Sudan could only ho re- 
gained by reliance on railway trans- 
port — a decision justified by subse- 
quiuit events — and' lo Ijieutcnant Gir- 
ouard lie gave the' entire direction of 
tlie tusk of keeping pace with tho ro- 
markablo advance 'of ISOC-flS. The 
young director of railways soon got 
to work and devised with success 
many ingenious plans for the build- 
iii.g of the desert railway. Hcfore the 
railway was begun he furnished a 
complete statement of everything 
which would bo required, dovyn to 
the number of spikes, a document of 
several hundred pages. In 'Ui'e two 
years between ,1896-98 Lieutenant 
Girouard, assisted by six subalterns 
of Royal Engineers, planned, 'con 
structcd and worheil some six hun- 
dred miles of raiUVay under pecullar- 
In arduous conditions as to staff, 
materials and money. Between Way 
an<l November, ISIi", some two hun- 
dred miles of railway were laid in 
the unknown Nubian desert, and 
these, deljaiicliing in the Nile, r<,'nder- j 
od iiracticalile the operations at At- 1 
bara and Onidurinan wliieh led to. 
the overthrow of tlie JIaluli'.s power, i 
The railway was not only completed i 
witliln the specili<'rl time, luil costi 
some .^•J.iiU.Om l.-.s.s than w.i.s an-| 
tieipated, and it is quite .'^ale I'l say 
that witlioul it tho rccoiiqii.; .st of the| 
.Sudan iiiiglit still bo one of ilie prob-; 
Icms engaging tlie attention of tin; 
war ofllcc. In tho course of the cam- 
paign he took part in tho ojicrations 
at Hafir, receiving for his services 
mention in despa'clies (twice), the 
brevet of major (dated July :;9, 
1899, the day after bis promotion to 
captain), the D. S. O., the British 
medal, and the Khedive's medal with 
three clasps. His services were also 
aeliiiowloiiged by ilr. Balfour in tlio 
speech in which he moved that the 
lliiinks of parliament be accorded to 
General Kitchener. It was not per- 
mitted to him to t^ce the termination 
of llii; Sudan war, for in Avri\ I SOS 
he wa;; chosen l)y Lord Cromer to 
succeed Mr, i^ubortson, C, I. E., as 
liresldent of the Egyptian state rail- 
ways and telegrapli.s. and was dec- 
orated Ijy tlie Khedive with the sec- 
ond class order of the Jledjidio, In 
1S91I, before the (loclarallon of war 
by the .South African Itepublics, 
.Major Girouard was summoned to 
London to ad\-lso the government re- 
garding railway mutters, and he was 
despatched to the seat of war as 
director of railways with the local 
rank of lieutenant-colonel. The re- 
pairs to railways In South Africa 
and the military' control of all rail- 
ways upon which the army depended, 
fell to Lloutonant-Colonol Girouard 
as his share of the work In the great 
struggle, Apjjlying his mind to the 
task before liini, he evolved oriier 
from chaos, and gave the army a 
rallw.ay service second to none in tlie 
history of caiuiiaigns, if all the ditii- 
culties — olliciai ojiiiosition niid oIIku'- 
wisi: — are consldiTod. lOarly in tiie 
camp.-iign the railway work .attr.'ictod 
tlie notice of the military attaches of 
foreign ]iowers, .and some of them 
were specially told off to report up- 
on the .■idmlnislratlon and manage- 
ment. The roiiorts made to general 
staffs in Europe aro Icnown.to liave 
contained references to . the .-iyoung 
director of railways which -had- never 
betoro been applied to an- OfHcer of 
his rank in any army* ./ He- ordered 
duplicates of all the bridges? likely 
to bo blown up by the Boers before 
they had oven reached the neighbor- 
hood In which the bridges stood, so 
that when tho bridges were eventual- 
ly destroyed all the material w.as at 
hand to commence their ri'i-'on.slnu - 
tlon. Another of his suece.'-iH(\s wiva 
in tlie construction of "deviations, 
some of them two or tlireo miles In 
length, to take the place ot brid, 
destroyed by th(> .meniy. In lOnft his 
services wen^ rcwardeil with tho K.(,;, 
M.G„ and (luring tlii- course of the 
war he was repon leilly iiienlioniMl in 
the despatches. On the (•(■.■•siilioii of 
hostilities .Sir Percy (lirnimnl ii 
malned with Lord M liner through ilio 



trying period of the reconstruction of 
tho lines of the two e.x-republics, be- 
ing appointed on July 1, 1003, com- 
missioner of railways in tho Trans- 
vaal and • Orange' River colony;- ' he 
also acted as chief of staff to the 
Colonial Dofenco division and as ad- 
ministrator of military law in Capo 
Colony. At the ip.tcr-colonlal coun- 
cil, in 1901, when Sir Percy Gir- 
ouard's resignation of his post was 
accepted, Lord Milner paid him an 
eloquent tribute, declaring that ho 
had not received the full credit to 
which ho was entitled for his per- 
formance of tho dllllcult task of tak-: 
lug over tho wreck of the railway 
and working It while in" course of ac- 
tual construction. ,He" had brought 
the railways, , said his lordship, to 
their.: theh^state -of {'efflclenoy. ibut., the 
problem -then before, the administra- 
tion differed from that in the past In 
tho requirement of civil abilities of a 
different class. Sir I^ercv Girouard's 
brilliant work In tho Sudan had 
paved the way to his succeH.>je3 In 
South Africa, and he ^voiild leave 
that country with an enhanced repu- 
tation for the manner in which ho 
had grajipled with one of tlio biggest 
railway problems that ever presented 
Itself "for solution. 

On arrival in England he was made 
a brevet lieutenant-colonel and later 
on appointed assistant to the chi 
engineer, eastern command, London, 
a jiost subsequently designated staff 
oflicer of Royal Engineers. On Sop 
teniber G, last year, ho was transfer- 
red to tho western command, at 
Chester, as assistant quftrtermaster 
general, and he now vacates that of- 
fice for fresh fields and pastures new 
In Northern Nigeria, where he will 
find plenty of stopo for his exception- 
al talents. , » 

Sir Percy has. published a history 
of the railways' during the war in 
South Africa, and ho has contributed 
papers to somo of the principal niaga- 
/.ines. Ho married in 1U03, Mary 
Gwendolen, daughter of the Hon. Sir 
Ricliard Solomon, K.C.M.G., tho at- 
torney-general of the Transvaal ■ gov- 
ernment. Ills clubs aro the Army 
and Navy and Brooks.

Not a Society Fad Now 



The rules of card leaving seem to 
remain an unsolved or vexed problem 
to many -vvomen, and yet a little 
.thought should do much to clear the 

my.story. While there are rules, and 

nuite rigid ones, all arc based upon 
I'xeoUent reason, and once this is un- 
(h rstond ii will aid in tho.so clrcnm- 
stances that, arisin.g unoxpectcdiy, 
oft pu/./.le one extremely. 

The tirst legitimati' moment for 
leaving cards is when those eall<;d 
upon an- iiipt at home. The next when 
cards are left in lieu of calls being 
made. Again, when cards are left ut- 
ter certain enterUiinments have taken 
jilace — viz., evening • parties, dances, 
balls and wedding receptions. Also 
^vllon iiuiuiries during illnc!ss are 
made and after bereavements, and 
now and again to notify departure by 
P. P. C. How many cards lo leave 
and for whom lo leave them, for 
brevity's sake may bo Included under 
ono head, as for whom to leave cards 
determines what cards shduld bo left, 
. says Roaanna Schuyler In an ex- 
change. 

When a married woman Is calling 
upon another and does not find her at 
home she leaves ono of her own cards 
and occasionally one of her husband's. 
Formerly it was the rule to leave two 
'of a husband's cards when calling up- 
on a married woman, ono for the wife 
and one for tlu; husband; but tills is 
no longer done. Tlie husbands meet 
too frequently to render leaving cards 
foi- them anything but a meaningless 
•waste of pasteboard, and consec|uent- 
ly now only very occasionally are the 
husband's cards left, for the ladies 
called Upon. This applies more par- 
ticularly to women who. are Intlmaio 
with each other, and not to those who 
I'all i)erhai>s but twice or tliri'e times 
a year. Under such condltlcms and 
\vith such interviils the huslniiid's 
cai'ds are gen(.'rall.\' loft by the wife 
•>vluMi calling. .Another ext'eption Is 
the e.'ise of llrst calls, when two of tli(> 
husband's cards should be h'fi, as it 
is presumable that the ukmi are not 
in tho habit, yet, of meetin.g one an- 
otlior on a frondly fooling. 

A married woman leaves one of her 
husband's cards when calling uiion a 
widow. If she calls freiiiiontly It Is 
not necessary alwaNs to leave ono of 
his. Doing It denotes greater form- 
ality.. The same rulo applies to call- 
ing upon an unmarried woman. A 
widow or unmarried ■n'oman return- 



ing the call of eour.se does not le.ive 
ono of her cards for the man. 

Leaving cards iu lieu of calling 
comes in after entertainments have 
been attended. It is only after dinner 
parties that dinner guests make calls 
Instead of merely leaving cards, and 
it is only In the event of a hostess not 
liein.g ai homo that the cards are left 
by the ladies calling. A husband's 
cards after a dinner are left In any 
case; tlio wife's card only in. tho case 
aho\'e fiuoled. After all functions be- 
fore mentioned a married woman 
loaves imo of her own and two of In.'r 
husband's cards. A widow, or iiiaidcn 
woman leaves one of her own cards, 
and a bachelor leaves two of his 
cards — one for the host and uiio for 
the hostess. Cards should be left in 
all Instances within the currenL weei; 
of the funption. A little longer time is 
allowed to dinner guests, as calls and 
not merely leaving cardtj, have to be 
got through. AVeddIng guests, again 
are e.xpocted to leave cards upon tlie 
bride's mother within two or three 
days of the ivodding reception attend- 
ed, one of the wife's and two of tin 
husband's cards In tho case of mar- 
ried women. 

It is permissible, when a girl has 
made her debut, for her to havo lier 
own visiting cards, but It is consid- 
ered hotter form for her name to Ik- 
engraved on tho same card with li. r 
mother's. The onlj' use she should 
have for her own card is when call 



then, if tho acquaintance Is a formal 
one, it Is bettor that her mother's 
name should aecomiiany hers, and so 
the double i.-ard is better. 

-A few words must lie said i-oinern- 
ing carrls of return thanlvs for "kind 
Iiuiuiries" and cards uf sympathy. 
Usually a married woman leaves one 
of her own c.'irds with "'I'o iiiciuir"" 
written upon it, and only oi-cisi nally 
(Uie uf her husband's also, after t,,-.: 
Ilisi time of calling to Imiuirc; but 
when leaving cards to express sym- 
jiathy ;uul condolence" upon both 
i;ards. Cards of return thanks for 
"kind Inquiries" are sent as soon as 
tho Inviilld Is convalescent, and H'o 
dlsp.'.tched either by .-lervant ( r by- 
post. Visiting cards with "nli...,/ 
thank.s for kind Inquiries" written at 
the top are used for this purpo.se, and 
most frequently also utter bereave- 
ment, when "many thanks for kind 



Inquiries and sympathy" Is written 
upon the cards. These latter cards 
are sent In a similar manner as soon 
after the funeral as Mnvenlent, and 
after a fortnight or three weeks has 
elapsed.

The landing and trimming of a great 
ocean liner is a science. 

^Vhcn a ship lies at her berth 'light,' 
her huge hold yawning for cargo, and 
when that cargo stands, lier on tier, or 
strewn about the shod, it might seem a 
sliriple niat'.cr to transfer the second 
into the llrst and let the ship a.-Tvil away 
to Bombay or Liverpool or Chili or 
wherever' llio exigencies of trade and 
comiiierce might dictate. 

Tliui.Ijunus of men, nowe\'er, arc em- 
ployed every year to loau bostona 
snips. ■ 'i'hey arc skilled men, and tney 
are. directed by trained men oi brains, 
'i'nousauds oi: dollars, many thousands, 
are spent each '.^ear.to'nMne loading of 
Boston's ships. '-a'riiV.oxperlenco aiiu 
tho cunning of ycar'SvOt ^progress are 
brougni lo tnu loading'--; of uoston's 
snips. • " 

'ihere are two big firms Of steve- 
dore.'; who control iiic greater portion 
of tne work of loading and dlsclmrg'ing 
sliip.'i iu tills pore. Ui these the larger 
lu'in was engaged not long ago In 
loading a huge liner under contract, 
and tills is how IL was done: 

The lirm, wnlch has olhces, sunip- 
tuou.'i oiiices, alongside the banker.s 
and brokers on atate street, had been 
made aware that this sliip of one of 
tho lines with which they had con- 
tracted for loading and dlschargliit,' 
would be ready to take on cargo at 
a certain wharf at a certain date. • i 

One of tho firm ascertained • as 
nearly as possible What the nature of 
the cargo was lo be and- how much 
there would be of it. He' kncw the 
capacity of the Jjhip and tiie number of 
her hatches. 'Jt'hen he sent word to 
ills foreman to hiro tlie rcnuired num- 
ber of longshoremen for the work. 

The longshoreman is the man who 
dues the iiea\'y labor, lie works while 
tiieri; is work to do, and when there 
is none he accepts idleness jihlloso- 
idiicaliy and waits, lie doesn't have 
to wail long as ii rule, for although 
lie is hired by the job tliere are always 
plenty t>£ ships, and tliu unions loolc 
out for ills wages and hoiin-^. 

When the. boss foreman got the 
message ho -hustled, otf to make a 
round of the unions where he knew ho 
would And men,' and before many hours 
he had two gangs of -tiiyehty. men (.'ach. 
They were of pretty nearly every 
nationality, and they were all square 
built, rugged sons of toil. Not one of 
them bill was willing and ready to 
work all day, all night and all next 
day without slecj) or rest so long as 
ho got union pay for it. Union pa.v 
means from 7 a.m. to ti p.m. at ."lO 
cents an hour; from S ii.ni. to 1- at id 
cents an hour; and from 1- to 5 a.m. 
al .'jO cents an hour, with 60 cents an 
hour on Sunday, and double time dur- 
ing meal hours. 

A longshoreman can work like a 
horse, but If there is one thing that 
ho excels In it is in using his lungs. 
(.,'onHotiuonlly wlien llio gangs lined 
up in the mouiing mists tho work 
didn't begin In a manner tlidt, would 
suggest the stealth of a night attack 
or anything of >that kind, and only that 
tho foremen ha^'been-.plcUed for their 
lung t'ower as much as for anything 
else they would have had to use mega- 
phones. 

'Hey, Shorty, get them hatches off 
(You'd hear him for a mile) 

And ilunihy swing that derrick round 
It takes you ciulte a while 

To - get ycr legs a-movin.' 
We'll begin, on,'; this here plle.J 

Then the /Yo, heav.e, faol' goes' ringing 
through ' the •mornlng.v- J ' ■ - , 

Tho hatches are oir,'"and tho long, 
heavy gangplanks and skids are in 
riosltlon. Two hatches of the four have 
been opened, one fore and aft, and 
as there Is reasonable tlmo and no 
particular hurry the ship will be load- 
ed through lliese two. 

Ijooking down Into the vast space 
below through the s<iuaros of the 
batches, it seems as though all the 
boxes and bales and kegs and casks 
in the world might be chucked down 
thoro witliout more than half lilling 
the void, and there can bo no disposi- 
tion to contradict the remark of the 
longshoremen that 'She be a right 
smart drox).' 

At the side of the hatches stand the 
dumpy, powerful winches . with the 
steam sizzling through and curling 
around their big gear. From themast'..s 
above swing the long, heavy derrick 
arms rigged with block and tackle and 
geared to handle a weight of a couplo 
of tons with tho facility and precision 
of a human hand. 

The cargo has been arriving all the 
day before, and is still coming. Freight 
trains lun'e backed into the long, wide 
shells, luige trucks and wagons have 
dumped their loads tind gone for more. 
'I'lie mercbandise of every description 
lies in piles and tiers about tho bif; 
s(|uaro doors, and there aro hundreds 



of huge bags of flour. It Is this that 
the boss foreman indicates as tho ma 
terlal to begin on, and therein lies a 
reason and a prlncljile. 

In iilanning for the loading of this 
ship . the member of tho lirm whose 
placo It iU to do such things iias taken 
the character of tho cargo carefully 
into consideration, and it !.s hero that 
tho science of 'trimming' .the ship 
comes in. 

'Trlniming;' of course, simply means 
loading, a ship in such a way that; the 
\vclght:,Wlllvl-vo evenly; allowing her -to 
ride an even' keel. It isn't always easily 
accomplished. 

In the first place the heaviest ma- 
teria!, whatever it may, be. Is put. In 
tho bottom of the snip, and in this 
case that .material is- the Hour. Flour 
is easy to stow, -bulk'3 well and seldom 
shifts. 

That isn't 'ill Sliii)S, as tho long- 
shoremen say He lliiicky things an' 
worso'u women for notions, 'n oncet a 
ship gets set hi her ways notliiii.g can 
onset her.' And so the boss goes to 
the captain and asks lo be enlighten- 
ed. 

She'll best ,trim about two foot by 
tho slcrn,' says the captain, und tho 
boss plans accordingly. 

All this time we have spent digress- 
ing tho work of loading has been go- 
ing gn, and It must not be -Imagined 
that the tumult and the shoutiiig have 
died by any means. Every man in the 
two gangs is working liko an army 
mule and yelling like a blast foreman 
giving a warning. The shed is iilled 
with tho din of Indiistr.v, for the loud- 
er a longshoreman shouts the harder 
lie's working. The swift cranking of 
the winches and the staccato signals 
of tho derrickmeii mingle with tlie 
ceaseless ratilo of the trucks up and 
down the planks. Men have been sent 
down Into tho hold, Tliero they work 
under the direction of a foreman. They 
aro men specially proficient and of 
long experience. The rest of the men 
of the two gangs are handling the 
trucks, two of them to each truck, the 
man between , the , hndles bends his 
broad back Vand- the' '.rrfuscles' In his 
thighs starid;out' M ho? strains for tho 
start. . The' 'man; behind shoves and 
grunts au'd thch'tiway she goes. 

They cii'clo about and with a run- 
ning start they rush up tho plank. At 
the liead of It stands tho derrlclc man, 
waiting. As they approach, an empty 
truclv is descending, for there is an 
endless chain. Al the ton the derrick- 
man gives a signal, tlie wincli rattles 
swirtl.v and up from the hold comes 
the long steel rope with tackle on its 
end. The tackles are gripped about 
the sack of Hour, finothcr signal Is 
given, and up Into midair swings tho 
sack, then' down, down Into tho .sp.ice 
below until tho muffled shout of tho 
stowers tells tliat it lia.s struck bot- 
tom. 

Tho derrickman leans over and peers 
down. : He signals again and the winch 
pulls the!: sack clcdr of the boat's bot- 
tom. 'Then' the,- men .beloW seize It 
and swing It to the spot' where It is 
to he,, the wlncli drops It and with a 
touch here and a kick there tho sack 
is In place. 

The bo.ves and bales, the barrels, 
kegs, cases and butts follow tho flour. 
tJarefully, •with no waste of space, they 
are packed la.s'er on layer and gradual- 
ly they mount luiward toward tho 
dock. Tho morning has iiassed, and 
evening has come and nigi^t has gono 
and morning has como acaln and tho 
work goes on until linally, with the 
last of tho cargo bulging from tho 
tops of the hatches, tho steamer is 
locidcd. Tho batch covers aro clapped 
on, 'the tumult and the |.-)lioutlng dies,' 
and the serene and gentlemanly ship's 
crew takes charge ot the work and tho 
swearing. 

The firms of stevedores ,all liavo their 
^'arious lines of steani.sliips with which 
they contract to load and discharge. 
When a ship of a certain line readies 
port the firm of stevedores which has 
the line's contract takes charge, of her. 
Once she is docked her. crew haa noth- 
ing more to do with her until sho' la 
ready to sail again. . The Item - of ex- 
pense for thij loaiding discharging, or 
rather /the' discharging and loading, 
of a .blg, ocean llnor is .large, $4,000 be- 
ing about the average. 

The-work of the stevedore and the 
longshoremen has developed with the 
years naturally. The greatest step 
forward was made when steam be- 
came common as tho propelling force 
for vessels. In tlio old days of sail 
craft the captain of tli'j shin was the 
boss stevedore very often, and tho 
discharging .'Uid loading were done 
tlirougli one hatch with the aid of 
hand windlasses or lior.se power. But 
althougii the means of handling tho 
cargoes have been vastly improved, 
tho underlying principles remain the 
;3ame. 



Tho work has. through the years,- 
developed a class of men peculiar to 
it— shore sailors. The longshoreman 
IS a man apart, with traits and ohar- 
actertistics of his own. Often his fiber 
and his grandfather have, been long- 
shoremen before him, and his own lit- 
tle son, piling biscuit bo.xes on a tov 
ship in the neighboring pond, aspires 
to be a longshoreman after lil'ii. Thev 
are open-handed strong, breezv, tho 
longshoremen, with a sense of humor, 
which, if it not be fine, is surely broad. 
Their gods are strength and endurance 
and they worship faithfully. 

Probably the heaviest work the long- 
shoreman has to do Is loading Iron 
ore. Approximately 30,000 tons a year 
of this material Is handled by each of 
the big stevedore Arms. The ore has to 
bo shovelled into great tubs. In which 
it is lowered Into tha.'hold, and there 
dumiiod in bulk;';-: It;'Is> heart-break- 
ing work, and th«! -rneh:hato It, for a' 
gang of sl.xty men are expected to load 
at least 750 tons of the stuff a day. 

.Sometimes it is necessary to make 
the greatest sjiced possible in dis- 
charging and loading a steamer, and 
sometimes the rapidity with which it 
i.s accomplished is almost beyond be- 
lief. 'J'he record in Hoston was made 
some time ago, when tho steamer 
Bi'itish lOmiilre, of- the Joliustono lino 
WHS discharged, shifted Iro intho berth 
to another, and loaded again all in 
forty-eiglit hours. It happened this 
wtiy: 

Tho British Kmpire canio in from 
London with a. general cargo, ovorduo 
.She was to take cattUi back, and they 
had been waiting for her for some 
days, so that she tvas under demur- 
rage and. .was bound to forfeit 50 
cents -a. head on the cattle cargo for 
ovory.^day *,'.;sho kept thorn waiting. 
Orderss .-wiere-f sent to the Qulnns to 
dischargeiHer;"aridvl6ad her again with 
all haste. ' A gang of 135 men was 
hired and waiting when tho Empire 
docked at Kast Boston. 'She was 
hardly warped in before tho men were 
at hor and had tho hatches off. She' 
had aboard about 4,500 tons of gen- 
eral cargo, most of It very hard to 
handle. 

Tho work of discharging began short- 
after 10 o'clock on a Tuesday morn- 
ing, the main gang dividing and work- 
ing two of her live hatches. At three 
o'clock on \Vednesday morning she 
was discharged, and her return cargo 
cargo and the cattle were at a dock In 
South Boston, so tho gangs hung about 
the ship until daylight. At the first 
streak of dawn, with the gangs aboard 
tho Bmnlrc bat'ked away and ran 
across to South Boston. At 6 o'clock 
tho now cargo was being put into her 
hold by tho same men. ■ All morning 
tlioy worked feverishly, ail afternoon 
and all night, without 'jthought of re- 
lief or sleep, and-:f/atSiftlO o'clock on 
Thursday mornlng~ the Empire was 
loaded in to the decks, her cattle were 
driven on board to the waiting stalls 
and the steaiVier was ready , to sail. 

Perhaps of all classes of cargo, 
grain is the' shiftiest, and for that 
reason new devices are always be- 
ing invented to Insure its safe car- 
riage. Tho majority of grain carry- 
ing stPaniers, are now fitted with a 
feeder attachment, not unlike the hop- 
per of a coal stove, which does excel- 
lent work. When grain is to be load- 
ed tho steamer docks alongside tho 
elevator and great pipes aro run down 
Into her hatches, and the grain begins 
to pour into her hold. CJaiigs of men 
are down below with great scrapera 
with which they spread the loose grain, 
evenly over the ship's bottom. When 
tho first of the crrain is in, the fecd- 
eils are set up in tho hatches. Into 
these the grain is then poured in sucU 
a manner that they always hold about 
two percent, of what IS below, and 
tho moment tho cargo shifts the feed-^ 
or automatically fills up the spaces 
and preserves the ship's equilibrium. 

Week in and week out the work of 
loading. and .discharging Is going on. 
In 'the port bt; Boston. The rattle of 
the winches Is seldom silent, and tho 
sboutthg of tho loftgshoromen re- 
SQunds'-' ceaselessly along the water- 
front. ; The longshorcnion averages 
about ton, years of work, for it is hard 
life, and a short one. In the winter 
he finds more work to do than in tho 
summer, but it is not always that 
ho wants to work. He may fancy a 
holiday. He takes it. Then he need.'? 
money and goes back and .gets a job 
for a week. Through the winter ha 
averages $12 or |15 a week, but in 
the summer $S and $10 a week i.-i 
good pay for him. He nearly alway.s 
has a family, and for tho most part 
he it said, ho takes care of them well, 
although the temptations of Saturday 
night, 'pay night," aro many and- In- 
sidious. At all events he does cheer- 
fully a man's work.— Boston Herald.

... tlnuaiiy augmen'ted at the rate' of 
about thirty suits a year. 

An Expensive Clothes Bill 
At his various residences His I\Iaj- 
estv has stored awa.^- some three hun- 
dred suits, in .addition to numerous 
imirorms, all ready for instant service. 
The King's knowledge of tailoring 
technique Is considerable, and ho !a 
well acquainted with tho respective 
merits of cheviots, ."jaxons, diagonals, 
and chocks. He does not pay such ex- 
travagant prices for his clothes as 
may bo supposed. For a pair of trou- 
sers he gives from two to two and a 
half guineas; ten guineas for a lounge 
. suit; and fifteen for an evening suit 
I' iXhey are. lar^ prices for the average 
< rich, man, but plenty of socfety men 
' piay- as much. Altogether, tho King'-s 
" yearly clothes bill amounts to about 
twelve hundred pounds. His uniforms 
are tho most expensive consideration. 
He is honorary colonel of over thirty 
regiments, ;uid ho must have a uni- 
form for eacli. Ho has at least a hun- 
dred uniforms, all ready for use at 
any moment, and tlicir value reaches 
several thousand iiounds. 

' Tho 'Prince as a "Hustler" 
. Last week's visit of tlio Prince and 
Princess of Wales to Lord and Lady 
BIytiiswond at their picturesiiue house 
on" tli(>. baaks of the Clyde, altlunigh 
nominally one of four days, consisted 
practically of Imt a few hours each 
day. 'i'his state of lldngs was owing 
to tlio fact o)',. tlio many public duties 
ll'.e Priiioe liad set lilmself to perform 
during his Inief stay in tlie nortli. 
^V!lat witli the granting of the free- 
dom of the cily of Clasgow at St. An- 
drow'.s Hall, and tho conferring of tho 
degree of IjU0, on himself and tho 
■Prlnces8;"l)y Glasgow, .university, In 
which Lor^ Kelvin performed the 
ceremony, tho opening by tho Prince 
of an extensive addition to tho uni- 
versity buildings; tho laying of tim 
foundation stono of another public 
building, and the opening of tho new 
"Rotlisuy" dock — so mimed at tin; 
ceremony by the Princess — of llie 
great shipbuilding llrni of .fohn riro\vn 
& Co., their time during tlie d.ay v.as 
fnllv occupied. As Clasgow is li\-e 
milCH from Blythswood House, they 
were ohKgcd to lea\-c the house eacli 
morning immetliately after bre.alifast, 
rturning eiieli evening In time l"or din- 
ner. So that tlie eveiilng.s were prac- 
tically the only time they could spend 
with their entertainers and tho party 
invited to meet them. Tlio guests 
were limited in number, owing to tho 
Pill. illness of tho houao accommoda- 
tlan, and for this reason Their Eoyal 
lllghneasea did not take a largo suite 



with thera. The house party consist- 
ed of lMajor-(4cnoral J3arrlngtou and 
JliSs Helen Campbell (brother and 
sister of Lord Blythswood), the Duch- 
ess of Buocleuch, the Earl pf IDal" 
keith, and Mr. and Mrs. Cecil Paget. 
Old-Fasliioned Hospitality 
The position of Blythswood Hou.se 
is a vorv attractive one, standing as 
i"t does s'urroundod by stately trees, its 
grounds running down in front to the 
Clyde, and on the left to the banks of 
tho Kiver Cart. .Directly opposite a_t 
Clydebank, on the far, side of the 
C'yde are the extensive docks and 
works' of ,the: Johnv/Br9Wn compaiiy. 
In one of ^■theIr;*aocks:!:l8 the gigantic 
new Cunarder liusltania, which is 
nearly llnished for sea. Lord and 
Ladv Blythswood aro of that type ot 
hom'ely, old-fashioned people now so 
rare among the nobility and aristoc- 
racv of these days (ui(n-e's the pity), 
and" among other dear (jld family ciis- 
toras, have thoir guests sit down witn 
them at- a large tea table whicli every- 
body sit.-i round in the most lormal 
way. At Blythswood tea Is a substan- 
tial meal. , , , 

Lord Blythswood is a line-looking 
old gentleman with snow white hair 
and hoard, his hair being particularly 
plentiful. Ho is. a- typical Scotsman, 
and was a great friend of Queen Vic- 
toria, being long one of hor A.D.C. s. 
He is very scientific in his tastes and 
occupations, and has a flno laboratory 
lifted \ip in bis house, where ho pas.s- 
es much of his time in expcninents_ In 
ciioinistrv. He Is very tund of in- 
vestigating the wonders of radium, 
and is trying to perfect the X-rays. 
During the visit tlie turpedo gunboat 
Skipjaclc was uncliored off the house 
in the Clyde at the moutn of the Cart, 
in attendance on the Prince as an ad 
mlral, as well as a royalty. 

The King's Peacomakors 
No buttcri men could have been 
chosen as Great Britain's representa- 
tives at the forthcoming Hague con- 
ference than Lord Keay, Sir Henry 
How.ird Sir Edward Fry, and Sir Er 
nest Satow. They are all wldejy ex^ 
perlenced and of excellent abUlty, and 
havo all been selected for ;theJr inti- 
mate knowledge of ^international af- 
fairs. Lord Heay'^was the- .first presi- 
dent of tho British academy In 1902 
From 188& to 1890 bo was governor of 
Bombay,- and was for a short time un- 
der-secretary for India. Lord Reay is 
an accomplished linguist and con- 
verses fluently in at least four lan- 
guages. ■ In 1S77 he married the widow 
of Captain Alexander Mitchell, a cul- 
tured woman and a noted hostess. Sir 
Henry Howard Is tho British ambas- 
sador at The Hague, whicli position 
he has held since ISfU!. Ho is a 
iiandsomo, well-preserved man ot 6J, 
and has spent nearly all his life in 
diplomatic circles, havlng...served in 
the United States, Guatemala,, Greece, 
Russia, Denmark, and France. His 
father, the . late Sir .Henry Francis 
Howard,.. waS", a distinguished diplo- 
matist ■■ before' him, and, curiously 
enough, was stationed at The Hague 
in 1845. , ,, 

Certainly no arbitratlve council 
would bo complete without the pres- 
ence of Sir Edward Fry, Cor he lias 
had an almost unique experience as a 
peacemakei', and has assisted in the 
settlement of numerous important dis- 
putes. He is already a member of the 
permanent court of arbitration at Tho 
Hague, and was one of the conimis- 
sioncrs at the inquiry in the Dogger 
Bank outrage during tho Russo-Jap- 
anese \vp.r. Appropriately enough. Sir 
Bdward comes of Quaker stock, and Is 
related to '/th^ well known cocoa-mak- 
ing family -Of Bristol. Although ho Is 
nearly 80,; he Is, still halo and vigor- 
ous, and possesses a fund of energy 
wliich is trulv wonderful. Called to 
the bar In 1854, ho took silk In 1S69, 
and became a judge eight years later. 
In IS.SI! he was made a lord justice of 
the appeal court, from which position 
;llrnd in 1S92., In spite of his 
numerous duties. Sir Hdward ha.? 
fouiiil time to write on a large variety 
of subjects, and has mado an analysis 
of over a million sermons. 

Sir 'Ernest JIason Satow is one of 
the greatest living autirorities on 
China and Japan. He was born in 
ISKi. and was educated at Mill Hill 
school, and University college, Lon- 
don. Entering the Japan consular ocr- 
vicQ as a student interpreter in 1861, 
he worked his , way up to bo Japanese 
secretary to the British legation. In 
1893 he became minister plenipoten- 
tiary in Morocco, and was British 
minister In Pekln from 1900 to 1906. 
Sir Ernest Is a born diplomat, and 
has written extensively on matters 
dealing with Japan. Japanese and 
Chinese come as ou.^y to him a.s Eng- 
lish, and wdiat lie does not know of 
Celestial art and iitcratiiro Is certainly 
not worth kiiuwlng. He is also very 
fond of .g.irdening, and wliile in Ja- 
pan made a specialty of cultivating 
chrysanlliemums. During his .<jojourns 
in the l'"ar East, Sir I'lrnest wa.s often 
the victim of cowiirdl.v attacks and in- 
trigues, but he seemed to boar a 
charmed life, and happily escaped 
serious injury. Sir Ernest haa a great 
distrust of all alien literature dealing 
with Japan. He believes that country 
Is almost as a sealed book to Occi- 
dentals, and It has yet to be "discov- 
ered" by the Western scribe. 

Now First Military Member 
General Sir W. G, Nicholson, K. C. 
B., Royal Englners, has been appoint- 
ed chief of the general stall and first 
military member of tho army council 
in succession to Sir Neville Ijyttleton. 
Tho promotion is an exci/cdliigiy pop- 
ular one, for General NMeliolson is one 
of the hardest workers In the army 
and a soldier with a lirilliant rt;cord of 
active service. He fought in tlie Af- 
ghan war, served as field engineer of 
llio Ktiiidaliar force in 1S7S, was with 
Ijord Roberts in the march from Ka- 
bul, fouglit at 'Pel-el-lvebir, was with 
the Burmese expedition, ami in the 
subsequent campaign on the North- 
west frontier, and acted ns director of 
transports in the South African war. 
Ho was also military secretary to 
Lord Roberts in South Africa, and has 
been director-general' of mobilization 
and military Intelligence at the war 
odico, and Brltlsli ^attache • with tho 
.Tapanese army in Manchuria. Tlic 
g(Mieral wn.';; Ijorn in IS 15, and ho en- 
tered the army In his twentieth year.

"If," 
ho said, "the treasury would bo pre- 
pared to let US have, say, £80,000 a 
year to do it, I should be glad to un- 



dertake the work.""To appreciate the 
siiVseation^ lt . should bo understood 
thit tlloi^ofa$:expenditure o^i this im- 
portantHvork'was a paltry .fi 6,500. 

General Nicholson is a tall, erect, 
well-proportioned— in all respects a 
tine looking man. His manners and 
metiiods aro stern, although he can 
unbend on occasion and bo socially ir- 
resistible. Ho is a glutton for w'ork, 
recreations attracting him . but Uvtlo, 
and sport not at all.- ..Lady .Nicholson, 
however, atones for his'defloienoles as 
a .Hoclety force. -riShe: Is a charming 
hostess, and-,av,sR6rts\voman of quite 
cxceptional' tal^nti'feln India sho be- 
came famous 'as a rido shot. She 
founded several ladles' rifle and golf 
clubs out there, while in England sho 
Is a member of many leading golf 
and sporting clubs. 
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A meeting of the Royal Geographi- 
cal Societv was held last night at the 
theatre, Byrllngtoii House, wlinn Dr. 
Nansen, the Norwegian Minister, de- 
livered a lecture on "North Polar 1 
Problems." Sir George Goldie, E.K.S., 
the president, was In tho chair, and 
there was a large attendance, which 
included Kir Clements Markliam, 
Admiral the Hon. Sir E. R. Freman- 
tlo, Sir Henry .Bulwer, Sir George 
Jitickenale, Major-Goneral . Sir Henry 
Trotter, and Sir Archibald Gcikie. 

Dr. Nansen, in the first ptirt of his 
lecture, dealt with tlio geoinorpliolo- 
gical features of the North Polar re- 
gion. He said that the deep Nnrtli 
Polar basin I'tn-med the northern 
termination ot a series of depressions 
ot the earth's cnisi extending north 
through the Norwegian Sea from the 
eastern .side of the Atlantic!, and di- 
viding between the Continental 
masses of the old and the new world. 
Tho eruption of tho Jurassic basalts 
of Franz Josef Land and Spitsbergen 
might liave had some connection witli 
tho sinking in ot the North Polar 
Sea bottom, hut tho basin was prob- 
ahlv to a great extent formed before 
th.at time. More modern volcanic 
rocks were not hitherto known from 
tho edges of tho North Pidar basin. 
On Bennett Island, De Long reported 
lava (or basalt), hut lis age was not 
known. It was most improbable that 
any block, of .land, or. a ','horst," . as the 
geologists . might call Ifr sBould havo 
remained Isolated In the middle of 
such a basin, surrounded by deep 
water on all sides, and without liav- 
Ing any connection; with tho sur- 
rounding lands or Continental shelves 
It was, therefore, of essential import- 
ance to detorinino the edge of the 
Continental shelf off the known 
coasts. The edge of tho North Polar 
Continental shelf was, however, only 
known exactly in two places— north- 
west of tho New Siberian Islands and 
north of SpItzbergenT^whilst .In the 
region between these two places thoy 
Icnew the deep sea to the north. In 
the remaining part of tho North Polar 
Sea, which was very much greater, 
very little or nothing wa.'^ as y.et 
known of the edge of the Continental 
sholf, and here it was probable there 
wero manv surprises in store. "Very 
littlo could bo said at present as to 
whether tho Continental shelf north 
of Greenland, tho American Arctic 
Archipelago, and Alaska had a very 
wide extension or not. The rule that 
tho Continental shelves wero gener- 
ally much narrower outside high and 
mountainous coast than off flat and 
low lands, held good only where the 
mountain formations of the coast 
wero in near relation to the trend of 
the coast and to the Continental slope 
outside, and also where the moun- 
tainous coast was built up by hard 
primarv rocks. This seemed hardly to 
he the" case on tho northern coast of 
the American Arctic Archipelago and 
f;reenland. although there ,-:'''Wore 
rather high promontories In- some 
places. It was, thor'etore, dlfScult to 
say much about tho extent of tho 
Continental shelf there. ' It was per- 
haps more tho case along the north 
coast of Ala.ska, and Iheret'oro tho 
Continental shelf miglit possibly be 
narrower in that region; but even 
this was uncertain. The deeper 
soundings taken neiir ,the supposed 
edge of the shelf might simply indi- 
cate depths of submarine valleys, 
which might be nuinerous in this re- 
gion; and he was ot opinion that 
manv more and deeper soundings 
would be required before they could 
speak with anything like certainty. 
Dr. J. W. Spencer's conclusions as to 
the width of ,tho Continental shelf, 
drawn from the groat depths of the 
submarine fjords ot tho American 
"Arctic ArehitiPlago, were not well 
founded. Considerable depths of the 
submarine valleys and channels did 
not point to a comparatively narrow 
.shelf In regions where there had been 
glacial erosion— cf., the Norwegian 
Channel, tho Baltic, the White Sea, 
tho Kara Sea. It should also bo con- 
sidered that on tho whole the region 
of tho American Arctic Archipelago 
exhibited geomorphologlcal features 
which wore very exceptional. This re- 
gion was probably near tho heart of 
the Great European lee Age. and the 
limd had been splH up into i.slands 
and peninsulas even to a greater ex- 
tent than was tho easo in tlio latter 
region, whatever the orlgin.'il cause 
of this dissection might have been. It 
could not, therefore, be .-lald that the 
geomorphologic features of tho 
known part of the Arctic regions ex- 
cluded tho possibility of a wide ex- 
fension of tho Continental sholf, pos- 
sibly wdth lands on It, into some parts 
of the unknown north. If, for instance 
thoy had .only known the nr.i tiicrn 
coasts of Norway, Russia, and Nova- 
ya Zemlya, a.nd tho sea outside those 
coastsand if Franz .Tosepli Land. Spit'/- 
bergen, .and Bear Island, etc., had not 
yet been discovered, it would have 
been verv dllticuU Indeed, to infer 
their exlstoiieo from tlie geoiiiorplio- 
loglcal features wliicdi were tlieii 
known. Tlio sea eiirrcnls and the 
drift of the iec! seemed to indicate 
that there was an cxteii.-iive urea of 
.'^ea to tho north ot the Fram's, track. 
I'eary's experiences during • JllS last 
expedition also indicated that there 
was mucli sea to tho north of Green- 
land. Tile ico-drift converged towards 
llie ojienlng between Greenland and 
Spil'/.bergen. I-'eary's oliservntions of 
a' rapid eastward ice-drifi; also slinw- 
(>(1 that there could not have been 
much land to the east of his nortli- 
w.'ird track. J?ut as long as they tild 
not know the depths over whu'h 
Peary travelled, It was impossible to 
say much with regard -.to. the possibi- 
lity of land or Continental: shelf fur- 
ther north and east. Mr; R. A. Harris' 
speculations as to the currents north 
of Alaska and EasSorn Siberia, indi- 
cating land to the north, woro of lit- 
tle value, as has already been point- 
oil out hy Sir ClenK'Uls Markliam, for 
If llicro "was such an extensive land, 
.uichising the .•>e,-i in tills region into 
an elongated bn.iail chiuiiiel, tlie water 
could net run both ciislward and 
westward out nf this eiiannol. The 
drift ot the .leanolte could hardly be 
said to Indicate land to tho north, as 
it was clilotly inlluencod by the winds. 
Dr. Nansen then observed. , that his 
conclusions with regard to Van ;'adi.u^l 
current In tho !iurfaco-lay6i^3 of the 
North Polar basin, pointing towards 
Fran/. Joseli Land and Bpitzbergcn, 
inlgiu seem to Indicate that there was 
land to tho north, and that conse- 
quently the North Polar basin was a 
comparatively long and narrow de-

He con- 
rsidei-eil thai tlio drawback with sledge 
Jou.-ni^ys across the iiolar Ice was 
tliat they did not give much oppor- 
tunity for soundings and oeemiogra- 
phlcal work; somethliifr. however, 
could bo doiio by a practical cquip-

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of tho Continental slielf and also ot 
some observations of the temperature 
and salinity of the deep-water strata 
of the deep se.-i bovond this edge.
